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Renting schools may 
revent some closings

NEWTON — A plan to keep 
Newton's neighborhood school 
buildings open by renting surplus 
space inside them has been offered by 
a group of local politicians. 

“There has been a certain amount 
of multiple use of school buildings, but 
not revenue-producing uses, and we 
have to move in that direction,” 
stated Alderman Rodney Barker. 

Barker, Alderman Susan Schur, 
former School Committee candidate 
Liz Cody and State Rep. Joseph 
DeNucci have co-signed a bill in the 
state Legislature which would allow 
school buildings to be used for 
revenue-generating purposes. 

Currently, school buildings are used 
for educational purposes exclusively 
during school hours. Newton does 
allow privately run after-school day- 
care programs in some of its elemen- 
tary schools. The city also uses its 
school buildings for the Community 
School program, Recreation Depart- 
ment uses and elections. Ny 

Another possible use of extra space 
in schools is the housing of Newton 
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Free Library branches. According to 
Alderman Barker, ballet classes, arts 
and crafts shops, private nursery 
schools and professional offices are 
the kinds of private enterprises which 
could be integrated into a school 
building without insurmountable dif- 
ficulties. 

“The criteria should be reasonable 
compatibility with children around 
and not profit versus non-profit," said 
Barker. 

Newton's schools are in ‘“‘unzoned”’ 
land and there may be problems with 
placing private businesses into these 
unzoned areas. Barker has asked the 
city’s Law Department to investigate 
whether it is allowable to rent out por- 
tions of municipal buildings to private 
groups. As an alternative, the bill now 
being filed in the Legislature would 
allow renting school space for the pur- 
pose of generating revenue for 
“educational and community pur- 
poses.”” 

In acknowledging the potential 
legal problems with the pro- 
posal,Barker said, ‘‘You have to solve 
those problems without throwing up 
your hands and saying, 'no.’"’

Year in Review 


Newton’s Planning Department is 
charged with making studies and 
recommendations on what the city 
should do with its surplus buildings. 
Director Barry Canner said that, 
although simultaneous use of a 
municipal building is not a common 
practice, the idea is ‘‘not in- 
conceivable.” 

Canner said there is an attraction to 
leasing municipal buildings rather 
than selling them. Revenue from 
leases may be used for general expen- 
ditures in the city, while revenues 
from sales of buildings are limited to 
use as further capital outlay. 

The planning director noted some 
real difficulties that would have to be 
faced when implementing such a 
plan. Among them are the potential 
legal and zoning problems and the 
capital improvements necessary for 
the buildings. 

“You have to have a real separation 
of space,” said Canner. “You need 
adequate bathroom, electrical and 
parking facilities to attract renters. 
In this, you're talking capital im- 
provements and I’m not sure that non- 
profit organizations will have the

Two brief pages of hand-written 
notes on a yellow memo pad sum up 
the feelings of Mrs. Nancy Howard of 
63 Charlesbank Rd., Newton. 

“Let's hear something nice about 
teenagers for a change,"’ she dashed 
off between the busy Thanksgiving 
and Christmas holidays, 

But for the Howard family, there 
was loss and bereavement instead of 
celebration. After a long, debilitating 
illness her husband, Lloyd,:56, died in 
their daughter Ruth’s arms the night 
of Nov. 23. 

Ruth is a junior at Our Lady's 
High School, Washington St., Newton, 
where she is active in school ac- 
tivities, including cheerleading for 
the school’s winning football team. 
Ruth and her mother were soon to be 
visited by the entire school. 

But let Mrs. Howard tell the story in 
her own words. 

“Last week my husband died a 
very traumatic death in my sixteen 
year-old daughter's arms. I was ex- 


funds for these improvements.” 

Canner said the biggest question is 
whether the potential income from 
renting is greater than selling a 
surplus school building. Although he 
has not yet been officially asked to 
consider the rental plan, he said,‘‘It’s 
worth being explored.” 

Alderman Barker also wants to see 
a surplus school building be used for a 
new main library. Recent reports on 
the potential re-uses of central and 
northside elementary and junior high 
schools from the Planning Depart- 
ment suggest residential or commer- 
cial uses are the most viable options. 

The Ward Six alderman suggests 
using one of the buildings for a new 
main library while selling the Newton 
Corner Main Library to raise capital 
for conversion costs. 

“T don’t understand why the library 
people, the School Department and 
the Planning Deparment haven't got- 
ten together on this, I'm very disap- 
pointed there hasn't been any discus- 
sion,” he stated. 

Alderman Barker explains the 
whole idea of the proposal is to make

A year of taxes, trials and strange twists

From the trial of Diana Ossinger to 
Proposition 2'2, it was a year of 
strange twists and turmoils in the 
Garden City. 

January 


As the new year began, the Warren 
Junior High School students and staff 
received some good news. Badly 
damaged by a Christmas night fire, 
the school reopened in the second 
week of the year with students and 
custodians joining in a major cleanup 
effort. 

On the heels of a policy recommen- 
dations report by the Newton CATV 
Advisory Commission, Mayor 
Theodore Mann initiated plans to 
license cable television operation in 
Newton. 

For the Newton School system, it 
was a year of controversy and unrest. 
Representatives of the black com- 
munity asked the School Committee 
to eliminate a film about Africa called 
“The Hunters” from the curriculum. 
The movie filmed 22 years ago, has 
been shown in elementary, junior 
high and high school classes. A mo- 
tion for a moratorium on the showing 
of the movie failed, but the committee 
agreed to review similar material 
issued in all grades in a comprehen- 
sive report due later is ie yea 

A $500,000 appropriation to remove 
asbestos rom Newton North High 
School was approved and asbestos 
remova! began in the summer. The 
menace of asbestos exposure to 


students threatened to close down 
Newton North and other Newton 
schools. Asbestos, which is used as a 
“binder” to increase the strength of 
materials, is considered by experts to 
be one of the most deadly car- 
cinogens. 

It was also a year which saw many 
new developments and housing pro- 
jects unveiled for Newton. In the 

rgest proposal considered by the 
aldermen, Allan Green, a Wellesley 
developer, asked permission to bulld 
78 attached single family and one and 
two story condominiums on the 
former Murley Farm property at 
Dedham and Parker Streets. 

Alderman Ethel Sheehan's fight to 
cut the Board of Aldermen from 24 to 
16 was a loser in 1980. Sheehan's col- 
leagues rejected the proposal and her 
argument that the large number of 
aldermen creates problems for effi- 
ciently running city government. 

In more school controversy, the 
School Committee decided to ignore a 
new law allowing prayer in the 
schools. The law, which was later rul- 
ed unconstitutional, was strongly op- 
posed by city and school officials, 


February 


In the first of many interesting 
court cases in 1980, Newton Police Of- 
ficer Edward Woloski,42, was 
sentenced to two years of probation 
after pleading guilty to an assault and 
battery charge. Woloski was charged 
with beating his former girlfriend, 
Barbara Delcore. A court-ordered 
psychiatric examination found that 
although Woloski was “mentally ill”, 


he did not pose a danger to himself or 
others, 

The second month also saw the 
beginning of an embarassing ordeal 
for Mayor Theodore Mann and his 
personal secretary, Diana Ossinger. 
The investigation into the theft of 
more than $24,000 of Mann’s 
paychecks began after the mayor 
noticed that there were no deposits in 
his credit union account for the 
preceding December. 

February also saw charges of a 
misuse of police court time pay. 
Alderman Richard McGrath recom- 
mended a complete audit of police 
court time and overtime. Charges of 
irregularities were refuted by Chief 
William Quinn. 

As the month closed, the amount 
stolen from Mayor Mann was 
estimated at $33,000 by a source close 
to the investigation, But Mann and the 
Police were closed-mouthed about the 
situation which some City Hall of- 
ficlals said would never be solved, 

In one of the biggest busts of the 
year, Newton police seized $50,000 
worth of angel dust, marijuana and 
other drugs in a raid on the Suisse 
Chalet Motel on Boylston Street. Two 
Brighton men were arrested in the 
raid, 


March 


The big news in March was the state 
primary. The winners in Newton and 
throughout the state were 
Massachusetts Democratic Senator 
Edward Kennedy and Rep. John 
Anderson. 

The third month also saw the School 


Committee approve a $38 million 
budget for the fiscal year 1981, a 4.3 
percent increase over the previous 
year's budget. 

Newton Police charged Diana Oss- 
inger with 44 counts of larceny in con- 
nection with the theft of 58 of Mann's 
paychecks which they charged she 
cashed. Ossinger, Mann's personal 
confidential secretary for eight years, 
said she was ‘shocked and stunned” 
by the charges. 

Ossinger was charged with crossing 
out the restrictive endorsements on 
Mann's paychecks and cashing them 
at the Newton Treasurer's Office 
where she was supposed to deposit 
them in Mann's credit union account. 
After a six-hour show cause hearing 
in Newton District Court on March 19, 
the case against Ossinger was slated 
to go before a judge. 

The Board of Aldermen approved 
the conversion of Weeks Tuner High 
School, slated to close in 1981, to 
apartments for mixed income and 
elderly tenants, 

The owners of the defunct Chesnut 
Hill County Club presented plans for 
development of 10 acres of the land 
for townhouses and for the city to pur- 
chase 71 acres of the land to maintain 
asa municipal golf course. 

Reaction to the proposal was swift 
in coming, at a public hearing before 
the aldermen, critics attached the 
idea as being risky for the city. 

Progress in finding a cable televi- 
sion licensee continued as th: com- 
miteee evaluated the eight uroposals 
it received. The Advisory Committee 
sought an opinion on the legality of 


large financial inducements offered 
by several companies applying for the 
city’s cable license. 

April 


City Controller Lawrence Marino's 
audit of police overtime resulted in 
several new procedures for recording 
the hours logged by police officers for 
court and regular overtime. Police of- 
ficers are now required to sign in and 
out for all court appearances, 

Mayor Theodore Mann presented 
his recommended $83.5 million budget 
for the new fiscal year. In presenting 
the budget to the aldermen, Mann 
said that it would be impossible to 
avoid serious tax increase and service 
reductions in future years, 

April saw final approval by the 
Board of Aldermen for the develop- 


ment of the 29 acre Murley Farm pro- 
perty on Dedham Street. The plan to 
build 66 townhouses allowed construc- 
tion to begin in the summer. 

May 

Newton's retired Fire Chief 
Richard Perkins died and was buried 
in Newton Cemetery. Perkins, a 
member of the Newton Fire Dept. for 
nearly 40 years and chief for 20 years 
before he retired at the age of 63 in 
1976, was hailed by Mayor Mann as 
“an outstanding professional.” 

An $82.5 million budget was approv- 
ed by the aldermen after nearly 
$84,000 was cut from the mayor's re- 

luest. The budget was $500,000 below 
the state mandated four percent 
budget cap.

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Local history explored in course

NEWTON - Local history, rich in 
educational value, is often ignored in 
school curriculum. 

Newton North High School teachers 
Paula Evans and Henry Bolter are 
helping to change this with a 
stimulating exploration of local 
history in a course made possible by a 
federal grant from the National En- 
dowment for the Humanities. 

Evans and Bolter have developed a 
local history curriculum for elemen- 
tary and secondary school students 
based upon the archives of Nathaniel 
Allen , a prominent local 19th century 
educator, political activist and 
founder of the Allen School. 

Allen, a radical educational 
reformer, was responsible for many 
innovations in education,which in- 
clude racially integrated classes and 
the establishment of a broad cur- 
riculum that contained nature studies 
and vocational training. 

Evans and Bolter began work on the 
curriculum which Offers students the 
opportunity to study local history and 
the ways in which national issues and 
events shaped life in Newton, several 
years ago wi.en they learned of the 
discovery of Allen's papers and school 
records. 

The course got off the ground in 
September with 20 High School 
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students enrolling to study local 
history through documents at the 
Allen House and School in West 
Newton. 

Evans and Bolter, who are in the 
High School’s Social Studies Depart- 
ment, both agree that the program 
has been an exciting educational ex- 
perience for themselves and students. 

Noting history is ‘often very dry 
and abstract’ for High School 
students, Ms. Evans stressed that the 
course is structured to involve 
students and make them “active 
learners’’ rather than''passive 
readers.” 

Sitting in her office , Ms. Evans ex- 
plained, ‘‘One of the things we are try- 
ing to do is take something small,local 
and immediate and allow kids to 
generalize.” 

Iu the course, local history becomes 
a microcosm that is used to look at 
largersocial concepts. The project , 
Ms. Evans pointed out, is an effort to 
use untapped resources in the com- 
munity. 

“In the teaching of history, we tend 
to look outside our own resources,” 
she explained. ‘‘This is a new way to 
try and get kids involved. I don’t think 
it is a revolutionary idea, but it is a 
new approach which works.”” 

The West Newton resident said the 
course encourages students to look at 
their own community as a source for 
their education. 


Office building 


at ‘Grotto’

NEWTON — A zone change for the 
“Grotto” area at 600 Washington St. 
may win approval at next Monday 
night's Board of Aldermen meeting as 
a result of a new plan for the area. 

According to Alderman Bob Katz, 
there are enough votes among the 
aldermen to allow businessman John 
Marshall to construct a small office 
building on the former shrine area. 

The zone change needs a two-thirds 
vote from the 24-member Board of 
Aldermen to become law. 

The new plan to be formally 
presented this week calls for Marshall 
to be allowed to purchase 4,000 square 
feet of city-owned land which adjoins 
his property and to turn that area into 
a landscaped park for the public to be 
maintained at his expense. 

In turn, Marshall will receive a zone 
change for his property to Business 
AA, the most restrictive zoning 
classification. 

Howard Levine, Marshall's at- 
torney, has drafted an agreement to 
be filed with the Middlesex Registry 
of Deeds which details landscaping 
plans for the office building. The 
agreement will also guarantee that 
the city land will always be maintain- 
ed by whoever owns Marshall’s pro- 
perty in the future. 

Another change in the Marshall 
plan is to move the office building 
closer to the Boston Edison 
transformer in the area. This is said 
to eliminate 50 feet of frontage and 
will allow for more landscaping and 
more contiguous open space, ac- 
cording to Levine. 

“People are getting pretty much 
what they wanted,”’ said Levine. 

According to Alderman Katz, his is 
the decisive vote which will give the 
change to Marshall. He counted 
Aldermen Coletti, DePasquale, 
White, Gaynor, Carmichael, Miller, 
Bauckmann and Gentile as tentative- 
ly being against the measure but this 
was before the plan was circulated 
either formally or privately. 

Even if none of these votes changes, 
the other 16 votes Katz counts as be- 
ing in favor of the proposal should 
push it through. 

Terry O'Halloran, member of a 
committee of area residents opposed 
to the zone change, said the proposal 
was discussed at a Sunday meeting 
and was turned down. 

“As far as I'm concerned it's no of- 
fer at all, that land is city-owned, it’s 
ridiculous,” said O'Halloran. She call- 
ed for no further encroachment of 
businesses i1: that area of Washington 
St. claiming that a re-zoning of the 
area would depress neighborhood pro- 
perty values. 

Alderman Joseph DePasquale, 
leader of the group of aldermen 
against the re-zoning plan, 
acknowledges that he knows the 
details of the new plan but declined to 
discuss his opinion on it this weekend. 
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As of Sunday, Alderman Bruce Car- 
michael continued to be opposed to 
the zone change saying,‘‘It could 
cause some traffic problems and 
create a hazard. I never wanted to see 
an extension of the business district 
on Washington St. 

Both Atty. Levine and Alderman 
Katz had answers for the opponents of 
the office building, each also pointing 
out that many area residents have 
been supportive of the zone-change 
plan. 

“These people (the opponents) are 
talking on both sides of their mouths,’’ 
said Katz. Referring to Marshall's 
other alternative of building two two- 
family houses on the property, Katz 
said,“‘You cannot be satisfied with 
two-family buildings on that site. I 
have to tell them (the opponents) 
what's good for them.”” 

Katz cited advantages for the zone 
change, including the additional tax 
revenue from the city’s property be- 
ing borne by Marshall along with the 
maintenance costs. He said a commit- 
tee which will include local neighbors 
will be formed to help determine the 
design of the park which may include 
benches, picnic tables and a water 
fountain. 

Levine pointed out that the group 
opposed to the zone change seems to 
be small in number. Marshall's at- 
torney said the additional traffic im- 
pact would be minimal. He added that 
there are no residential abutters to 
the parcel, which is just on the border 
of a present business district. 

The parcel in question backs up to 
the Massachusetts Turnpike and 
faces Washington St. On one side is a 
Boston Edison transformer and the 
other is the city-owned section which 
is currently undeveloped. Boston 
Edison has been supporting the zone 
change by co-petitioning with John 
Marshall. The plan calls for 26 park- 
ing spaces to be placed on the site. 

Marshall bought the land from. Our 
Lady's Church for $60,500. He will pay 
an additional $15,000 to the church as 
part ef the purchase price upon 
receiving the requested zone change. 
Including legal and architectural 
fees, he estimates his total costs are 
“in excess of $100,000.” 

Marshall has promised that he will 
solicit community input on the land- 
scape planning for the park area. “I 
really just want the thing to work for 
everybody,” he said. 

Before the full board meeting on 
Jan. 5, Levine will be talking with the 
aldermen opposed to the measure in 
order to convince them of the value of 
the compromise plan. 

The vote on the zone change was 
delayed at the last board meeting two 
weeks ago because a quarter of the 
aldermen were absent with the flu. 
Marshall's slim majority among 
board members leaves no room for 
absenteeism unless Atty. Levine can 
byay more aldermen to his client's 
side. 

















She stressed, ‘‘One of the things 
that is most important is that these 
kids have the the opportunity to 
evaluate their role in society. They 
should have a chance to question their 
own values in the context of this 
course."’ 

One aspect of the course also ex- 
amines the black experience in 
Allen's time in relation to the present 
black experience in West Newton. 

Allen, head of the West Newton anti- 
slavery league, was ini the forefront of 
the movement to provide equal educa- 
tional opportunities for blacks. 

The course will also allow students 
to become involved in the physical 
restoration of the Allen House under 
the supervision of a a restoration ar- 
chitect and a carpenter. This phase of 
the course will begin in January. 

Ms. Evans, who received a 
master’s degree from Harvard 
University, said, ‘‘The notion of this 
hands-on component of the course is 
very important.” 

“We hope to show that restoration 
and architecture continues to play an 
important part in our lives.”” 

Another facet of the course allows 
the High School students to work with 
elementary school students in a study 
of Allen and local history. 

In addition, the Graduate School of 
the University of Massachusetts will 
collaborate on the project to provide 
training for their students in local 
history. 

Ms. Evans, 36, pointed out that the 
project gives students an insight into 
what it is like to write history and 
“the power of history.” 

“The course will hopefully make 
students aware that each historian br- 
ings his own personal biases to their 
work.” 

Bolter, who has heen a teacher in 
the Newton School system for seven 
years, said the course examines the 
historian's role in society. 

He said, ‘‘Historical truth does not 
exist. Students are learning the pro- 
cesses of writing history.”’ 

Bolter also stressed that the pro- 
gram brings the school and communi- 
ty together. 


He explained, ‘Communities are 
too often isolated from the schools.” 

“T am also interested that students 
learn history from a source they are 
familiar with,’ Bolter said. ‘Newton 
is a very rich resource which should 
not be ignored as a learning environ- 
ment.” 


Noting that students play a large 
role in the direction of the course, 
Bolter believes students are learning 
that they are “more in control of their 
lives and education.” 

Bolter said the course shows 
students ‘the power that history has 
upon people and how they see their 
past, present and think about the 
future.” 


The project has been well received 
by students in the course. Cathy 
Campbell of Chestnut Hill said the 
course has made her reevaluate her 
feelings on education. ‘‘The course 
has made me think rather than just 
accept the way I have been taught. I 
look at it differently now’”’ she said. 
She pointed out that the course also 
gives students a feeling that they are 
helping the community. “I hope by 
the end of the course, we have helped 
the community”’she added. 


“We have a lot to think about when 
we leave class,”’ the 17-year old High 
School senior said. “Everything is left 
up to us and we really have to do a lot 
of thinking on our own.” 


Ms. Campbell added, “‘This course 
is also on a much more personal level 
than other courses.” 

Lucia Gill, 17, of Newton Centre, 
viewed the course with similar sup- 
port. 

“The course is wonderful,” she ex- 
plained. ‘It is sort of a self examina- 
tion. We look at our own school and 
other schools and think about whether 
our school succeeds.” 


She argued, ‘‘Generally the courses 
you take are less relevant to your 
life.” 

Ms. Gill said the course has helped 
her to “more carefully evaluate” her 
education. 


New ordinance makes 
recycling mandatory 


NEWTON — A new city ordinance 
requiring citizens to recycle 
newspapers goes into effect Jan. 6 
with officials uncertain of how the 
public will be made aware of the law. 

The ordinance requires newspapers 
to be separated and placed in grocery 
bags or tied in bundles and placed at 
the curb, four feet away from the 
other refuse, on the regular trash col- 
lection day. 

According to Betsy Lewenberg, ad- 
viser to the Mayor’s Committee on 
Recycling, her committee will meet 
with the Department of Public Works 
to determine the best way of inform- 
ing residents of the new requirement. 


“Participation should pick up im- 
mediately,” said Lewenberg. She 
acknowledges there are challenges in 
telling residents of the law saying, 
“It's going to take several months.” 

Among the methods being con- 
sidered are placing notices in with ci- 
ty water bills and advertising in 
newspapers. 


A ticket system will be used for 
first-time violators of the ordinance, 
informing them of the law and the 
possible $25 fine for non-compliance. 

The city’s glass-and-can recycling 
program, which provides curbside 
pick-up of recyclables, will eventually 
be phased out, according to DPW 


Commissioner Charles Thomas. He 
said that will not occur until an alter- 
native drop-off site is found for those 
people who want to bring their con- 
tainers for recycling. The search is on 
for these sites and the ending of curb- 
side glass and can recycling is slated 
for sometime next spring.

Lewenberg said that the base price 
for newsprint the city sells has risen 
from $15 a ton to $30 a ton. This latest 
increase, says Lewenberg, will bring 
an additional $4,000 a month to the ci- 
y. 
At this time, Thomas said the pro- 
gram is at the break-even point for 
the city in terms of profit. With man- 
datory recycling, the Mayor's Com- 
mittee believes Newton will save 
$43,000 annually. 

Under the ordinance, newspapers 
may be used for wrapping garbage, 
training pets, and other practical pur- 
poses.

Mann refuses to bargain 


CETA workers 
protest in Newton

NEWTON — A group of 25 CETA staff personnel protested 
the city’s refusal to recognize Service Employees Interna- 
tional Union, Local 285, with a march outside City Hall Tues- 


day afternoon 


As Mayor Theodore D. Mann sat in his office, the protesters 
chanted, ‘Recognize our union now,” and, ‘‘Let’s stop arguing 


and start bargaining.” 


Despite two State Labor Relations Commission rulings in 
favor of the union, the city has refused to set up a bargaining 


date. 


William Deery, bargaining agent for the union, said the 
union has filed an unfair labor practice suit with the National 


Labor Relations Board (NLRB). 


In a secret ballot election, CETA personnel voted 54-2 in 
favor of being represented by Service Employees Interna- 


tional Union, Local 285, last month. 


Deery said that the city’s labor counsel has informed him 
that Mann will not bargain with the CETA personnel. 

Mann has adamantly maintained that the city of Newton is 
not the employer of the CETA staff personnel, noting they 


serve nine other communities. 


Mann contends that the real issue is not whether the 
employees have the right to form a union, but whether they cl- 


ty is the employer of the CETA personnel. 


The city has contended that the state and federal govern- 
ments control all meaningful conditions of employment. 

Dominic Fiumara, a spokesman for the CETA workers, said 
the protest was held to attract attention to the fact that the 


mayor “‘refuses to negotiate with us.” 


Fiumara explained, ‘We want the mayor to stop stalling and 


get on with the process of negotiations.” 


Mann said the city will appeal the State Labor Relations 
Commission decisions and take the matter to court. 

“It is my contention that they (CETA personnel) are 
employees of the federal government, not the city of Newton,” 
Mann explained. “I am doing this under the advice of 


counsel,” 


He added, ‘‘I can not think of a more irrational act than for 
any group to think that this city will be held responsible for any 
liability when the purpose of our chairmanship was to get peo- 


ple jobs.” 


Mann stressed that he was appointed head of the nine- 
community CETA consortium by three successive governors. 
“As mayor of the city, it is my responsibility to see to it that 
there are no financial liabilities incurred to taxpayers as a 
result of any of these programs,” Mann added. 
The protesters, who picketed on their lunch period, carried 
signs which read: “Stop Stalling Mayor Mann,” and 


“Recognize our union.” 


Mann pointed out that he would be pleased to meet with 


representatives of the union. 


Fiumara said the primary reason CETA staff voted for a 
union was to obtain input into their conditions of employment. 
He stressed that salary and layoffs were not the issues in the 


protest. 


The union work force will be cut in half by a major cutback 
in federal funds. About 30 CETA workers have Be receiv- 
ed layoff notices witch will take effect shortly after the beginn- 


ing of the new year.

Tax cut backlash in Newton 
Police chief wants fee for escorts to bank...

NEWTON — Police Chief William 
F. Quinn said Monday his department 
would be seeking a number of 
Trevenue-generating activities in wake 
of Proposition 2'2, the tax-cutting 
measure. Among them is a proposal 
that would charge merchants $10 for 
escorts to banks, a service the depart- 
ment currently performs free of 
charge. 

The escorts, Quinn said, would 


generate about $10,000 for the city, 
which would be financially strapped 
in Proposition 2'2 wake unless its real 
estate were revalued. 

According to published reports, 
Newton is considering lopping 
millions off each of its departments’ 
budgets, which some believe would 
mean a layoff of as many as 71 of the 
city's 212 police officers. 

If cuts were forthcoming, said 
Quinn, the police department may be 
forced to lay off some of its crossing 


guards. Nov. 19, it was announced 
that the city would be forced to lay off 
20 of its 81 school crossing guards, 
which would mean a savings of 
$60,000. . 

Quinn said that, in the event of 
layoffs, police officers would be let go 
according to the amount of time they 
had spent in their current Senority 
would be a factor, he said, only in so 
far as it applied to the amount of time 
employees had been in their current 
rank, 


Ranking officers would not 
necessarily be allowed to take a 
demotion, the chief said, that would 
allow them to remain on the force at a 
lesser rank. 

Quinn said heads of offices within 
the department were being required 
to submit their own budgets rather 
than filing recommendations to his of- 
fice, which “is a healthy process.” 

Each department in the city this 
year is required to submit four 
budgets: at current levels, and at

decreasing levels of 15, 30 and 50 per- 
cent. 

Quinn said the police department 
has asked for an extension of its 
budget submittal deadline. 

Under Proposition 2', the city 
would lose $3.1 million in revenue this 
year, and $14 million in fiscal year 
1982-1983 

According to Officer Allan Ciccone, 
police union president, there is no pro- 
vision in the police contract that 
stipulates who would be the first to go 
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in the event of layoffs. Both police and 
firefighters have failed to reach a con- 
tract agreement with the city, so the 
old contract is still binding. 

Ciccone said he knew of no lever the 
union would have in helping to deter- 
mine who would be the first to go in 
the event of layoffs. 

The $1.2 million which would 
reportedly be eliminated from each of 
the city's departments would repre- 
sent a decrease in the police budget of 
about 20 percent.

NEWTON — Substantial changes in 
the Newton Rider bus system were 
made last week by Newton officials. 

The changes in scheduling and 
routes are designed to keep the finan- 
cially strapped system running until 
other sources of funding are secured.

The changes in the Route Two line, 
which services Commonwealth Ave.

The bus 
will be leaving the Lake St. MBTA 
station mornings at 7:10, 8:10 and 
9:10, and afternoon runs will be at 
3:10,4:10 and 5:10.

Tannozzini said that, with the 
reduced schedule, the Route Two line 
has enough money to continue for only 
three weeks unless more money is 
found.

Newton versus state: Valuation dispute aired 


NEWTON — City officials met 
with the State Department of 
Revenue Monday to dispute a decision 
placing Newton’s property value at 
$2.2 billion. 

Newton believes its property value 
is significantly higher than the state’s 
figure, a difference which is impor- 
tant when determining the impact of 
Proposition 242. 

Mayor Theodore Mann said the pur- 
pose of the meeting was to make 242 
“less damaging" for the city. 

Under Proposition 2', property 
values cannot exceed 24 percent of a 


community's total value. To ensure 
more modest budget cuts, Newton 
wants the highest base possible on 
which to compute taxes. 

The Department of Revenue's deci- 
sion to use a $2.2 billion figure would 
require cutting $14.5 million from the 
fiscal-year 1982 budget, 

The city is conducting its own study 
of what its property is worth. City 
Assessor Robert Palmer said that 
although a final figure will not be 
available for a couple of weeks, the ci- 
ty's full and fair cash value is ‘‘in ex- 
cess of $2.3 billion.” 


Closed schools 
provide housing 


NEWTON — Most school buildings 
can be reused for apartments or hous- 
ing, says a Planning Department 
report to the Newton School Commit- 
tee. 

Once the School Committee decides 
to close a school and declare it excess 
property, the mayor appoints a reuse 
committee to determine the best 
possible alternatives for that 
building. The report to the School 
Committee is of an advisory nature 
since the School Committee has no in- 
put over what happens to a school 
building when it is closed. 

Two of the elementary schools 
under consideration for closing at the 
end of 1981 are the Bowen Elementary 
School in Thompsonville and the 
Claflin Elementary School in Newton- 
ville. 

Bowen was built in 1952. It is cur- 
rently used by the Community 
Schools program and by the Recrea- 
tion Department in addition to its 
main function as a school. It is a two- 
story building with a library and 
auditorium. 

An ‘adaptive re-use” of the existing 
structure could create up to 27 apart- 
ments. If the building were demolish- 
ed, 35 attached townhouses could be 
put on the property. Other alter- 
natives for the property are a max- 
imum of 28 two-family or 14 single- 
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family homes. 

The Claflin Elementary School was 
built a year later than the Bowen. The 
Planning Department report says 25 
apartments could be created irom the 
building with major alterations. If 
Claflin is demolished, 20 townhouses 
could be created on the property. The 
land could hold instead eight two- 
family homes or four single-family 
homes. 

The Planning Department noted 
particular problems with re-using 
Claflin because of its being built onto 
a steep hillside. 

The Planning Department's report 
does not take into consideration deed 
restrictions on any of the school pro- 
perties. A separate report will be for- 
thcoming from the Law Department 
which is currently researching those 
restrictions. 

Other elementary schools being 
considered for closing are the Cabot, 
Mason-Rice and Zervas Schools. The 
School Committee will eventually 
have to decide on whether to close a 
northside junior high school in 1983 
when Newton North is slated to 
become a four-year high school. 

The Plannning Department reports 
a minimum of two years must elapse 
between the time the School Commit- 
tee gives up a building as surplus and 
New occupants can move in.

A decision from the state on 
whether Newton may substitute its 
own number for the $2.2 billion figure 
will not be coming until ‘‘sometime in 
the beginning of January,’’ said 
Mann. 

According to Mann, the decision 
could mean the difference between 
cutting “$10 million and $21 million 
from the budget,” once Prop. 2% is 
fully implemented.

State system 
needs overhaul 


Public sector workers staffing the 
various state and local departments take it 
on the chin on a regular basis. MBTA’s 
abuses and other featherbedding agency 
operations tar all of them with a wide 
brush. 

Taxpayer frustration at the cost of 
government makes them a convenient 
target. When something good is said about 
the career workers it deserves attention, 
particularly at a time when Proposition 2 
% is about to drop those retrenchment 
bombs. 

Bernard O’Keefe, EG&G’s top man, did 
that very thing in a recent media inter- 
view. He has acquired considerable 
knowledge about state qovernment after 
having headed up voluntary management 
task forces under both Governors Dukakis 
and King. 

While acknowledging the existence of 
the bureaucratic spread that is the way of 
life in political life, the business leader 
said he found an impressive number of ef- 
ficient, dedicated people in state jobs. The 
task forces uncovered plenty of room for 
improved productivity and efficiency. 

But, according to O’Keefe, the foremost 
reason why state government functions so 
wastefully in spending terms is in the 
system itself, lacking sound techniques 
and the cohesiveness management found 
in the more effective private corporations. 
Along with millions of dollars saved by 
O’Keefe group’s recommendations, the 
state has been given a prod it should heed. 
Its employees deserve management in- 
itiatives.

Anticipated is another battle of the so- 
called ‘‘primary source” bill drafted by a 
special 14-member commission appointed 
by Gov. King. Critics say it will benefit the 
largest wholesalers at the expense of 
smaller wholesalers and retailers, with 
consumers likely to suffer from higher 
prices as competition is stifled. Despite in- 
flation, prices have been pretty stable in 
this area. 

Under the bill, wholesalers would be re- 
quired to purchase beer and liquor only 
from authorized brand-name distributors 
within Massachusetts. At present, enter- 
prising operators go out of state for 
cheaper prices and offer low-figure 
specials. 

By no means is the bill a new effort. The 
biggies have been trying for five years to 
get it on the books. Former Gov. Dukakis 
opposed it as anti-consumer legislation. It 
died in the 1980 sitting of the General 
Court. 

On the surface, the proposition is 
monopolistic. The trouble with the ad- 
vocacy report is that it comes from a com- 
mission heavily weighted in favor of the 
larger purveyors, some reportedly with 
strong ties to the incumbent governor. 

Legislators would do well to put the 
primary source bill on hold until an in- ‘ 
dependent viewpoint can be obtained, with 
adequate consumer representation.

Boston's imperial Mayor Kevin H. 
White, 51, elected last year to an un- 
precedented fourth four-year term, 
doesn't take kindly to criticism.

Under Boston’s charter, Mayor 
White is the strongest mayor in the coun- 
try. King says, so far as is known, there 
is nothing illegal about these machina- 


more cavalier spending habits — lavish 
expense living; entertainment of the 
elite; hefty raises for his tightly-knit 
politically-ioyal cadre of aides - White 
moved to stamp out the embarrassment. 

His Honor cut the Finance Commis- 
sion’s budget in half, necessitating the 
firing of most of the investigative staff 
and the abandonment of several produc- 
tive probes. 

The Finance Commission had been 
needling His Honor. It had taken him to 
task for putting on the city payroll his 
wife’s sister, contrary to a standing 
order that all new employees must 
domicile in Boston. White solved this 
dilemma by bypassing the regulations 
and giving his sister-in-law a consul- 
tant’s contract. 

The Finance Commission had held 
hearings into White's constant use of the 
Parkman House, a beautiful mansion on 
Beacon Hill deeded to the park depart- 
ment but used by White to entertain in 
splendor visiting dignitaries or selected 
local luminaries. Parkman House came 
to represent to perfection White's ac- 
quired limousine tastes, now that he is 
America’s longest-serving big city boss.

their wives were on the city payroll in 
what were no-show jobs and whether the 
taxpayers should be reimbursed for ser- 
vices not rendered.

He is 
bright, wiry, effective and articulate, a 
conservative with whom the times seem 
to have caught up. 

In an interview in the Finance Com-

Reagan to meet the neighbors

Ronald Reagan is not waiting to take the oath of office 
before indulging in a little presidential neighborliness. 

Despite a post-election decision to postpone formal 
contact with foreign leaders until after the Inauguration, 
he is meeting Mexican President Jose Lopez Portillo in 
Juarez Jan. 5. 

He could not make a more appropriate exception. Mex- 
ico and the United States are bound by geography and 
frequently painful history in a relationship that has never 
been easy and today is in dire need of attention. 

It is billed as a ‘‘courtesy call” that will bring the two 
presidents together for only an hour, long enough for no 
more than a start on discussion of the many subjects of 
mutual interest to their two countries, But it is a start 
that badly needs to be made and earnestly followed up 
after Jan. 20. 

Mexico, after long years as a dirt-poor backwater, is a 
nation in transition, en route to becoming both a political 
and economic power in its own right. Oil is part of the 
story, but only part. The potential wealth that has been 
discovered in recent years, and is continuously being ad- 
ded to, has not changed Mexico's policies, only enabled 
the country to pursue them more forcefully, 

Basic to them all is the determination to remain as in- 
dependent of the United States as possible and to en- 
courage similarly inclined quarters throughout the 
Caribbean and Central American region in which Mexico 
is an increasingly assertive influence. 

Mexico never followed the American lead in ostraciz- 
ing Fidel Castro and continues to maintain warm rela- 
tions with Cuba. On a Havana visit in August, Lopez Por- 
tillo took public aim at U.S. treatment of Cuba, including 
the continuing economic boycott and retention of the 
Guantanamo naval base. 

Mexico is a firm supporter of liberal to leftist govern- 
ments in Central America, including the Marxist San- 
dinistas in Nicaragua, and an opponent of U.S.-connected 
rightist regimes such as in Guatemala. 

This is an area likely to supply Reagan and Lopez Por- 
tillo with a great deal of conversational material. The 
Mexicans are among those taking alarm at reports the 
Reagan administration intends to abandon its 
predecessor's emphasis on human rights as a determi- 
nant in U.S. policy and to ease the pressure on Latin 
rightists, 


Mexico is by no means a sudden discovery of the 
president-elect. Candidate Reagan made a campaign 
point of his proposed continental partnership, an 
economic and political co-prosperity accord among the 
United States, Mexico and Canada. The Mexicans — and, 
for that matter, the Canadians — have been wary about 
buying the idea, however. They see it as a marriage of 
convenience — U.S. convenience, with access to their 
energy resources as the real purpose. 


The Reagan administration faces numerous obstacles 
in improving relations with Mexico. But it has one impor- 
tant asset: the Carter administration. 

Goodness knows Jimmy Carter tried hard enough to be 
a good neighbor. Perhaps that was part of the problem. 
He made a personal effort to put relations on a new and

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Bringing live theater to the deaf

Six Boston theaters are engaged in 
an ambitious undertaking, presenting 
a full season of plays given in two 
languages, English and sign. 

This impressive group effort to 
make live theater available to the 
deaf is largely the work of Barbara 
Levitov, the force behind the popular 
captioned ABC News. 

A year ago, Levitov began knocking 
on doors in Boston, searching for a 
theater company willing to stage an 
interpreted performance. The Boston 
Shakespeare Co. agreed, reported 
Levitov, and offered, ‘A Comedy of 
Errors,” signed for the deaf in Oc- 
tober of that year. 

An enthusiastic reception led to a 
second interpreted play that season. 

This year, Levitov lined up a varied 
theater program through the mayor’s 
office, Commission on the Physically 
Handicapped. The series opened in 
November with the Boston 
Shakespeare Company's production 
of “The Tempest.” 


The December play is the Loon and 
Heron Theater's children’s play, ‘In 
A Pickle.” ‘ 


“All That Glitters” follows in 
January performed by members of 
the Next Move Theater. 


The enormously popular ‘‘Annie’”’ 
returns to the Colonial Theater in 
March with an interpreted per- 
formance scheduled for late that 
month. May brings,”A Streetcar 
Named Desire’ to the Peuples 
Theater. 


The series ends with the world 
premiere of a new play by Jules Feif- 
fer called, ‘Grownups’’ at the 
American Repertory Theater.

“One part of the work of arranging 
this series,” said Levitov, ‘was fin- 
ding theaters willing to make a com- 
mitment to their deaf audience. The 
theater has to let the interpreter join 
the actors on stage. 

“Seats must be held near the stage 
in locations that will give the deaf a 
clear view of both the interpreter and 
the actors. 


“Everyone becomes involved at one 
point or another, like the lighting 
director who must be certain no 
shadows fall on the interpreter’s 
hands or face.”” 

The package Levitov worked out 
with each of the six participating 
theaters includes a pre-show, an 
hour’s workshop before curtain time. 

“Because plays are primarily 
spoken dialogure,” Levitov explain- 
ed," the deaf have been shut out. 
Often our pre-shows serve not only to 
introduce a particular play, but 
theater itself.”” 

During the pre-show, actors are in- 
troduced in full costume, along with 
their sign-names. Information is 
given about the plot, characters and 
various settings. Special signs are 
presented. 

Armed with this background in- 
formation, the hearing-impaired are 
Teady for the curtain to rise. 

“Then comes more hard work,” 
said Levitov, who has worked with the 
deaf for a dozen years. “You must 
become thoroughly familiar with the 
play, nearly memorizing it from one 
end to the other. 


“The acutal signing during the play 
must be done on a large scale without 
distorting proper shaping. Changes in 
speakers are indicated by subtle 
shifts in body position and style of 
signing. 


“All the work must be done with the 
dedication and intensity of an actor.” 

“The program designed by Levitov 
represents a real breakthrough,” said 
Steve Gerritson of the Mass. Councl 
on the Arts and Humanities, which 
provides money to pay the two inter- 
preters used in the series. 

“The six theaters involved are 
presenting plays to audiences com- 
posed of both hearing and hearing- 
impaired people,” Gerritson explain- 
ed. “That law requires that all 


organizations receiving federal 
assistance make their programs and 
activities accessible to the handicpap- 
ped, not as separate individuals, but 
as members of the regular audiences. 

“Too many orgainzations provide 
different materials or programs, 
rather than searching for ways to in- 
tegrate the handicapped into existing 
situations.” 

To help institutions find ways to 
adapt their programs to offer access 
to people with various handicaps, 
Gerritson plans a series of meetings

After nearly a year of litigation dur- 
ing which the City of Newton 
tepudiated responsibilities of employ- 
ment, the Massachusetts Labor Rela- 
tions Commission granted the Newton 
Area CETA staff a Union Representa- 
tion Election. On Friday, Nov. 7, 1980, 
the staff voted 54-2 in favor of 
unionization. 

54-2! Yet, despite such an over- 
whelming majority, Mayor Theodore 
Mann refuses to recognize the union. 
Rather than starting negotiations, 
Mr. Mann contemplates the expen- 
diture of tax dollars for further litiga- 
tion which could be demonstrated to 
be irrelevant. The Mayor believes his 
intentions are in the best interest of 
the community, but, in my opinion, 
this decision quite clearly is not. 


The Union has no desire to roll back 
necessary cutbacks or to demand ex- 
orbitant pay increases.

tax cuts promised by Proposition 2.1/2 
can become a reality.

Lloyd Howard had put in 22 years 
of service as a postal employee at the 
Newtonville Post Office. He had just 
filed his retirement papers, as he had 
been suffering from a two-year bout 
with cancer of the throat. 

Starting with a laryngectomy, his 
voice box was surgically removed. 
The next step was radiation therapy. 
He was given a vocal replacement 
with a ‘“‘larynax,”’ a buzzer and bat- 
tery, so that he could make sounds 
and communicate with his family. 

But he did not stop working during 
the entire two-year period. He learned 
to cope and did not succumb to the 
devastating onslaught of his fatal il- 
Iness, until he could not longer con- 
tinue. 

Dr. Ely Kirschner of Newton, the 
ear, nose and throat specialist at the 
Newton Wellesley Medical Building, 
saw him through the lengthy and 
painful surgical procedures and 
chemotherapy treatments necessary 
to prolong Mr. Howard’s life. 

But despite the weakening effects 
of his illness, Lloyd Howard worked 
until July 1980, two years after his il- 
Iness was first diagnosed. 

“But we made him quit. He really 
didn’t want to.”” 

One asks, "Was he a smoker?" The 
answer is brief. “Yes, but he had stop- 
ped smoking six years before the 
symptoms first appeared.” 

“His first impulse after receiving 
the larynax,”’ says Mrs. Howard, 
“was to call his daughter Marcie and 
speak to his grandchildren. He used 
the larynax while delivering 
registered letters. One woman 
thought it was a robot speaking.”” 

“We kept up the patterns of nor- 
mal living,” says Mrs. Howard. ‘He 
didn't get depressed and was always 
in good spirits, He had such a good 
relationship with his doctor because 
the doctor always told him the truth. 
When the doctor told him he was go- 
ing to lose his voice, Lloyd replied, 
‘That's okay, doctor. I don't talk 
much, anyway.’ 


Both Mr. and Mrs. Howard had 
been lifelong residents of Newton, 
where they grew up and attended 
Newton High School. Two years ago, 
the family moved back to Newton 
from their previous residence on 
Oakland St., Watertown. 

Besides Ruth, there are two other 
children, Mrs. Marcia Warren, 30, of 
Billerica, and son Jeffrey, 27. There 
are also two grandchildren, Christo, 5 
and Tracy, 2, both Marcia’s children. 

Jeffrey had been planning on a 
big wedding in September. The family 
didn't want to cancel the wedding 
plans. As it turned out, they didn't 
have to. Lloyd Howard was able to at- 
tend his son’s wedding ceremony at 
Our Lady’s Church and then go on to 
the wedding reception at the Chateau 
de Ville, Framingham. Even though 
he was unable to eat, he could ingest a 
liquid’ protein, Ensure, through a 
straw. That was to be his last outing. 

Through the Hospice of the Good 
Shepherd, Waban, a non-sectarian, 
non-profit organization, Sheila Flynn 
came to attend Lloyd Howard every 
day, to comfort and make him com- 
fortable, through the remaining two 
months. According to Mrs. Howard, 
there is no fee for this service. 

The night in November that Lloyd 
Howard died, he was tendered a 
retirement banquet by his postal col- 
leagues at the VFW Post on California 
St., Newton. A plaque was awarded in 
his honor. 

Commented Dr. Kirschner, ‘He 
was a courageous man.” 


Ruth and her mother were over- 
whelmed by the attentiveness and 
outpouring of goodwill from Ruth’s 
contemporaries. Her entire junior 
class came to pay their respects to the 
family. The cheerleading squad and 
football team brought a bouquet of a 
dozen long-stemmed roses. And th 
visits included the entire school staff.

200 spaces underground. 

Both Cohen and Druker declined to 
mention any sum of money because 
the issue is under negotiation. 


Of the 200 spaces to be possibly 
financed by the city, Druker said 160 
will be allocated to retail parking, and 
40 will be allocated to residential 
parking. 


Cohen said that the General Obliga- 
tion Bond, which the city often uses to 
raise money, is a less likely funding 
source, because of the passage of Pro- 
position 24.

Women’s Rights 


By Peter F. Harrington 


Throughout history women have had to struggle to obtain the least 
rights. Even in the modern civilization of the industrialized western 
world, the quest has been long and difficult. 

Looking into the 1980's we see that the drive for a national equal rights 
amendment has faltered and there is talk in Washington of dismantling 


our affirmative action programs. 


Americans today are geared for change and fast action. Although these 
expectations may be met by the commercial side of life, the law responds 
differently. Substantial changes in the law take a long time and a mighty 


effort. 


To exemplify how ponderous is this process of change in the law I 
thought we could review the words of Elizabeth Cady Stanton, written in 
1848, when she gathered a group of friends to initiate the struggle to give 


American women equal rights: 


“When in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for one 
portion of the family of man to assume among the people of earth a posi- 
tion different from that which they have hitherto occupied, but one to 
which the laws of nature and of nature's God entitle 

them, a decent respect to the opinions of mankind requires that they 
should declare the causes that impel them to such a course. 

“We hold these truths to be self-evident: that all men and women are 
created equal; that they are endowed by their Creator with certain 
unalienable rights; that among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness; that to secure these rights governments are instituted, deriv- 
ing their just powers from the consent of the governed. 

“Whenever any form of government becomes destructive of these ends, 
it is the right of those who suffer from it to refuse allegiance to it, and to 
insist upon the institution of a new government, laying its foundation on 
such principles, and organizing its powers in such form, as to them shall 
seem most likely to effect their safety and happiness. 

“Prudence, indeed, will dictate that governments long established 
should not be changed for light and transient causes; and accordingly all 
experience hath shown that mankind are more disposed to suffer while 
evils are sufferable, than to right themselves by abolishing the forms to 


which they are accustomed. 


“But when a long train of abuses and usurpations, pursuing invariable 
the same object, evinces a design to reduce them under absolute 
despotism, it is their duty to throw off such government and to provide 
new guards for their future security. Such has been the patient sufferance 
of the women under this government, and such is now the necessity whick 
constrains them to demand the equal station to which they are entitled.”

In compensation Druker said that 
there would be more open space on 
the ground than had been planned 
earlier. Druker said the three-tiered 
“wedding cake” building will rise 
from from 36 feet to 55 feet to 72 feet. 
The highest level will have seven 
floors. 


A second ‘‘wedding cake”’ residen- 
tial building will rise from 55 feet to 72 
feet, and will contain eight floors. 

Overall plans call for five separate 
buildings with a total of 340 residen- 
tial units, and 110,000 square feet of of- 
fice space, including 25,000 to 30,000 
feet of retail space.

“One of the most controversial 
issues surrounding the development 
right now is traffic,’ said one Task 
Force member. The Task Force in- 
dicated that the impact on Pearl 
Street was a major concern.

The garage is projected to have two 
entrances, one on Pearl Street, and 
one on Washington Street. 

Pearl Street residents are concern- 
ed about the increased number of cars 
using the side street, and have ques- 
tioned the feasibility of dead-ending 
Pearl Street to protect residents from 
development traffic. Druker said the 
city must make the final decision. 


The development calls for 340 
apartments, 240 of which will be 
allocated to low anu moderate income 
families. 100 units will be rented at the 
market rate.

Buildings on the 
post office side are planned currently

Bates student saves equipment 


LEWISTON, MAINE — Thanks toa 
sharp-eyed young man from Auburn- 
dale and generous hospital officials in 
Brighton, Bates College in Lewiston, 
Maine, is improving its science 
laboratories with more than $20,000 
worth of equipment and glassware. 

Luke Daley of Auburndale, a 
sophomore at Bates, was working for 
his father’s construction company on 
a project at Kennedy Memorial 
Hospital for Children when he noticed 
the equipment, apparently being 
prepared for disposal. A biology ma- 
jor who hopes to become a doctor, he 
became interested in the items, which 
included all sorts of laboratory 
glassware as well as specialized 
equipment such as photometers, a 
microtome for cutting microscopic 
specimens, and chromatographic col- 
umns for chemical analysis. 

Daley asked hospital officials about 
the equipment, and was told the 
hospital was throwing it out because 


the cost of making an inventory would 
be too high. Executive Director Sister 
Mary Ann Loughlin and director of 
general services John Moretto told 
Daley that if he wanted to pack the 
items and take them away himself, he 
could have them. 

The Bates College chemistry and 
biology laboratories are well equip- 
ped, but Daley knew that more equip- 
ment is always useful. So he had the 
hospital’s surplus glassware and ap- 
paratus shipped to the college, where 
it is now in use. 

Daley praised the hospital officials 
who made the donation possible, 
noting that thanks to them, Bates wil 
not need to buy such equipment for 
some time.

No, you don’t have to re- 
vert back to primeval days 
of cave man living; nor do 
you have to cut down on 
your window area, There is 
another alternative. One 
that an increasing number 
of energy-wise consumers 
are specifying—sealed insu- 
lating glass. A sealed insu- 
lating glass window is com- 
posed of two sheets or panes 
of glass, hermetically sealed

Price of energy isthe key

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Three years 
ago, when the economy was expan- 
ding at a frenetic pace and oil imports 
were averaging 8.7 million barrels 
daily, a panicky Congress tried to 
throttle down oil and gas use with 
legislation. 

The Fuel Use Act and the Natural 
Gas Policy Act of 1978 both sought to 
respond to the frightening projection 
that imports might grow to 15 million 
barrels a day by the mid-1980s posing 
a grave threat to national security. 

This year, however, imports are 
down 40 percent from 1977 levels and 
the whole nature of the energy pro- 
blem is being reexamined. 

According to energy experts, 
however, what the two laws and other 
energy regulatory programs tried 
since the 1973 Arab oil embargo had in 
common is a fatal misconception 
about the relationship of price to con- 
servation, 

Philip Verleger of Yale University, 
a conservative and former govern- 
ment economist, has gone so far as to 
argue that every one of the key 
energy laws since 1973 have served to 
make the energy problem worse. 

U.S. energy policies over the past 
seven years have proved largely 
futile because they were based on un- 
sound economics, said Rep. Dave 
Stockman, R-Mich., the prime ar- 
chitect of the Republican party's 
energy platform and certain to be a 
major influence on the energy policies 
of President-elect Ronald Reagan. 

The laws and regulations, he 
argued, falsely assume energy ‘‘price 
wouldn't change, or if it did, there 
wouldn’t be much response in the 
economy.”

The reality, he said, is price does 
have a profound effect, although he 
cautioned that, ‘‘we really don't know 
how quickly or how deeply markets 
can respond to price.” 

The country’s huge leap in energy 
conservation — improved efficiency 
as well as lessened imports — in the 
past three years “has not been the 
result of any government programs 
that I can think of," said Stockman. 

And the changes only now beginn- 
ing to appear have actually been 
underway for some time. 

“Tn 1980 it will take (U.S, industry) 
about 20 percent less energy to pro- 
duce a unit of output in constant 
dollars than it did in 1970," said Dr. 
Roger Noll, a California Institute of 
Technology economist. 


Strides in industrial efficiency and 
energy productivity, rapidly rising 
fuel economy and the trend toward 
small cars “all this is simply a 
response to price changes, nothing 
else,’ he said. 

Mainstream economists took for 
granted until the mid-1970s that the 
economy, like a plant needing water, 
would only grow in response to fresh 
infusions of new energy. 


But the overall pattern of U.S. 
energy use since the 1973 Arab oil em- 
bargo shows rises in energy consump- 
tion are not essential to economic 
growth and may even stifle it, ac- 
cording to the experts. It also shows 
demand for energy, like any other 
commodity, is profoundly influenced 
by price —a concept called elasticity. 

The economic surge of 1977, coupled 
with the spurt in oil imports, looks like 


all fuel costs are higher 


an exception. But the figures show the 
real cost of energy for Americans 
declined in the period between the 
price surge that came with the 1973 
embargo and the price increases that 
resumed with the Iranian upheaval in 
late 1978, 

“The big story of the seventies is 
that we were surprised by energy de- 
mand elasticity,’ said William 
Kieschnick, the vice chairman of 
Atlantic Richfield, who illustrated the 
point recently with some statistics. 


In the years from 1955 until the 1973 
embargo, energy use rose 25 percent 
in the residential sector and 20 per- 
cent in the commerecial sector while 
energy prices fell 20 percent in both. 
At the same time, at-the-pump 
gasoline prices dropped 26 percent. 

The real price of crude oil in 1972 
dollars sank from 80 cents per 1 
million British thermal units in 1950 to 
57 cents in 1970. It was just 58.5 cents 
in 1972, before the embargo sent oil 
prices skyward. 


Since 1973, however, energy use per 
household has declined 13 or 14 per- 
cent as prices doubled. Gasoline 
prices are up 90 percent while con- 
sumption per driver is down 15 per- 
cent. 

A 75-percent energy price jump in 
the commercial sector has been ac- 
companied by a 15 percent fall in con- 
sumption per employee. In industry, 
which absorbed a 120 percent price 
leap, energy use per unit of produc- 
tion has fallen 30 percent. 

“What we're seeing here, in my 
belief, is the flip-side of energy de- 
mand elasticity,” said Kieschnick.

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“Window quilts” keep heat in, costs down 


BRATTLEBORO, VT. = A Vermont 
company has applied space-age 
technology to a warm old idea to come 
up with a product that has ‘‘saved 
thousands upon thousands of dollars 
in home energy cost throughout the 
country,” according to the president 
of Appropriate Technology Corp., 
David May. 

The product, called a ‘Window 
Quilt”, “is classically simple, but 
quite sophisticated,” May said. “Win- 
dow Quilts” are undoubtedly one of 
the most effective energy-conserving 
devices now available to homes and 
businesses.” 

This month, for the first time, Win- 
dow Quilt has been made available in 
a fire retardant material which has 
passed the nation’s strictist fire test. 
It meets the many requests received 
by Appropriate Technology from 
retirement home proprietors, inn 
keepers, apartment house dwellers 
and other commercial property 
owners for a version of Window Quilt 
which would comply with strict 
municipal fire codes. 

“We were most pleased,” May said,

“when after three years of research 
and development we received back 
test results that our new quilted fabric 
passed the National Fire Protection 
701 test, which essentially means that 
it is self extinguishing in less than 3 
seconds.” 

The problem that Window Quilts 
are designed to solve is the heat loss 
caused by windows, even those that 
are double-glazed or protected by 
storm windows. According to John 
McPherson, the company's vice 
president, ‘window glass is an ex- 
cellent conductor of heat and cold. We 
estimate that it requires two gallons 
of oil to replace the cold transmitted 
by every square foot of window glass. 
This can be a particu-larly difficult 
problem for commercial buildings. 
Anyone who sits or stands by a win- 
dow on a cold winter’s night will 
testify to the chill they feel. Not only is 
the room heat being lost, but their 
body heat as well is going right out the 
window to the outdoors.” 

He added, ‘Up to 50 percent of a 
building’s heat can be lost through 
windows, or 20 times more than is lost 


“o.. In this world, 


through an equal area of insulated 
wall. Our tests show that Window 
Quilts can conserve 79 per-cent of this 
heat. One of our examples is a house 
in Michigan, whose owners were pay- 
ing $875 in heating bills a year. After 
they installed Window Quilts, their 
bill was lowered by approximately 
$330 per year.

By using the 
Big Ten Checklist, you can identify ways 
of reducing energy use and costs, and 
help the nation conserve energy.

Weather-stripping/ caulking — look for 
air cracks around doors, windows and 
other openings, such as around pipes and 
ducts.

Next to inflation and recession, 
energy costs are the most pressing 
problem facing today’s homeowners.

CONCORD, N.H. (UPI) — The New 
Hampshire Energy Facility Evalua- 
tion Committee has given its condi- 
tional approval to a $12 million 
gasohol plant proposed for Port- 
smouth by a Massachusetts company.

Eastern Grain Resources Corp. of 
Canton, Mass., a subsidiary of the 
Cumberland Farms chain, plans to 
distill about 10 million gallons of 
alcohol annually at the proposed 
facility on a 50-acre site in Port- 
smouth. 

The distilled alcohol would then be 
blended with gasoline to make about 
100 million gallons of gasohol annual-

regulatory agencies and the Public 
Utilities Commission — has been stu- 
dying the plan since it was proposed 
this summer. 

Healy said his panel’s approval was 
also keyed to the company’s com- 
pliance with state air quality regula- 
tions and a final review of the plant’s 
water treatment plant by the state 
Water Supply and Pollution Control 
Commission.

their attics themselves, many using 
fiberglass.

Solomita battling for a backup slot. 

In the offensive trench, Walker 
boasts of a solid corps, led by 
bookends, Kevin Troy and Kevin Con- 
nell. Both tackles tip the scales at a 
strong 200 pounds and will return next 
year as seasoned ballplayers. 

“They are both in the process of 
growing," said Walker of his tandem.

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Making the transition pay off in lower taxes 


The year 1980 will be remembered for many things, but forgotten in 
the annals of important tax legislation. President Carter dangled a tax 
cut before the voters’ eyes with prospects of 1980 passage, then, like 
other campaign promises, the mirage evaporated before your very 
eyes. Cruel and unusual punishment to an inflation scarred body 
politic and recession starved economy. 

That leaves tax prognosticators with tea leaves, crystal balls and 
computer ‘Projections for 1981. Still we have enough to go on knowing 
that there'll be lower tax rates in 1980, President-elect Reagan is likely 
to push through even bigger tax cuts for individuals, investment incen- 
tives and business benefits. Let’s use this transition scene to map tran- 
sition tax tricks for the year end, 1980. 

OLD CHESTNUTS. The old tax chestnuts are in many ways the best 
and most often overlooked because of their obvious nature and 
simplicity. I am referring, of course, to charitable contributions, in- 
terest and tax payments and medical expenses. 

*Charitable Contributions. Many taxpayers use their charitable con- 
tributions as a fudge factor each year. After roughing out their tax 
situations, individuals may de one of two things. First, appropriate the 
difference between income and deductions and the tax on the assumed 
adjusted gross income. Finding that taxes are ‘‘excessive”’, let us say 
in the 40 percent or higher tax bracket, then the taxpayer can make 
year end contributions to reduce taxes to whatever degree is determin- 
ed convenient. 

Second, if the taxpayer holds long-term (over one year) appreciated 
capital asset property, such as securities or real estate, then a con- 
tribution allows the taxpayer to escape taxation while taking a deduc- 
tion for the current market value despite the fact that the cost was less. 
In short, appreciated property gifts have a special dual advantage. 
And while cash contributions are just as safe and simple as you'd ex- 
pect, contributions of art objects require care in having them properly 
and carefully documented through a good appraisal. For individuals 
the maximum on charitable contributions is 50 percent of the tax- 
payer's adjusted gross income. Typical charitable organizations in- 
clude schools, churches or temples, hospitals and medical research 
organizations, governmental units or welfare organizations. 

‘Interest Payments. Given the dollars, make sure that your interest 
charges are paid in 1980, whether it’s on the home mortgage, the 
charge card or the margin account. Forget about pre-paying interest 
amounts for example, on a mortgage, as the IRS has barred that ploy. 
Still you have the opportunity to pay interest due on charges and 
margins whether or not you pay the statement balance. Take care, 
however, that your 1980 interest payments are noted as being for in- 
terest and not, for example, merchandise. so as to receive credit. 
Another sometimes overlooked interest charge is that of the borrow- 
ings against the cash surrender value of a whole, straight or ordinary 
life insurance policy. Need a tax haven? Pay part or all of the deducti- 
ble interest. 

Tax Payments. It's best to prepay state income taxes on local real 
estate taxes. Don’t let this pass you by. Also make sure that your 
estimated tax payment due on Jan. 7 is paid in full in January, 1980. 

Medical Expenses. With medical expenses, the tax opportunities 
are slight but patent. That is, since the taxpayer must exceed the three 
percent of adjusted gross income test in order to deduct those medical

expenses exceeding that limit, it is often a take-it or leave-it situation. 
And if you can take it in 1980 by virtue of your tax situation and the per- 
sonal medical expenses that were incurred, then it makes sense to 
ross up all medicals. This approach allows you to maximize the quali- 
fying dollars pertaining to medical deductions. On the other hand, if 
you must leave it because the medicals fall below the 3 percent limit, 
then save any extras for 1981. What ‘‘extras" are available at year 
end? The extra pair of glasses, last minute dental work, orthodontics, 
and elective cosmtic surgery. 

INVESTOR OPPORTUNITIES. For the investor, year end affords 
the opportunity to take gains or losses on capital assets. The capital 
gains picture works this way. As a general rule, long-term capital 
gains (assets held over a year except for commodities, future con- 
tracts which need only be held for over six months) are to be preferred 
over short term gains because 60 percent of the net long-term capital 
gains are excluded from taxation. The remaining 40 percent is taxable 
at ordinary tax rates, with an effective maximum up to 28 percent. Net 
short-term capital gains, however are taxable at ordinary income tax 
rates which go as high at 70 percent. 

Long-term gains are desired for their favorable tax rates. By the 
same token, short-term capital losses are preferred vis-a-vis long- 
term losses. Short-term losses are deductible dollar for dollar against 
ordinary income up to $3,000 in 1980. Compare this result with long- 
term losses where only one half are deductible from ordinary income. 

Timing, as always, is critical with capital gains or losses. You can 
get losses by selling securities right up to the final bell on Dec. 31. For 
gains, sell by Dec. 23. The difference for tax treatment is that gains are 
not rece until you actually or constructively receive the sale pro- 
ceeds. 

DEFER OR ACCELERATE DECISIONS. In some cases the tax- 
payer can time his income or deductions, gains or losses and purchase 
or sale to coincide with his or her tax plans. If you can control the 
receipt of income, such as commissions, fees, or a bonus, then the best 
plan might be to defer receipt until 1981 when the tax rates are suppos- 
ed to be slashed. For the businessman where this is possible, it may be 
advantageous. 

All tax decisions must be personalized. And so, if your deductions 


are obviously high for 1980 and you want to offset them with income, 
then the approach would be to accelerate receipt of income into 1980 
rather than to defer things. 

One new rule that may impact upon your tax thinking is that the 39 
percent installment rule is no longer the law. You no longer have to 
make sure that he or she takes less than 30 percent of the purchase 
price in the first year and can determine the proportionate amount of 
the purchase price (profit) to be received and taxed. One can straddle 
things between 1980 and 1981 by getting a December payment and a 
January payment and having the transaction taxed over the two years 

Debts that have gone bad during the year should be established for 
1980 tax purposes. The same pertains to worthless securities. Business 
bad debts are deductible against ordinary income, while non-business 
items are treated as short term capital losses and limitations pertain- 
ing thereto. 

And there is something, for example, for the investor that wants to 
go both ways. He can realize a long-term capital gain but defer tax on 
the 1980 sale until 1981 by ‘‘selling short against the box.” This rather 
sophisticated venture requires the aid of your stockbroker, but it can 
be depicted as selling short the same number of shares of the same 
stock. Here the gains are not taxed until the short position is covered 
sometime in 1981. 

CREDIT YOURSELF. In your tax planning don’t forget the use of 
credits, Tax credits can be claimed for numerous situations and their 
best feature is the application against the tax itself. In short, each 
dollar or credit reduces your tax liability by a like amount. Typical 
popular tax credits are for the investment credit, energy credits, 
political campaign contributions and child or dependent care credit. 

INDIVIDUAL RETIREMENT ACCOUNTS AND KEOGH. IRA and 
Keogh programs give the taxpayer another deduction. In the case of 
the Keogh, it is 15 percent of compensation or earned income up to 
$7,500. With the IRA, it is fifteen per cent up to $1,500. IRA's may also 
cover the non-working spouse with the deduction limited to the lesser 
of $1,750, 15 percent of the income or twice the amount contributed on 
behalf of the spouse for whose benefit the lesser amount was con- 
tributed. Where both spouses work, they may separately establish his 
or her IRA’s subject to the 15 percent/$1,500. test. With the IRA, the 
program must be established and contribution made before Dec. 31. 
With the Keogh, the program must be set up before year end but the 
payment can be deferred until April 15 or when the return is filed. A 
nice thing about these deductions is that they are treated on the 1040 as 
adjustments against income dollar-for-dollar. 

TAXOMG ADVICE. Year end tax planning often picks up a loose end 
here and there. It saves a few dollars for the tax payers who might 
otherwise ignore the legal ways of minimizing taxes. Still there is no 
substitute for all year round tax consciousness. Regular tax checkups 
throughout the year beat the end of the year rush. Further, there is 
another point to keep in mind: many transactions have a tax impact 
and you should consider the effect beforehand. 

Here’s a last minute Christmas gift idea. If you’re like millions of 
other taxpayers who perennially overpay their withholding taxes, give 
yourself a gift by filing form W-4 to restate your withholding. Put the 
dollars to a better use than taxes. Here's to Peace on Earth and lower 
taxes!!!

LOS ANGELES (UP!) — 1t's illegal 
to evade taxes, but it’s not illegal to 
avoid them, says tax attorney Charles 
Berg, and the difference may be 
nothing more than a state of mind. 

“Everyone has the right to inter- 
pret the law as he sees it,” Berg, 
founder and chairman of Berg & 
Allen, tax attorneys, said, ‘‘and the 
IRS interpretation isn't any better 
than anyone else’s.”” 

But he cautions taxpayers to ap- 
preciate the risks of interpreting too 
widely. 

“If you take a writeoff, you should 
understand and appreciate the risk,” 
he said in an interview. ‘If the IRS 
disallows your deduction and if a 
judge rules against you, then pay 
them.” 

The taxpayer may have deductions 
denied many times over, but finally 
the same deductions may be approv- 
ed, he said. ‘How else is the taxpayer 
going to impact on the system? 


Life insurance gets around inflation 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A generation ago, a 
worker could buy a $10,000 life insurance policy 
secure in the knowledge it would provide a 
reasonable kitty of cash for his wife and children if 
he died. 

In those days the government, too, thought a 
$10,000 policy was plenty to protect survivors. That 
was the maximum it offered the men when It sent 
them to war. Insurance companies also figured 
$10,000 was the basic coverage 4 man needed when 
he got married and began his family. 

Young workers struggled, at some sacrifice, to 
pay the premiums on that policy, confident it not 
only would protect their families but provide a kind 
of forced savings for themselves, possibly to cash 
out on retirement. 

Now, as the payoff time approaches for those 
workers to collect on the insurance, how far will 
$10,000 go in an inflationary economy? 


Does it makes sense to pay premiums with 
dollars that may well be worth a good deal less 
when they come back in the payoff? 

“Consumers are getting smarter,” says John 


Regan, a highly successful San Francisco broker. . 


Ordinary life insurance that involves a ‘forced sav- 


ings’ is becoming less poplular. 

“The industry is responding,” Regan said. ‘‘More 
term insurance is being sold.” 

In term insurance, the buyer covers only the risk 
of dying. It is strictly a gamble. There is no savings 
Clement in the policy that the buyer can some day 
Casn in, 

Regan says, however, that, in an effort to get 
more people to buy the “‘savings” ‘ype of policy, 
some companies are beginning to offer a deal in 
which the cash the buyer puts in is increased by a 
larger percentage than the 2, 3 or 4 percent that us- 
ed to be customary. 


“The only way a consumer is going to buy in- 
surance like this is if it is at a current interest 
rate,” says Regan. Currently the Bradford Na- 
tional Corp. is offering such a policy under its ‘“Ex- 
ecallve e”’ program, with a factor of 8 42 or 9 per- 
cent. 

Regan said this is only one of a number of innova- 
tions in life insurance. 

Another is the ‘‘Retired Lives Reserve” package. 
Under this program, the cash generated from 
premiums is invested in certificates of deposit, the 
current money market or mortgages on property. 


The insured individual makes the selection and his 
or her ultimate payoff is geared to the way the in- 
vestment goes. 

“We have put together an exciting and entirely 
new series of products,” says Regan. “The 
customer gets direct investment of his cash value 
and receives full earnings on that cash.”” 

While old-style life insurance still is the most 
commonly sold kind, about half of sales already are 
in term policies, he said. 

“Young people can afford to buy term in- 
surance,” he said. ‘‘At age 35 you can get a $200,000 
policy for a cost of maybe $300 a year. It is totally 
practical to have $100,000 insurance for as little as 
$126 a year. 

“A person should shop around for price,” he said. 
“Once you determine the amount and type you 
want to buy, there is a huge cost difference among 
the companies. Rates on term insurance have been 
reduced 60 to 70 percent over the past 10 years, and 
rates on permanent insurance have been reduced 
as much as 50 percent.” 

He says that for some people who already have 
life insurance, it would pay to drop it and switch toa 
new policy even though the person is 5 or 10 years 
older now.

“And if people keep impacting on 
the system, even if the-Congress or 
the President don’t give you relief, the 
courts may.” 

Berg sees the IRS, if not villianous, 
certainly as intimidating. 

“Tt’s an area where very few people 
want to buck the system," Berg said. 
“You can buck it in any other area of 
law except taxation and there, they 
want to call you a criminal if you don’t 
follow their rules. That's unheard of.” 
% Tax regulations are based on old 
English law that was never intended 
for justice. “It was intended to 
regulate the affairs of men. 

“It’s an adversary system. They 
want as much as they can get, so you 
should pay as little as you can.” 

The IRS wants to intimidate the 
public to the point where people will 
pay their taxes and they'll go after 
anyone to make their point, he said. 
“Tf you arrange your affairs so that 
you pay no taxes, you're a crook in 


their eyes.”’ 

The IRS denies it has quotas, Berg 
said, but ‘‘you can’t show me anyone 
who has risen in the ranks of the IRS 
without meeting his quota for collec- 
tions.” 

Berg challenges the right f a 
civilian entity engaging in quasi- 
criminal action. 

“How can it ask the U.S. Attorney to 
bring a criminal indictment to collect 
a civil tax?” Berg said. ‘‘It’s an abuse 
of the process. And yet it's done every 
day. It’s such a scam. 

“You can avoid two ways. First 
have a lawful intent, and second a 
lawful purpose."” 

As an example, he said, ‘‘avoid 
taxes by putting down food bills and 
so on, Say, a portion of the food bill for 
the wage earner. Write off your vaca- 
tion and make it a legal argument. 

“The chance of being audited is one 
in 20 and if sou don’t get audited and 
three years go by, you're home free.

WASHINGTON (NEA) — In the 
besieged auto industry, where too 
many of the jokes these days are of 
the graveyard-humor variety, one of 
the year’s funnier lines goes like this: 

The Chrysler Corp. was rescued — 
at least temporarily — by the U.S. 
government, but the American 
Motors Corp. was bailed out by the 
French government. 

If that doesn't quite qualify as a 
side-splitting rib tickler, perhaps it's 
because this country's automakers 
don't have much to laugh about any 
more. 

The most recent evidences of tue ¢ ia 
dustry’s ht: In mid-Dece: A 
pele le stockholders voted 
almost unanimously to make 
France's Renault the principal owner 
of their company, this nation's fourth 
largest auto manufacturer. 


Renault last year secured a 22.5 


percent interest in American Motors, | 


in return for a $150 million investment 
and §50 million in credits. 

In the second round of that bailout, 
Renault now has invested an addi- 
tional §200 million. In return, its share 
of ownership will increase to between 
48.6 percent and 49.9 percent. If 
Renault exercises all of the warrants 


and options it holds, that share could © 


increase to 59 percent. 

Notwithstanding Renault's 
graciousness in maintaining the 
facade of an independent affiliate, 
there is no escaping the reality that 
American Motors now is controlled by 
a company in which the French 
government owns 92 percent of all 
outstanding stock. 

The handwriting already is on the 
wall for the entire industry: By the 
turn of the century, there probably 


will be no more than a score — and 
perhaps as few as a dozen — multina- 
tional corporations dominating the 
production of autos throughout the 
world. 

The total could well shrink further, 
Perhaps to four or six global giants, 
early in the 21st century — and there. 
is little chance that either Chrysler or 
American Motors will be represented 
on that list. 

The process already is under way, 
although it has received little publici- 
ty because corporations don’t normal- 
ly boast about joint ventures with 
other firms that are supposed to be 
their competitors. Some examples: 

The Ford Motor Co. owns 25 percent 
of Japan's Toyo Kogyo, producer of 
Mazda autos. Ford is negotiating with 
Japan's Toyota Motor Co. for a jointly 
owned U.S. production facility that 
will turn out 240,000 cars annually. 


The General Motors Corp. owns 34 
percent of Japan's Isuzu Motors. 

National boundaries are becoming 
increasingly irrelevant. Volkswagen, 
a German firm, is building a major 
production facility in Mexico that will 
supply engines to its assembly lines in 
the United States. 

Fiat, an Italian firm, has a 
Brazilian affiliate that ships rings and 
Place to the Philippines, engine 

locks to Argentina and cylinder 
heads to Belgium. 

Volkswagen, Honda, Nissan (which 
makes Datsun autos) and Toyota 
either already produce cars or trucks 
in the United States or are actively 
considering such a step. 

That pattern suggests a solution for 
Chrysler's increasingly severe pro~ 
blems that almost certainly will mean 
iis demise as an independent corpora~

Car industry to rebound. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The government projects a happier new 
year for the American auto industry, the nation's leading employer 
among manufacturing industries. 

Sales of domestic cars and trucks, which in 1980 fell to their lowest 
point in 17 years, are expected to rebound in 1981, rising 9 percent to 9.€ 
million units. 

In 1980, motor vehicle sales plummeted 25 percent to about 8.7 
million units, the lowest level since 1963. 

Consequently, car and light truck production slowed, dropping 2¢ 
percent from 1979's level to 8.2 million, the lowest level since 1961. 

As a result of the production cutbacks, 250,000 production workers 
and 50,000 salaried workers were laid off indefinitely by auto manufac- 
turers and an estimated 650,000 employees of automobile suppliers 
were left jobless. 


Report sees South rise again 


WASHING'ITUN (UPI) — A presidential commission has proposed a 
change in national policy to recognize the growth of the Sunbelt and the 
resulting decline of the North and East, it was reported today. 

The President's Commission for a National Agenda in the Eighties, 
in a draft report, suggests the government redirect policies that have 
sought to prop up sagging economic bases of cities in the Northeast and 
Midwest, the Washington Post reported. : 

“We cannot ... avoid the fact that growth and decline are integral 
parts of the same dynamic process in urban life," the report said. 
“When the federal government steps in to try to alter these dynamics, 
it generates a flood of demands that may sap the initiative of urban 
governments via the expectation of continued support. 


Proxmire blasts HUD 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., said today 
a penny-wise, pound-foolish decision by the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development to not spend $35,000 cost the government at 
least $22 million. 

Proxmire said ‘a simple computer reprogramming change” costing 
only $35,000 would have saved $22 million or more in ‘excessive in- 
terest payments” over a five-year period. 

“HUD muffed a beautiful opportunity to get $630 back for the tax- 
payer for each dollar invested over the five-year period,"’ Proxmire 
said in a statement released by his Washington office. 


Grants battle sex bias vs. young 


WASHING'ION (UPI) — Federal! grants totaling $1.4 million have 
been awarded to a variety of public and private agencies engaged in a 
fight against the sexual exploitation of children by family members 
and pornographers. 

The Department of Health and Human Services Thursday announc- 
ed the prants will support improved law enforcement, prevention and 
research. 
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A Middlesex County jury found Lee 
Kaye of New York guilty of robbing 
the same Newton Corner bank twice 
in March 1978. Kaye, 59, was accused 
of being the renowned ‘Bomb Lady” 
who robbed the Newton BayBank by 
giving a note to the teller saying she 
had a bomb in the bag.

The trial came to an emotional con- 
clusion in Newton District Court with 
an angry outburst by Ossinger and 
her 19 year old son, Donald, who had 
to be restrained from going after Dist. 
Atty. John Lawlor. Ossinger was to 
appeal her conviction at a jury trial in 
September. 

June 


Ronald Druker presented his new 
vision for one of the older urban areas 
in the city. The Druker Company of 
Boston presented neighborhood and 
city officials with a proposal for a ma- 
jor revitalization of the Newton Cor- 
ner area. The proposal included the 
demolition of the Goren and Leeder 
properties on Washington Street and 
the construction of a parking garage 
at the cost of $29-$34 million. 

Newton agreed to purchase 7] acres 
of the Chesnut Hill Country Club for 
$700,000. The action by the Board of 
Aldermen, coupled with the approval 
of townhouses on the side, capped 
more than a year of effort to preserve 
the land as open space. 

The Board of Assessors asked for 
$350,000 to revalue property in the ci- 
ty. The procedure is expected to be 
complete by July of 1982. 

July 


Newton filed for an injunction in the 
State Supreme Judicial Court in order 
to prevent $5.8 million in MBTA 
assessments that were part of the 
King administration’s local aid 
estimates. The city charged $11.6 
million spent by the governor during 
the 14 day takeover of the system in 
December 1979 was illegal. The suit is 
still pending in the courts. 

July also marked the passing of a 
dedicated public servant on the 
School Committee. Francis Frazier, 
83, died unexpectedly at his summer 
home in Dennisport. His 34 years as a 
member of the School Committee end- 
ed in 1973, 

Bernice Joyal became the new 
Commissioner of Health in Newton. 
Joyal replaced Dr. Carolyn Zavarine 
upon her retirement. 

August 


The city found out it had a record 
budget surplus of nearly $5.3 million. 
Although the extra money was used to 
keep the tax rate from going any 
higher than it did, Mayor Mann came 
under fire from aldermen who claim- 
ed the chief executive was 
manipulating the city’s budget for an 
election year advantage. The mayor 
denied charges that he was artificial- 
ly creating a surplus and attributed 
the overage to prudent fiscal manage- 
ment. 

The hottest Aldermanic Land Use 
Committee story of the summer was 
the petition of the Church of Saint 
John of Damascus to erect a church 
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The race was unusual because it was 
run entirely with stickers. Mofenson 
decided to vacate his seat to make a 
tun for Congress too late for can- 
didates to be included on the ballot, 
forcing the contestants to get stickers 
into the hands of voters. 

The Fourth Congressional District 
primary race to replace Robert 
Drinan in Washington shaped up as an 
ideological battle between the pro- 
gressive Barney Frank and the con- 
servative Waltham Mayor Arthur 
Clark. David Mofenson and Robert 
Schaffer were both actively cam- 
paigning for the chance to face 
Republican Richard Jones in 
November, but the polls placed Frank 
and Clark as the leaders in the race. 

New England Nuclear, a manufac- 
turer of radioactive chemicals for bio- 
medical research announced it was 
moving its operations to Newton. The 
word “nuclear” caused concern and 
only after a series of informational 
meetings were city officals satisfied 
that the nuclear pharmaceutical firm 
was adequately regulated by state 
and federal codes. 

A cable television license was 
issued to Continental Cablevision 
Inc., to operate a system in Newton 
for a decade. The final decision was 
made by Mayor Mann after a 
unanimous recommendation from the 
Newton CATV Advisory Commission. 
With service expected by the fall of 
1981, Newton’s cable system is ex- 
pected to be one of the more lucrative 
and innovative in the nation. 

On Aug. 27, businessman Robert 
Schaffer bowed out of the Fourth Con- 
gressional primary race citing ‘“ex- 
hausted financial capabilities.” 
Schaffer urged his followers to sup- 
port Arthur Clark. 

September 


Within a week of Schaffer’s 
withdrawal, David Mofenson also 
bowed out of the Democratic race len- 
ding his support to Barney Frank. 
Mofenson had continually trailed in 
the polls and extensive media support 
of Frank threatened to split the 
liberal vote and give the conservative 
race to the more conservative Clark. 

Newton Police Chief William Quinn 
was sworn in as President of the In- 
ternational Association of Police 
Chiefs in St. Louis. The position 
places Quinn as head of more than 
12,000 police officers in the associa- 
tion. 

Barney Frank defeated Arthur 
Clark in the primary race. The liberal 
protege of Father Drinan took Newton 
by a decisive margin. Alderman 
Susan Schur walloped the other 
Democratic contenders in the 12th 
Middlesex District State Represen- 
tative race while Alderman Robert 
Tennant beat Ald. Robert Katz in the 
Republican side. 

Newton teachers ratified a two-year 
pact with the city which gave them a 
15 percent salary increase spread 
over the life of the contract. School 
custodians got a 16 percent pay raise 
over a two year period from the 
Newton School Comittee. 

The former Davis School in West 
Newton was sold the the Newton Com- 
munity Service Centers Inc., for 
$225,000. As part of the agreement, 
NCSC agreed to. allow the West 
Newton Library move into the facility 
with the city only paying a share of 
utility expenses. This became a major 
controversy im the area with charges 
that the move to the Davis building 
was not being done with the best in- 
terests of the community in mind. 


within the Board of Aldermen and 
meetings between state, local and 
Purity officials. 

In the year of Proposition 2'%, the 
property tax rate jumped up $7.80 to 
$177 per thousand of assessed valua- 
tion. This increase was far below 
earlier projections by Mayor Mann 
that taxes would jump anywhere from

At least 
three tellers told the jury that they 
recalled seeing Mrs. Ossinger cashing 
Mann's paychecks. But a sharp and 
tough Troy challenged one teller’s 
testimony which differed from that 
given during the first trial. 

Ossinger testified in Middlesex 
Superior Court that she ‘‘never”’ cash- 
ed any of the mayor’s paychecks. On 
that stand for more than an hour and 
often in tears, she described her role 
as the mayor's personal secretary, 
noting she was responsible for 
scheduling, dictation and ‘‘any per- 
sonal things the mayor needed done.” 

On Tuesday night, Oct. 28, a six 
member jury found Diana Ossinger 
innocent of stealing $24,000 from 
Theodore Mann. While Mrs. Ossinger 
celebrated the overturning of her 
previous conviction, the mayor was 
subdued in his reaction. “It's been a 
personal tragedy for me and I'm sure 
Mrs. Ossinger in every sense of the 
word,” said Mann.

The election which brought Ronald 
Reagan to Washington also brough 
Proposition 2' to Massachusetts. 
Although the tax-cutting referendum 
was narrowly defeated in Newton, the 
measure carried overwhelmingly 
statewide. School Committee Chair- 
man Ann Berwick immediately 
predicted ‘‘chaos and massive cuts in 
the schools.”

Susan Schur squashed 
Robert Tennant in the 12th District 
race allowing her to assume David 
Mofenson's state house seat. 

While much attention was of the 
still undetermined impact of Prop. 
242, the city also heard a plan from 
the Marriott Corporation to expand its 
hotel in Auburndale by 227 rooms. The 
announcement outraged many area 
residents, who promised to fight the 
proposed expansion as vigorously as 
they fought the original hotel con- 
struction plan.

A move to question Newton 
Treasurer Theodore Scafidi, a 
backlash from the Ossinger trial, was 
defeated by the Board of Aldermen 
who walked out when Ald. Ethel 
Sheehan and Carol Ann Shea brought 
the item up for discussion.

After months of debate, the West 
Newton Library move to the Davis 
School facility was finally approved 
by the aldermen. A re-use committee 
for the West Newton Library building 
will be appointed when the Library’s 
trustees declare the facility ‘surplus 
property.” 

A major study called the King 
Report told Library Trustees a new or 
rennovated main library on a new site 
was needed by the city, The report 
called for consolidation into four 
branches and a main library to better 
serve Newton’s reading public. 

The Newton Rider bus system ran 
into financial difficulties just two 
months after its inception. Mayor 
Mann called upon business and com- 
munity groups to help underwrite the 
two bus routes which service shopp- 
ing malls and industrial centers. 

Newton School Committee 
members approved a strict two mile 
limit on busing of secondary and high 
school students. Despite opposition 
from parents, the committee passed 
the proposal in order to save $122,000 
during the current school year. New 
bus stops and identification cards for 
those eligible students will be facts of 
life starting in January. 

In a continuing School Committee 
controversy, Bowen, Claflin and Oak 
Hill elementary school parents fought 
to. keep their schools alive after a 

hoo! Dept. report urged the closing 
of two elementary schools by June 
1981 because of declining enrollment. 
The first of what promises to be many 
stormy meetings was held over the 
proposed closings. 

Angry Bowen parents, still reeling 
from the closing of Weeks Junior High 
School, are deadset against the idea of 
losing yet another neighborhood 
school. 

Late in the month, the state Depart- 
ment of Revenue decided that 
Newton’s property value for the pur- 
poses of implementing Prop. 2% is 
$2.2 billion. This figure is far below 
the value city officials place on 
Newton’s property. The city is cur- 
rently challenging the state’s deci- 
sion. 

If unchanged, the $2.2 billion figure 
will force Newton to slash its budget 
by nearly $21 million over the next 
three years. If Newton is allowed to 
substitute its own statistic, cuts may 
be limited to $10 million.

Greetings. The 
Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health 
has some tips for safe 
and successful snow 
removal, whether the 
instrument is the trusty 
snow shovel or the snow 
blower. 

A word of caution: 
Anyone planning to do 
serious snow shoveling 
this winter should be ex- 
ercising now, at least 
two or three times a 
week. Regular exercise 
is especially important 
since many people are 
“house bound” during 
the cold months and get 
even less exercise than 
normal. 

Proper dress is also 
important. Mittens are 
warmer than gloves and 
several light layers of 
clothes insulate the 
body from the cold more 
effectively than one 
heavy layer. Besides 
protecting the ears, a 
hat will prevent heat 
loss through the head. 
Finally, the glare from 
the sun on snow can be 
intense and sunglasses 
are recommended to 
avoid eye strain. 

As with any strenuous 
physical activity, the 
greatest danger is 
physical injury. People 
who are under or over- 
weight and those with 
spinal deformities, ar- 
thritis, previous joint ‘.1- 
juries, a medical condi- 
tion such as heart 
disease, hypertension or 
lung disease and per- 
sons over 50 years old 
should check with a doc- 
tor before the season 
begins. 

Back muscle strain is 
by far the most common 
injury associated with 
snow shoveling. Other 
hazards include hernia, 
which is a tearing of the 
body muscle lining, 
sprains and fractures 
due to falls and even 
heart attack. A proper 
shoveling technique 
helps minimize hes? in- 
juries. 

Use a snow shovel 
that is in good condition 
and clear snow by 
pushing rather than lif 
ting. If you must lift, 
keep the back straight 
and knees bent and let 
the legs do the work. 
Keep the hands widely 
separated for good 
leverage. 

Wait at least one hour 
after eating before 
beginning to shovel. Do 
not smoke or drink 
while working; nicotine 
constricts the blood 
vessels and alcohol dulls 
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already been stretched 
beyond its’ limit. 

Snow blowers save 
time and energy, but 
they too require certain 
safety precautions. 

Before starting 4 
snowblower, clear away 
all loose objects, stones, 
sticks or gravel. The 
engine of a pull-cord 
type of blower should 
never be started by

Light, comfortable to 
hold, and able to dry

Although no one blow 
dryer is likely to please 
everyone, certain basic 
criteria common to 
almost anyone's selec- 
tion include speed (how 
fast the appliance can 
dry hair), durability, 
and safety. 

Consumer Reports 
engineers tested these 
qualities in 26 models, 
both in the laboratory 
and in home evaluations 
by staff members. Most 
of the units evaluated 
cost less than $25. 

How fast could the 
units dry hair? The 
1,400-watt models prov- 
ed to be among the 
quickest, but some 
1,200-watt dryers were

speedy, too, and even 
the 1,000-watt models 
could hold their own in 
this competition. 

The majority of the 
dryers offered two or 
more combinations of 
temperature and air 
speed. However, tests 
showed that the actual 
variety of air flow op- 
tions that the units could 
deliver did not always 
equal the number of 
their settings.

NEWTON — The Board of 
Aldermen is calling on the state 
Legislature to distribute more local 
aid to cities and towns in the wake of 
the fiscal constraints imposed by Pro- 
position 244, 

The Aldermen approved a resolu- 
tion Monday night calling on the state 
not to appropriate for the next year 
more than it did for fiscal year 1981 
ir the state’s departments and agen- 
cies. 

The Aldermen also lashed out at 
MBTA service reductions with a 
resolution calling on the Legislature 
and the governor to overrule the cuts 
and eliminate waste in the system. 

The MBTA Board of Directors last 
week approved the service cur- 
tailments, including an elimination of 
all Sunday bus service beginning 
Feb.1, 

The local-aid resolution requests 
that the savings of approximately 
$350,000,000 be redistributed to cities 
and towns in the form of increased 
local aid in accordance with a “fair 
and equitable distribution formula.” 

Drafted by the town manager of 
Arlington, the resolution calls for a

NEWTON — Ald. Elaine Gentile 
has forestalled the aldermanic vote 
on a zone change for the ‘‘Grotto” 
land across from Our Lady's Church. 

She chartered the matter Monday, 
delaying any consideration of the peti- 
tion until the next full board meeting. 
Aldermanic rules allow any alderman 
to postpone a vote on an issue by 
chartering it. 

The petition must be discussed 
again at the Jan. 19 session of the 
board. 

Businessman Jack Marshall has 
petitioned for a zone change which 
would allow him to place a small of- 
fice building on the land he bought 
from Our Lady’s Church. A group of 
area residents has objected to the re- 
zoning of the land to a business 
district. 

Gentile’s chartering of the item was 


distribution formula which recognizes 
the relative fiscal impact of Proposi- 
tion 242 on cities and towns. 

Ina letter to the Aldermen, Mayor 
Theodore Mann urged the passage of 
the resolution which was approved by 
the Massachusetts Mayor's Associa- 
tion. 

“With the emergence of Proposi- 
tion 2%, we can no longer accept the 
state's recalcitrant attitude concern- 
ing the priority of local-aid funding,” 
Mann said. ‘In fact, if many com- 
munities are to survive as viable ser- 
vice entities it is absolutely essential 
for the state to live up to its in- 
tergovernmental financing respon- 
sibilities.” 

Under Proposition 24, real estate 
taxes are limited to 2% percent of the 
fair market value. The law, which 
took effect Dec. 5, also repeals bin- 
ding arbitration for public-safety 
workers and fiscal autonomy for 
school committees. 

Mann stressed that Massachusetts 
property taxes are 70 percent higher 
than the national average. He ex- 
plained, ‘There are numerous ex- 
planations for this phenomenon, in-

NEWTON HIGHLANDS — No one 
in their right mind would purchase a 
bar which sold only beer and wine 
during a period when there was a 
critical shortage of beer. 

But soon after their marriage in 
1944, Art Carroll and his bride, the 
former Elves Semprucci, 

bought a two-room bar with a pot- 
bellied stove and forged ahead with 
their dream of making the bar on 
Walnut Street in Newton Highlands a 
family restaurant. 

“We paid $5,000 (for the building) 
and got a liquor license, which was 
very diffilt to get at that time,” Elves 
recalls. ‘We had to clear out the place 
of all the riff-raff that used to come 
here.” 

“My husband got punched a few 
times and we landed in jail. But we 
finally made it into a family place,” 
she laughs. 

Today Art Carroll's is still doing 
business. The restaurant has almost 
the same staff it had 35 years ago and 
many of the same customers, 
something which makes Elves proud. 

“There's nothing fancy in here,” 
she says, “but the food is good.” 

“Business has always been good,” 
she adds. 

Although the Carrolls were divorc- 
ed in 1962, the family members, Art, 
Elves and their daughter, Deneen, all 
retained interests in the restaurant 

with Elves running the show after 
Carroll remarried and moved to 
California.

Under previous transportation 
regulations, students who resided 142 
miles or farther from school were pro- 
vided busing. In addition, a walkback 
stipulation allowed students who 
resided closer than 1% miles to take 
advantage of busing at the nearest 
bus stop. 

Cornelius pointed out that an 
estimated 1,000 students will be af- 
fected by the strict transportation 
policy which will reduce the number 
of buses from 35 to 22. 

He assured that any student who 
feels an error has been made in deter- 
mining eligibility can request a route 
check, Furthermore, students can re- 
quest a safety check on walking 
routes, 

Students who feel the department 
has made an error in determining 
eligibility must fill out a form which 
will be provided by each school. 

Cornelius noted that the depart- 
ment will contact the Department of 
Public Works with any complaints of 
unplowed sidewalks on walking 
routes.

NEWTON An expensive ac- 
celerated revaluation program would 
be the city’s final alternative in 
mitigating the budget cuts mandated 
bv Proposition 2 '2. 

The city is currently appealing the 
value placed on it by the State Depart- 
ment of Revenue. The $2.2 billion 
figure for Newton would require the 
city budugt to be slashed by nearly $11 
million once Prop. 2 '2 is fully im- 
plemented. The city claims its value 
is closer to $3 billion and hopes the 
state will accept Newton's figure for 
the purposes ofidentifing the fiscal 
year 1982 levy limits. The state's deci- 
sion, due Friday, could mean the dif- 
ference between cutting $11 million or 
$21 million from the city’s budget. 

If the state decides not to accept 
Newton's argument, Mayor Theodore 
Mann has already promised the city 
will challenge the Department 
Revenue's right to determine “full 
and fair cash value” in the courts. 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk believes 
the city has a strong case which says 
the ‘equalized valuation figures” as 
used by the state are not valid for use 
as “full and fair cash value” figures 
for determining the limits under 
Prop. 2 #2.

NEWTON— A contract agreement 
with the city’s building inspectors and 
public health nurse unions providing a 
15 percent pay hike for the next two 
years was approved by the Board of 
Aldermen Monday night. 

The agreement provides for the 
same increase in salaries as the con- 
tracts for City Hall and Public Works 
employees submitted last year to the 
Board. The pay increases,which will 
be retroactive from July 1, 1980,were 
in a pact signed by Mayor Theodore 
Mann on Dec. 31. 

Despite the fiscal constraints im- 
posed by Proposition 2% , City 
Department heads also received a 
retroactive pay increase. The 
Aldermen approved pay hikes for 
Department heads amounting to 712 
percent on the first $25,000 of base 
salary and five percent on any 
amount above this level. 

The salary increases for Depart- 
ment heads were approved after a 
Finance Committee debate on 
whether three city employees ap- 
pointed in July should receive the full 
pay increase. 

As a result, the Board approved a 
revision calling for the three Depart- 
ment heads to receive the pay hike 
beginning six months after they 
began. The three new employees are 
Health Commissioner Bernice Joyal, 
City Assessor Robert Palmer, and 
Executive Director of the Community 
Schools Joseph Barron. 


Finance Committee Chairman Ed- 
ward Richmond argued, ‘‘The thing 
that bothers me is that you are giving 
people who have been on a very short 


time a retroactive pay raise.”

If the city does end up testing the 
state's decision in court and loses its 
challenge, an accelerated revaluation 
program would be a ‘‘last resort’, 
alternative for determining the actual 
“full and fair cash value” of the city. 


The Board of Aldermen was told at 
a special meeting with Mayor Mann 
last week that such a procedure could 
cost as much as $200,000. An inside 
source said the fiqure could run as 
high as $500,000. 


City Budget Officer David Wilkin- 
son is confident that the state will ac- 
cept Newton's short-cut method for 
determining its own ‘full and fair 
cash value” figure. “Our approach 
for determining full and fair cash 
value is extremely legitimate, honest 
and straightforward," he said. 


Wilkinson added that the state has 
been “reasonable and uarrant” in 
dealing with the city so far and ex- 
pects Friday's decision to be 
favorable for the city. 


But if appeals to the state and the 
courts fail, a speeded-up revaluation 
program would be the “‘last resort”. 


Newton has been undergoing a 
court-ordered revaluation program 
since 1975 with a targeted completion 
date of July 1982.

Ald. Ernie Dietz maintained that 
the three new Department heads were 
not employed for the full fiscal year 
and therefore should not recieve the 
same pay increase as other Depart- 
ment heads. 

City Budget Officer David Wilkin- 
son,however, pointed out that the 
raises are cost of living increases and 
are needed to keep salary steps con- 
sistent. 

James Hickey, chief administrative 
officer for the city, also argued in 
favor of the pay raises to city Depart- 
ment heads. 

Although cutbacks are necessary 
due to Proposition 242, Hickey stress- 
ed that the tax cutting measure will 
place great demands on city Depart- 
ment heads. 

He explained, ‘‘We are asking the 
department heads to provide the 
same services to the city with less 
resources.” 

The total budget appropriation for 
city Department heads salary in- 
creases was $49,481. The budget ap- 
propriation for agreements signed 
with building inspectors and public 
health nurses was $37,602. A $2,000 
sum was also included in the public 
health nurses contract to cover finan- 
cing for job related education and 
training. 

In other action, the Aldermen ap- 
proved $208,000 as part of a bond 
authorization to proceed with energy 
conservation improvements to non- 
school city buildings. Aldermen also 
approved $6,400 to pay for the replace- 
ment of tools stolen at the Crafts 
Street garage from public works 
employees.

Tenancy by 
the entirety

People often ask, ‘If my spouse and I own property as tenants by the 
entirety, what does it mean?” 
Tenancy by the entirety is a form of jointownership by husbands and 


different states. 

Tn Massachusetts a tenancy by the entirety lasts throughout the mar- 
riage unless terminated by the parties. If the marriage terminates, either 
by death or divorce, the tenancy by the entirety terminates. 

In the first instance (death) the surviving spouse becomes the sole 
owner; in the case of divorce the parties continue to own the property as 
tenants in common and without the right of survivorship. 

Until a few years ago Massachusetts followed the common law inter- 
pretation of tenancy by the entirety, that is that the husband had all the 
active rights of ownership and control. The wife's only interest was that 
of survivorship (if her husband died before she then she would be the sole 
owner of the property). 

The husband's rights included the right to rent to whomever he wished 
and collect the rents, the right to exclude all people from the property, in- 
cluding the wife, the right to build or clear the land and the rigt right to 
quiet enjoyment, that is the right to own property without interference 
from others. 

Law professors often describe the rights of landholders to students as 
similar to a bundle of sticks. Each right is a separate stick which may be 
identified, discussed and used; some of the rights are similar to each 
other; but only when all of the rights are gathered together do we have 
the bundle called ownership. 

The fact that the husband had almot all of the rights of the landowner 
and the wife almost none aggravated many, but the Massachusetts courts 
held firm. 

In 1979 the Massachusetts Legislature passed a law that requires 
husbands and wives to share all of the rights of ownership. 

Now, in Massachusetts, tenancy by the entirety is a special form of 
joint ownership for husbands and wives because they not only share all 
the rights of ownership and have a right of survivorship, but the survivor- 
ship interest cannot be taken away by creditors of one spouse. 

The law, Chapter 209, Section 1, says: 

“The real and personal property of any person shall, upon marriage, 
temain the separate property of such person, and a married person may 
receive, receipt for, hold, manage and dispose of property, real and per- 
sonal, in the same manner as if such person were sole. A husband and 
wife shall be equally entitled to the rents, products, income or profits and 
to the control, management and possession of property held by them as 
tenants by the entirety. 

The interest of a debtor spouse in property held as tenants by the entire- 
ty shall not be subject to seizure or execution by a creditor of such debtor 
spouse so long as such property is the principal residence of the nondeb- 
tor spouse; provided, however, both spouses shall be liable jointly or 
severally for debts incurred on account of necessaries furnished to either 
spouse or toa member of their family.”

NEWTON LOWER FALLS — For 
travelers and their families in the pro- 
cess of letting go of life, the Hospice of 
the Good Shepherd means quality and 
dignity. 

Since the Hospice was founded Oc- 
tober 1979 and began taking patients 
in November, over 100 terminal pa- 
tients and their families have sought 
the service for support and comfort. 


For patients deemed incurable and 
who wish to spend their remaining 
days at home, the philosophy of the 
hospice fills a unique gap in health 
care. Not only does an_inter- 
disciplinary team assess the physical, 
psychological and spiritual needs of 
both the patient and his family, but 
also work to control the patient's pain. 


“We're basically a home care pro- 
gram,” Elinor Greenhalgh, Hospice 
social worker, explains, ‘But if 
they’re institutionalized, we follow 
them there, too.” 


According to Greenhalgh, Hospice 
staff members and some 39 
volunteers help patients and their 
families take care of their “‘unfinish- 
ed business.” “When they get all the 
parts of their lives tied up,”

Greenhalgh says, ‘then there is a 
peacefulness that comes."* 


Hospice volunteers also follow a 
family for up to a year afterwards 
because, according to Greenhalgh, 
“family and friends who have been 
with the dying have great needs.”’ 


Most terminal patients, according 
to Hospice Director Linda Kilburn, do 
not have acute medical needs, but re- 
quire on-going attention. 


Since hospitals utilization review 
committees discourage incurable pa- 
tients from occupying beds and since 
incurable patients ‘don’t need to be 
paying for all the technology in a 
hospital,” Kilburn says it makes 
sense for them to remain at home 
with family and friends. 


But although in-home care is inex- | 


pensive compared to the cost of re- 
maining in the hospital, it is still very 
costly and is not covered by health in- 
surance policies. 


“Because families couldn’t bear the 
cost of in-home care, they wound up 
back in the hospital where they: were 
covered,” Kilburn said. 


“90 percent of our patients are in- 
stage cancer patients who experience 
constant physiological changes which 


someone needs to be aware of,’’ she 
adds, ‘Checking on someone every 
three to four hours doesn’t do it.” 


According to Kilburn, such patients 
experience symptom control pro- 
blems, constipation and bowel pro- 
blems, nausea and drug related 
discomfort. 


Although’ the Hospice of the Good 
Shepherd is only a little over a year 
old, the organization has been 
selected as a demonstration project 
for both Medicare and Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield. Patients from Newton 
and Wellesley who are eligible will 
now receive expanded benefits and 
waivers for the cost of their in-home 
hospice care. 


The Hospice, an affiliate of Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, was one of 26 in 
the country and one of four in New 
England selected by the Health Care 
Finance Administration for its 
Medicare demonstration project. The 
Hospice received word of its selection 
in October 1979, but did not receive 
benefits for its patients until October 
1980 because of red tape, Kilburn said. 


In late October 1980, the Hospice 
was one of five in the state chosen as a 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
demonstration project. Benefits 
under this program are not expected 
until February 1981. 


Each project will run for two years 
and the results will be used to deter- 
mine the quality and cost of hospice 
care. If judged successful, benefits 
would be expanded to other hospices. 


In the meantime, Kilburn and the 
six other 

full-time members of the Hospice of 
the Good Shepherd staff harbor a 
dream of establishing a new hospice 
unit with beds and staff for around the 
clock health care. Kilburn hopes this 
new facility will serve patients from 
the five hospices in the immediate 
area, but will be based near the pre- 
sent Hospice office because it is cen- 
trally located. 


According to Kilburn, the Hospice 
of the Good Shepherd is initiating an 
in-patient feasibility study this year 
which is expected to be completed by 
June 1981. 


“Home care becomes non-viable 
when there is no primary care-giver 
or when they're unable to meet needs 
or medical problems," Kilburn says. 

She cites one example of an 80 year 
old patient whose 85 year old wife was 
supposed to be his but wore a primary 
care-giver neck brace and used a 
walker. 


Kilburn adds that an in-patient 
facility is also a great help to the 
family of the patient because it can of- 
fer them a three day respite, for ex- 
ample. 


“We have marvelous community 
support and I think the time is ripe for 
us to move on this,” Kilburn said. 


She feels the renovation of an ex- 
isting building would be an ideal solu- 
tion. “We will never build from 
scratch because it is too expensive,” 
she explained. 


Unlike traditional health care 
facilities which administer medica- 
tion when the patient begins to feel 
pain, the goal of hospice workers is to 
be ahead of the pain. 


“We hope the pain never comes," 
Greenhalgh explains, ‘‘yet we want to 
keep the mind clear. We want to be as 
creative as we can to make peoples’ 
remaining days painfree.”’ 


Kilburn says that medication is not 
always the route taken to relieve pain. 
The Hospice also incorporates relaxa- 
tion techniques, changing diet and 
other methods which make the person 
comfortable. 


“Generally the desire to end life 
comes because the auality of life is 
poor,” Kilburn says. ‘‘We are not in 
the business of ending people's lives," 
she emphasizes. ‘‘We have found that 
if you can alleviate pain, the attitude 
is different.”

One campaign issue stressed by Ronald 
Reagan was that there are too many 
yovernment regulations. That point of 
view is certainly shared by probably most 
Americans, especially those who have 
tried to unsnarl some of the red tape and 
bewildering conflicting rules that often 
seem to exist. Some groups, such as educa- 
tional institutions, complain that an in- 
creasing amount of time - and cost - now 
goes into satisfying ‘‘accountability”’ 
forms. 


But then there are the reports coming 
from Las Vegas about the MGM Grand 
Hotel fire in which 84 people died.

Investigators have told reporters that 
smoke and carbon monoxide poisoning 
killed at least 60 persons, most of them a 
distance away from the fire. Had the hotel 
been built and maintained according to the 
1970 Uniform Building Code, the in- 
vestigators say that most of the smoke 
would have been safely exhausted out of 
the building. 


Holes had been illegally cut through 
some walls or patched with plywood in- 
stead of a fireproof substance. Hotel rooms 
were supplied with air from the corridor, 
contrary to regulations. Elevator shafts 
were not vented. The faulty alarm system 
and the lack of adequate sprinkler system 
also probably contributed to the extent of 
the blaze and the number of fatalities. 


Quite obviously these were regulations 
that needed to be enacted into a legal code. 
In addition a specific means of enforcing 
the code should have been provided. There 
is a great difference between rules enacted 
and required that are needed to protect’ 
human lives and those whose only purpose 
appears to be the employment of paper 
shufflers and the sales of filing cabinets. ,

Big victory for environmentalists — that's how many 
viewed the court settlement of the case involving oil drill- 
ing rights on Georges Bank. 

A victory, yes — but the kind that requires vigilance to 
hang onto. 

The Conservation Law Foundation, the Massachusetts 
Attorney General and the state's fishing interests have 
fought for three years to make sure oil and gas explora- 
tion on Georges Bank proceeded only with proper protec- 
tions in place. 

We never opposed off-shore oil drilling. We live in the 
real world and we know this nation, and especially this 
region, has to do everything possible to relieve our 
dependence on overseas supplies. 
mere fight was never to stop exploration on Georges 

ank. ¥ 

The fight was to make sure it was done right. 

Big Oil wanted to buy the rights to drill all over 
Georges Bank to find gas and oil deposits they believe 
are there. After prolonged court action, the federal 
government sold those rights last December and Big Oil 
got leases for 20,000 square miles of sandy ocean bottom. 


The fight was never to stop 
exploration on Georges Bank. 


The fight was to make sure 
it was done right. 


But the fight continued to protect the billion-dollar 
fishing industry that is involved here. A major effort was 
made to have the federal government declare the region 
a marine sanctuary. That would have meant that 
Georges Bank would be a fishing region first, and an 
energy source second — and that would have required 
that the safeguards we sought would have been built into 
any activity in that area. 

Last week, while that designation did not take place, 
the federal government agreed to conduct biological 
studies of the area and make those findings available to 
the state and to groups such as the one I chair, Conserva- 
tion Law Foundation. That means we won't have to take 
Big Oil's word for what those studies actually show. 

Further, the effort to secure the designation of marine 
sanctuary remains an option open to those of us who con- 
tinue to worry that exploration and drilling of Georges 
Bank is a clear and present danger to this region's 
fishing industry. 


This past kay bale turbulent 
ducing high seas and rough water, we've 
seen again Vit Gesrees Bank is one of the wildest pieces 
of water in the world. We're not talking about a placid 
Gulf of Mexico, where oil drilling can be conducted in 
calm water. We are talking about an area where 
safeguards must be in place, where protection of one of 
the world's most valuable fishing areas 1s mandatory. 

That's the fight that remains. We've all agreed now 
that exploration can begin and continue. But we've also 
all agreed that supervision, protection and control will be 
the order of the day. 

Environmentalists have agreed to accept exploration 
without further court dispute. And the federal govern- 
ment has agreed to impose “‘best available and safest 
technology"’ standards on drilling companies, despite 
Big Oil's complaint that such standards would prove ‘‘too

Right to the last minute, Big Oil battled this agree- 
ment. Representatives of 22 companies tried to kill it on 
the day the federal court finally approved the plan. 

But this limited victory was secured anyway. Progress 
and protection can co-exist; we can develop what we 
need to meet our energy demands while protecting an in- 
dustry vital to our region. 

We've won. But we have to stay alert now to make sure 
the victory on Georges Bank becomes a working reality. 


Where to build homes? 


tally sensitive lands and areas...which

Planning officials at various levels in 
Massachusetts are working gingerly to 
head off a potentially savage showdown 
between developers itching to build 
homes and environmentalists determin- 
ed to protect the land. 

Some analysts see the state's growth 
policy as the sleeper issue of the 80s and 
"90s. 

With a housing shortage getting more 
acute by the month, pressure is moun- 
ting to dispense with regulations, cut red 
tape and get on with the job of building 
those 30,000 new homes needed annually. 
That threat stirs the blood of some rural 
communities as little else can. 

No matter how you look at it, the 
future is complicated. The post-war 
baby boom, having forced open the doors 
of schools and then colleges, is now com- 
ing of age and demanding homes for its 
young families. Economists say that at- 
tractive affordable housing is a major 
component in persuading companies to 
stay and expand here. 

But where to put new homes? How to 
prevent urban sprawl? How to balance 
the immediate need for homes against 
the long-term need to preserve the quali- 
ty of life in Massachusetts? How to an- 
ticipate demands on water, farmland, 
subsoil, historic and recreational areas? 


Three successive governors have ad- 
dressed this comparatively colorless 
unsexy question of orderly growth. Gov. 
Frank Sargent began at the start of the 
decade to explore land use. Gov. Michael 
Dukakis seized on planning with a 
vengeance, force-feeding local officials 
to come up with ideas for comprehensive 
growth policies that jibed with his 
preconception that growth should focus 
in older urban centers to multiply the 
benefits of public and private in- 
vestments. 

Gov. Edward King is pushing for 
growth policies that stimulate business 
and fire up the economy. One of his first 
executive orders was to set up a commis- 
sion to simplify rules and regulations 
that befuddle the enterprising 
developer. 

Today, an oddly worded Special Com- 
mission on the Effects of Growth Pat- 
terns on the Quality of Life in the Com- 
monwealth, begun in 1973 under the 
chairmanship of now-Sen. Robert Wet- 
more, is in the throes of finalizing in- 
itiatives to submit to the Legislature. 
Numerous hearings and interviews have 
provided broad input for what promises 
to be a challenging look at the future. 

What is emerging is a comprehensive 
and balanced growth policy that is 
distinctive among similar plans in other 
states in that it relies on voluntary com- 
pliance. 

One who keeps a sharp eye on this 
“balance,” looking for wobble or flutter, 
is Rep. Walter Bickford, D-Berlin, a 


chunky, dogged two-term lawmaker 
from a proud rural district whose 
citizens are allergic to plans imposed 
from on high. Bickford is a member of 
the Special Commission. 

Bickford is a civil engineer and 
lumberman by trade and a former town 
selectman, now a full-time legislator and 
diligent participant in the extracur- 
ricular energy caucus. he was also one of 
those young legislators who wrestled for 
a year with the impending MBTA crisis 
and were ready with a timely reform 
package when the T ran amok with its 
finances recently. 

In his low-keyed manner, Bickford is 
determined that neither Gov. King’s 
friendly developers nor unwitting local 
officials will rape the precious assets of 
land and water in their mad dash to build 
homes. He knows how market forces can 
pressure officials to overload the in- 
herent capacity of the land and subsoil. 
The term “accelerated development 
areas’ that each community is to be re- 
quired to identify as its ‘fair share'’ of 
growth potential scares him. 

Some of Bickford's views have been in- 
corporated already in the draft of the 
Massachusetts Balanced Growth and 
Development Act due for submission in 
February. “Accelerated development 
areas” has been modified to ‘‘planned 
development zones." More significantly, 
besides such growth areas, communities 
are to identify also ‘‘agricultural, hor- 
ticultural, forest, recreational, water 
supply areas, open space or environmen- 


the community desire to preserve.” 

It makes no sense, Bickford argues, to 
invite tax-producing developments to 
one’s community, only to have to pro- 
vide town services to accommodate 
them that cost more than the tax 
benefits. 

Bickford’s other concern is to avoid 
the shortsighted prospect of land being 
devoured today for a housing develop- 
ment that may well be needed tomorrow 
for agriculture. At the turn of the cen- 
tury, the state boasted 43,000 farmers 
tilling six million acres. Today, 4,500 
farmers work 300,000 acres. At a time 
when 85 percent of our food is imported, 
mostly from California, Bickford looks 
for the day when food transportation 
costs make it economically worthwhile 
for the state to reactivate its vanishing 
farms and become at least 25 percent 
food self-sufficient. 

Sen. Wetmore assures Bickford his 
concerns are legitimate and the Growth 
Policy Commission hears him. “Our 
goal is a balance between economic pro- 
tection and environmental protection,” 
Wetmore said, ‘‘to insure a high quality 
of life for citizens here. It’s a cooperative 
effort between the executive and 
legislative branches and communities. 
it’s an innovative “bottom-up” planning 
Process to encourage rather than 
coerce.” 

All well and good, sniffs Bickford in 
good faith, ‘‘but just to be sure, I’m sort 
of setting my traps along the way.” 


226 million, more or less

WASHINGTON (NEA) — ‘We were so desperate at one 
point that we took anything with two feet and a car,” 
recalls a former federal employee while describing her 
erstwhile colleagues, “Many weren't really qualified at 
all for the job.” 

The speaker is a 47-year-old professional woman who 
lives in a middle-sized Southern city. When the 1980 cen- 
sus was being conducted, she served as a ‘‘crew leader” 
in charge of 10 or so “enumerators” who did the actual 
counting. 

“T became a crew leader after only six hours of train- 
ing,” explains the woman, who has requested anonymi- 
ty. "Enumerators had to pass a literacy and reasoning 
test, but there was no attempt to assess their qualifica- 
tions as interviewers. 

“As a result, we were sending into strangers’ homes 
people who were shy or scared. Others were quite flaky, 
and a few were plain crazy.” 

The people being counted weren't much to brag about 
either. “One group of Nazis with a swastika flag hung 
outside their house simply refused to have anything to do 
with our people,” recalls the ex-census worker, 

In another house, a woman agreed to be interviewed — 
while pointing a loaded gun at the enumerator. 
Somebody poisoned her dog 10 years earlier, she explain- 
ed, and she was still searching for the perpetrator. 

Those anecdotes remain topical because the official 
population count for each state is about to be certified by 
the Census Bureau. Federal law requires that those 
figures be provided to the 97th Congress within one week 
after it convenes. 

How reliable will those numbers be? Although some of 
the most dedicated professionals in the federal govern- 
ment have labored long and hard to produce a perfect 
count, they know that goal cannot be attained because of 
the enormity and complexity of the task. 

Based upon known patterns of births and deaths, im- 
migration and emigration, the Census Bureau estimates 
that the country’s total population last April 1, the date of 
the official tabulation, was slightly more than 226 
million. 

The final count is expected to be in the range of 225.7 
million to 226.0 million, producing a degree of precision 
unprecedented in the nation’s history. 

The Census Bureau engages, however, in some 
statistical sleight-of-hand that it doesn't like to publicize 
— notably a pair of techniques called “‘substitution” and 
“allocation,” 

When dealing with a housing unit that is known to be 
occupied but whose residents cannot be located, the Cen- 
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sus Bureau invokes as a last resort its ‘‘close-out"” pro- 

cedure in which the enumerator attempts to learn from 

Aelehpors or others the number of occupants of the 
ouse. 

During computer processing of the “close-out” form, a 
complete set of characteristics — based on a 
demographic composite of the neighborhood — is 
Substituted for the answers never obtained from 
members of the phantom household. 

Substitution also is used when completed census forms 
are lost, destroyed or damaged before they can be pro- 
cessed. The Census Bureau admits that at least 2.25 
million people — just under } percent of the population — 
will be counted through that questionable technique in 
the 1980 enumeration.

T-applaud your paper for thoughtful 
coverage of the Newton Area CETA 
staff unionization. 


However, it is most urgent that the 
true heart of the dispute between the 
City of Newton and the union is not 
obscured. Mayor Theodore Mann con- 
tinuously asserts that employment 
and liability are the central themes of 
this dispute. The thought of the city 
assuming financial liabilities is even 
labeled as “irrational."’ 


In my opinion, such assertions are 
both misleading and distorting of the 
actual issue at hand. First, CETA 
staff members are hardly a group of 
people given to irrational thinking. On 
the contrary, many citizens who have 
received their assistance could iden- 
tify them as concerned, committed, 
diligent, professionals. 

But far more importantly, the union 
has never asked the city to assume 
programmatic liability. Nor is the 
union engaged in a search for an 


employer. 

The union's singular purpose is the 
negotiation of a labor contract with 
the appropriate bargaining party. 
And the Massachusetts Labor Rela- 
tions Commission has twice determin- 
ed that the City of Newton is that par- 
ty! However, the commission rulings 
bind the city to observance of the col- 
lective bargaining statutes, nothing 
more!! 

In light of this, Mr. Mann's stated 
concern for the taxpayers appears 
somewhat contradictory. Negotia- 
tions for a labor contract should prove 
far less costly than contesting the 
commission rulings to the courts will. 

In fact, litigation pressed by the city 
to date has incurred considerable ex- 
penditures of tax dollars. It seems 
evident, therefore, that the least ex- 
pensive resolution to this dispute is 
the immediate negotiation of a con- 
tract between the city and the CETA 
staff!

A statement released by the MBTA 
Board of Directors claimed that the 
cutbacks were necessary for the tran- 
sit authority to stay within its budget. 

Mayor Mann has urged the 
Legislature and the governor to 
thoroughly examine other cuts of all 
non-productive services before the 
MBTA curtailments are 
implemented.

Carleton Sts. Other areas cited for im- 
provements are Pearl St. and the 
Charlesbank area.

Also, $200,000 is 
targeted for housing development 
support, with first priority being the 
relocation of Newton Corner 
residents, should the Druker proposal 
for revitalizing Newton Corner be ac- 
cepted. 


The Druker plan includes the con- 
struction of 340 units of elderly and 
middle-income housing, which the 
Planning Department would 
welcome. 

However, demolition of the Gorin 
and Leeder building on Washington 
St. would leave many tenants without 
ahome. 

Although it is primarily the respon- 
sibility of the developer to relocate 


displaced residents, Canner says the 
Planning Department is setting aside 
funds just in case. If the Druker plan 
is not agreed to by the city, the funds 
will go back into a general pool for 
needs that may arise. 

Allocations for social service pro- 
grams were cut by 38 percent under 
the board's proposals for FY82. Last 
year's level of funding was $163,428, 
while the new figure is $701,000.

Barry Canner, director of Newton's 
Planning and Development Depart- 
ment, says that the amount of new 
money available each year has re- 
mained fairly stable over the past 
three years with yearly increases of 
approximately $100,000.

The Naked Truth: Advertising unveiled

Jean Kilbourne is mad as heck and 
she’s not going to take it anymore. To 
hear her tell it, we Americans are 
subjected to more daily violence on 
our television screens and magazine 
pages than we realize. The shocking 
fact is that the target is usually 
women. And it's not always in the 
script. 

Author Kilbourne recently address- 
ed the packed hall at Lindsay 
Auditorium of Bentley College, 
Waltham, during an incipient bliz- 
zrad. But disregarding the inclement 
weather, the coed audience who heard 
her message stayed on far into the 
night for the question-and-answer 
period that followed. 

“The Naked Truth: Advertising’s 
Image of Women” is the name of 
Kilbourne's meticulously assembled 
slide-show of over 200 examples cull- 
ed from current media and television 
ads. The fascinating show she nar- 
rates depicts the adverse image of 
women created and perpetuated by 
the advertising profession. It packs a 
visual punch. 

What Kilbourne does is create a 
collective consciousness-raising 
among her audience. One will never 
again watch with indifference or 
naivete the images of women that 
come over on our screens or printed 
pages. 

“Image,” according to Webster’s 
New World Dictionary, ‘‘is the con- 
cept of a person, product or institution 
held by the general public. often one 
deliberately created or modified by 
publicity, advertising or propagan- 
da.” Thus, what we see is a symbol 
“created” by the artists of hype who 
wish to sell anything and everything 
by attracting our eye via the luscious 
or lascivious come-on of the female 
body.

could easily be taken for a fashion 
model. But her missionary zeal is 


degrading portrayal of women to sell 
products most often not even remote- 
ly connectedf with anything female, 
such as tires, foods, consumer pro- 
ducts, electrical appliances, 

goods and services used by men, 
children and pets. The female body 
serves as a lure and magnet to appeal 
to the prurient voyeur, it is assumed 
by the advertising moguls, whose eye 
spots the body and sometimes lingers 
on for the message. Blatant and flam- 
boyant sexuality pervades the ads in 
unsubtle ways. 

There were as many men in the 
Bentley audience as women, almost 
all of student age, many couples who 
attended together. Kilbourne’s in- 
cisive remarks and vivid examples 
hit home, as the audience gasped and 
jeered at familiar ads. 

Particular targets were blue 
jeans depicting swelling buttocks in 
provocative poses; liquor ads where 
women play seductive roles; hosiery 
and underwear photos where women 
tease and tempt in playful and often 
outlandish poses. One familiar ad 
shows a woman waiting as an auto 
mechanic toys with her car. She is 
wearing an open, mink coat with 
nothing on underneath but her bra 
and panties. 

Kilbourne, who is a candidate for 
her doctorate in education at Boston 
University, is a writer, teacher and 
consultant who has thoroughly 
researched her subject, especially 
from a feminist point of view. She 
sees women as subjugated, exploited, 
and finally, insulted. The sex-role 
stereotyping locks the female image 
into a role of foolishness, stupidity 
and sexual exploitation and 
manipulation. 

She see the $50-billion a year adver- 
tising industry as a fair target for the 
wrath of feminists who resent the 
distorted images of womankind that 
daily bombard the American public. 
Eighty per cent of the top-level 
management in advertising is male- 
dominated. One hundred corporations 
ec on t ro 17 6 
of the media advertising in the U.S., 


including print and network televi- 
sion. Major decisions are in the hands 
of men. 

“Power is in the hands of men,” 
she says. ‘They control the media. 
And you can't blame the female 
models who pose for the ads. It’s like 
blaming the soldiers for the deeds of 
the generals. Society is still so power- 
ful that even children can't be free of 
the culture that distorts their develop- 
ment. Advertising is now lowering the 
age of the models. So now we have the 
child-women who wear the makeup 
and clothes and for all the world 
resembles the poses and attitudes of 
their older sisters and mothers. 

“However, women are the principal 
consumers, with major purchasing- 
power. And if women do the purchas- 
ing, they constitute a strong potential 
lobby to protest the machismo 
dehumanizing of women.”’ 

The scenes she flashed on th 

screen also showed moments of 
violence. The lurid paperback covers 
in gory colors, the pop music record 
albums showing women being beaten, 
Stabbed, tied up, raped, enslaved, 
whipped, stomped, with some of the 
images even smiling or showing signs 
of enjoying their torture, caused audi- 
ble response among the Bentley au- 
dience. 
“There are no laws against child por- 
nography in advertising,’ Kilbourne 
replied in response to a questrion. To 
another she sais, ‘‘Everything is 
reduced, flattened and made 
simplistic in advertising. They stress 
women's sexy attributes. Women are 
used as beautiful sex objects. Men are 
shown as success objects, equated 
with money, affluence and material 
possessions. Men are cool. Women 
are hot. The ads are not really used to 
scil products. In most cases, they say 
nothing about the product itself. They 
do not furnish information. Instead, 
they stress the benefits and results, 
such as: You will be happier, richer, 
more beautiful, without telling us 
about the ingredients or chemical ef- 
fects.”” 

Often, products are referred to as 


having female gender, One car ad, 
referring to low maintenance costs 
for a foreign motor, said ‘‘She costs so 
little to keep happy.” 

In society's cultural conditioning, 
males are shown as adult and mature, 
while women are shown as childish, 
not growing up, clining to immature 
tastes and behavior. 

And if, by chance a woman is 
not beautiful in the ad, she is shown 
cleaning toilets or doing the laundry, 
or some other non-glamorous chore 
while wearing outmoded eyeglasses, 
unfashionable clothing, and an ob- 
solete hairstyle. “‘Disapproval-type”’ 
ads show the ugly duckling, the non- 
sexy woman. One cake ad had the 
whole family frowning, including the 
dog, because Mom had used the 
wrong size cake pan. 

“Ads don't relate to basic human 
heeds,”’ Kilbourne remarked. 

When some of the students asked 
her what can be done, she suggested 
that Bentley College organize a task 
force to appeal to the professors there 
for a change. ‘How about a course 
called Values and Choices? “ she said. 

Kilbourne distributed brochures 
entitled ‘‘Resources for Change,” 
which list feminist as well as men's 
resource groups, government and 
educational agencies, as well as 
guidelines for registering protests 
through corporate action. There is 
also a lengthy reading list of books, 
magazine and other publications to 
educate the public on the insidious 
techniques being used to portray 
women today. ; 

She has written, ‘‘The reduction 
of sexuality to a dirty joke and of peo- 
ple to objects is the real obscenity of 
the culture. The sexual sell is at a 
fever pitch in most commercials, 
there is at the same time a notable 
absence of sex...Sex in commercials 
is nacissistic and auto-erotic, existing 
apart from relationships. Identical 
models parade alone through the 
commercials, caressing their own 
soft skin, stroking and hugging their 
bodies, shaking their long silky

ing powders ands lotions, then admir- 
ing themselves at length in the mir- 
ror. Commercials depict a world in 
which there is a pervasive sexual in- 
nuendo but no love, and in which pas- 
sion is reserved for products.” 

To undo this perverse condition- 
ing, Kilbourne has devoted her 
career. She has been interviewed by 
national magazines, newspapers in- 
cluding Time, the Christian Science 
Monitor, The Village Voice and the 
Associated Press, appearing on radio 
and television programs including 
NBC’s Weekend and Today shows.

It's not the initial cost, but the upkeep, that can make a pet expensive. 

The monthly food bill for a 38-pound dog averages $8.25 to $20, depending on 
the type of food. The dog itself may be an $8-§40 canine from an animal shelter 
or an American Kennel Club pure-bred costing an average of $150-$400. 

A 12-pound cat, $7-$25 at a shelter or $150-$250 for a Cat Fanciers Association 
poe trea eats $2.50 to $8.25 per month, the price again depending on type of 

The feeding figures were supplied by pet food manufacturers for the Pet In- 
formation Bureau, which is funded by the American Pet Products Manufac- 
turers Association. 

For people considering acquiring a pet, the bureau has obtained com- 
parative cost and upkeep figures from pet food manufacturers, the American 
Veterinary Medical Association, retail pet stores nationwide and ASPCA and 
Bide-A-Wee animal shelters. All prices are national averages as of December, 
1980, The medical costs are approximate and include only regular check-ups 
and shots, not emergency care. 

Here are the costs the bureau lists: 

¢ For dogs, in addition to food previously mentioned: A license, about $8, but 
this cost varies from state to state; other basic equipment such as collar, leash, 
brush, flea collar, food bowl, chew toy and vitamins, $25, plus $25 a year for 
regular medical care, as previously noted. 


Abuse of IDB 
as tax dodge 
causes worry

NEW YORK (UPI) — Concern is mounting that 
tax-exempt industrial revenue bonds have been 
corrupted from a sound way of building com- 
munities and creating jobs into an out-and-out tax- 
dodge. 

Misuse of these bonds is estimated to drain off 
anywhere from $800 million to $2 billion a year of 
tax revenue from federal, state and local govern- 
ments. 

First issued in 1936 by a Mississippi community, 
industrial development bonds (IDB) are both cor- 
porate and municipal bonds, issued as tax exempt 
securities by a municipality, county or state 
authority but backed by the credit of and paid for by 
the corporation that uses the facility built with the 
money. 

Such bonds enjoy lower interest rates, typically 
two-thirds to three-quarters of that on regular cor- 
porate bonds, saving the corporation large sums of 
money in interest but costing the government more 
in lost taxes. Critics say it would be more 
economical to subsidize job creation with outright 
government grants. 

Congress, concerned at the revenue loss, in 1968 
denied tax exemption to any IDB of more than $5 
muliton and the figure was raised to $10 million in 
1978. 

The Congressional Budget Office sounded the 
alarm again last summer at a meeting of the 
Municipal Finance Officers Association conven- 
tion, reporting on a study it was conducting. 

Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, and Rep. Sam 
Gibbons, D-Fla., are seeking legislation to curb 
such abuses as the use of revenue development 
bonds to finance a porno parlor and a bar with 
topless waitresses among other bizarre ventures 
turned up in the CBO study. 

On the other hand, New York City’s Industrial 
Development Authority has leaned over backwards 
to avoid the slightest semblance of abuse, insists 
Deborah Ferolito, the deputy director. 

The New York IDA’s motivation is somewhat dif- 
ferent from that of other communities. It issues 
revenue bonds not so much to bring industries into 
the city as to keep existing firms from leaving. 

In the last four years, Ms. Ferolito said, the IDA 
has saved 10,000 jobs in companies that otherwise 
would have fled, and has created 7,000 new jobs by 
enabling local companies to expand or modernize. 
She said at least 110 companies have been induced 
not to leave the city. 

The New York IDA thus seems to have just about 
succeeded in stemming the city’s industrial job 
drain. It has confined revenue bond issues strictly 
to industries, so no commercial applications are 
even considered. Only one out of four serious in- 
quiries actually results in a revenue bond issue 
loan. 

Of 40 issues totaling $140 million in 1980, Ms. 
Ferolito said, only five were for completely new 
ventures, 

However, she said, from now on there probably 
will be more applications from businesses wanting 
to move into the city and from new ventures 
because various groups in the city are pushing the 
matter. 

For example, Brooklyn Union Gas Co. has been 
circularizing the country with literature about the 
advantages of New York, and particularly 
Brooklyn, for new ventures — the transportation, 
domestic and export opportunities, market and 
financial facilities, as well as the public financing 
help available. 

An article in Dun's Review pointed up another 
dubious practice in Pennsylvania, Illinois and 
Virginia communities of floating revenue bonds to 
finance business ventures in other communities. 

The magazine said such loans are extremely pro- 
fitable to banks. The local banks take the bonds into 
their portfolios and this allows them to make more 
loans in proportion to their deposits than they other- 
wise would be permitted. 
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Stoned in England 


MANSFIELD, England (UPI) — There was a 
crash of glass and Edward Alsop found a stone in 
his front hallway bearing a text from the scriptures 
and signed simply, ‘'God.”” 

Police said the sender was not the Almighty, but 
one Philip Dring, self-styled preacher in the 
Assembly of God Congregation — a peculiar sect 
that allows beer drinking and smoking during ser- 
vices and is partial to wife swapping. ‘ 

Next day, investigators said six more of Dring's 
followers called at Alsop’s house and stoned most of 
the windows. They were trying to get him to rejoin 
the sect. : 

“God moves in mysterious ways,” said Peter 
Burt, a member of the sect. “I knew we had to 
break the windows. It was God's will.” 

The local judges disagreed. 

They fined Dring and his followers a total of $300 
for breaking windows and using threatening 
behavior. 
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* Cats: $10 for litterbox and flea collar; about $3.60 a month for litter; $3 for 
cee ad tag for outdoor cats; $25 a year for regular medical care and 
shots. 

* Birds: $8 and up for parakeets, $60 to $100 for small parrots. A cage runs $20 
to $40; the initial purchase of gravel, seed, and water containers and a toy, $4, 
plus about one box a month of gravel, about 89 cents; food per month, less than 
$1.75; regular medical costs, zero. 

¢ Fish: the cheapest to buy and maintain are freshwater species. Saltwater 
are the most expensive and tropicals in between. Electricity to run an 
aquarium pump is about the same for all three: $2.19 per year in most areas of 
the country, but about $4.38 in New York City, whose kilowatt hour rate is about 
double that of other areas. 

Prices for freshwater fish range from about 25 cents for goldfish to $1.25 for 
bettas. A complete aquarium setup for freshwater species is $25 to $30. One or 
two goldfish can survive for a while in an inexpensive glass bowl, but their 
health and beauty will be improved in an aquarium, the bureau says. Monthly 
food costs, less than 17 cents per fish; $10 annually for water and filter 
maintenance supplies. 

Tropicals: 40 to 80 cents per fish for the average; $20 to $30 for a complete 
aquarium setup, including a 10-gallon tank, pump, filter, gravel and heater. 
Food, $1.75 per month for 10 fish. 

Saltwater fish: $4 to $6 per fish, but as high as $10 for some; aquarium setup, 
including 20-gallon tank, pump, filter, gravel, heater, and water-testing kit, $60 
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to $100; monthly food costs, $1.75 for 10 fish; $20 to $30 a year for water and 
filter maintenance supplies. 

* Compared with other pets, reptiles and rodents are fairly cheap in both pur 
chase price and maintenance. With one exception: a boa will set you back 
about $40, the bureau found. But no regular medical costs 

Other reptile prices range from $4 for a garter snake to $10 for a lizard. An 
aquarium tank, $5 to $20. Gravel, tree branches, a water dish, and a rough- 
surfaced large rock, another $10. Food per month, $1.75 to $3.75 for snakes, 
$4.25 for lizards. 


As for rodents, figure on $5 for a hamster to $10 to $14 per guinea pig. 
Aquarium tank or cage, $5 to $15; about $3.50 for a gravity-flow water bottle 
and a food dish, $5 for an exercise wheel for hamsters and about $26 a year for 


cedar shavings. Monthly food biils, less than $3 per rodent. 

Despite the maintenance costs, a recent market study shows ownership of 
dogs and cats‘is up, while that of birds and fish is down, although the latter pets 
usually are cheaper to buy and maintain. 


The research by a Cleveland-based business information and market 
research firm showed bird and fish ownership declining because those pets are 
thought of as luxuries or discretionary hobbies, while dogs and cats are more 
like members of the family. 

The study by Predicasts, Inc. indicated the shift away from urban areas to 
roomier homes in suburban and rural areas was making dog and cat ownership 
more attractive, says Debra K. Potts, the research organization's communica-

That 
may represent ‘sissy’ stuff to 
some. So what are the most deman- 
ding ski trails in New England? 

Vermont has more than its 
share. Among those which are 
definitely for experts only are 
Stowe’s Front Four, Sugarbush’s 
Casstlerock, the Face at Suicide 
Six, all of which have gained fame 
for their demands. 

Another gaining acclaim is Kill- 
ington’s Outer Limits on the new 
Bear Mountain area. 

The average gradient of Outer! 
Limits is 48 percent. But in some 
areas it hits a high of 62 percvent. 

Other trails for the expert skier 
include those at Mad River Glen 
which are so steep and testing that 
skiers can win a medal for skiing 
from the summit to the base 
without stopping or falling. Called 
a “test of stamina and endurance,” 
the Non-Stop,No-Fall takes place 
on Monday afternoons. A gold 
medal goes to the skier who can 
come down the Fall Line and 
through Canyon and Waterfall to 
the base of the mountain. Those 
who know say that combination is 
one of the toughtes vertical 
descents in New England. 

Another trail for experts only is 
Free Fall at Smuggler'’s Notch. 
The trail off Madonna Mountain 
has a 54 percent descent. Martha 
Gay, director of public relations at 
Madonna says: ‘Even in the sum- 
mer, looking down Free Fall you'll 
feel like you're falling of the end of 


the world.” 

Certainly ski instructors would 
not have trouble with these most 
difficult expert trails. Or, at least 
that's what their image would have 
us believe. 

An article by the editors of 
Psychology Today tells us a lot 
about ski instructors, In a recent 
copyrighted feature, Psychology 
Today says that ski instructors 
have the personality one might ex- 
pect to find in ambitious career 
people, 

The article is based on a study by 
a psychologist at the University of 
Montanna who is herself a part- 
time ski instructor. Carol Austin 
Bridgewater gave the personality 
tests to-78 male and 40 femals in- 
structos from nine Rocky Mountain 
ski resorts. 

According to Psychology Today, 

the instructors ranged in ages from 
16 to 62. Their average age was 28, 
Author Bridgewater reported giv- 
ing them a test that measured 20 
personality traits which, according 
to the magazine, included 
dominance, aggresiveness, in- 
dependence and the need for social 
recognition. 
Psychology Today. said the 
responses hardly fit the carefree 
ski bum stereotype. Instructors 
scored high on ambition, in- 
dependence and propensity for 
hard work and diligence. The arti- 
cle said the scores showed that ski 
instructors were likely to display 
qualities that are also prominent in 
leaders who can take over a group 
or persuade others to their point of 
view.

Colleges look 
for artistic 
students 


Before, poor grades 
and low scores on col- 
lege entrance examina- 
tions meant no hope of 
ever getting into col- 
lege. Not so anymore. 

Not only is it easier to 
get into college today, 
but “artistic” rather 
than “academic’’ type 
students seem to be edg- 
ing their way towards 
the advantage right 
now. 

A new report publish- 
ed Monday confirmed 
that of colleges 
surveyed, only 2 percent 
give any weight to 
scores on tests such as 
the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test, a test ad- 
ministered to prospec- 
tive college students. 

The study, 
“Undergraduate Ad- 
missions: The Realities 
of Institutional Policies, 
Practices and Pro- 
cedures” said: 

“More than half 
(colleges) report that 
they actively recruit 
students with 
characteristics other 


than academic talent 
and a significant 
number indicate that 
specific formal en- 
trance requirements 
may be waived for 
students with special 
abilities or cir- 
cumstances.” 


“The study shows ... 
only 31 percent rate high 
school grades as the 
‘single most important 
factor’ in their deci- 
sions, and only 2 percent 
rate test scores that im- 
portant; 60 percent 
report no ‘single most 
important factor.’ 

“College admissions 
are often pictured as 
highly selective, rigid 
and narrowly focused on 
academic measures of 
ability and per- 
formance,” said George 
H. Hanford, president of 
the College Board. 

“It shows that the 
system as a whole is 
much more diverse, 
flexible and responsive 
to individual student cir- 
cumstances...” 


U.S. and Soviet 
scientists cooperate

TORONTO (UPI) — 
American scientists are 
helping Russian resear- 
chers find the most pro- 
ductive landing spots 
for a pair of advanced 
Soviet robots scheduled 
to land on the planet 
Venus next year and 
grab soil samples for on- 

site analysis. 

The cooperation is ex- 

pected to pay off for 
scientists around the 
jworld seeking answers 
to some of the questions 
raised by previous 
Soviet landing missions 
and the American 
Pioneer-Venus radar 
satellite. 
Dr. Harold Masursky 
of the U.S. Geological 
Survey said at the an- 
nual meeting of the 
American Association 
for the Advancement of 
Science Monday that the 
Pioneer satellite has 
produced a topographic 
map of most of the 
cloud-shrouded planet. 
It will complete its 
studies March 19. 

Masursky and other 
project scientists 
recently met with their 
Soviet counterparts to 
discuss landing areas 
that the radar maps 
suggest would produce 
the most useful scien- 
tific information. 

He said the two Soviet 
Spacecraft will be laun- 
ched next December 
and are to land on Venus 
in mid-March next year. 
Each will carry a device 
to either reach out and 
grab a sample of the 
planet's soil or drill 
material from the sur- 
face. In addition, each 
craft will carry an X-

Tay composition 
detector. 

“That’s the most com- 
plicated mission they’ve 
tried to fly so far, and 
we hope it will work,” 
Masursky said. “We'd 
like very much to know 
what the chemistry is at 
several different points 
on the Venus surface.”’ 

President Carter is 
expected to ask Con- 
gress for funds to start a 
new Venus radar 
satellite project that 
will vastly improve 
mapping of the planet’s 
surface. Masursky said 
the Soviets plan to 
follow up next year's 
landing mission with 
even more advanced 
probes in 1985.

Although Venus is 
considered a twin of 
Earth, scientists have 
determined the two 
planets have followed 
different evolutionary 
paths. Venus is 
blanketed by a thick, hot 
atmosphere of carbon 
dioxide and the radar 
maps indicate the 
planet has not 
undergone the crustal 
shifting processes that 
occur on Earth. 


In another report, Dr. 
Tobias Owen of the 
State University of New 
York at Stony Brook 
said Saturn’s intriguing 
moon Titan may serve 
as a deep freeze for the 
chemical remnants of 
early stages of life 
development.

House hit for third time 


NEWTON CORNER — A bad curve 
and steep hill on Centre Street near 
Buswell Park are proving 
troublesome for Ethel Kerrigan. Her 
home was hit by a car for the third 
time early Friday morning. 

Police arrested the driver of the 
1974 sedan, Erick B. Scholl, 22, of 
Winn Street, Belmont, and charged 
him with speeding and operating a 
motor vehicle under the influence of 
alcohol. Scholl's case will be taken up 
by the Newton District Court. 


The car went out of control at 1:15 
a.m, and hit the guardrail at Buswell 
Park, a telephone pole and demolish- 
ed Mrs. Kerrigan's wrought-iron 
fence and front steps. Scholl and his 
passenger were unhurt, according to 


Lieutenant Charles Feeley of the 
Newton Police Department. 

Estimates of the damage to city and 
private property were not yet 
available, Feeley said. 


Mrs. Kerrigan, 88, remained fairly 
shaken up by the accident according 
to her daughter, Mrs. Ethelyn Semple 
of Newtonville, who noted that her 
mother has a heart condition. 


“She heard a terrible crash that 
sounded as if an airplane had hit the 
house, and opened the front door to 
find a car there,” Mrs. Semple said. 
“Another car hit the fence about a 
month ago and she had just had it 
straightened out.” This past summer, 
Mrs. Kerrigan remodeled the front 
and back porches of the 90-year old 


home which she has occupied for 45 
years and is ‘‘just sick about the 
whole thing,” Mrs. Semple said. 
Because Mrs. Kerrigan uses the home 
at 578 Centre St. as a guest home, the 
steps were partially repaired and 
debris from the accident was cleaned 
up by the afternoon. 

“All the years she’s lived here there 
have been accidents and people kill- 
ed,’”’ Mrs. Semple said. ‘Traffic is ter- 
rible here and they just drive too 
fast.” 

According to her, there have been 
four accidents in the area with the last 
two months. 

“The people that live behind her 
sold their home because of cars hit- 
ting it over the years,” Mrs. Semple 
added. 


Parker Street condos 
not exactly welcome

NEWTON — A _ $125,000 con- 
dominium proposal to convert an ex- 
isting 2'2-story nursing home to two 
housing units and construct two new 
duplex units met with sharp opposi- 
tion from neighborhood residents at a 
public hearing Monday night. 

The Antaramian Realty and Con- 
struction Co. plans to purchase the 
wood-frame nursing home on 7 
Parker St. and construct the six con- 
dominium units. The four new two- 
story, three-bedroom units would be 
constructed at the rear of the existing 
building. 

In a hearing at City Hall, former 
Newton State Rep. David Mofenson, 
who represented a group of about 30 
neighbors opposed to the new housing, 
said the proposed development “‘is an 
intrusion into the neighborhood.” 

He asserted, “What we have here is 
an attempt to wedge housing into an 
area which, in my opinion, represents 
a clearly detrimental effect and 
raises a number of land-use ques- 
tions.” 


Mofenson presented the aldermen 
with a petition signed by nearly 150 
residents who oppose the proposed 
condominium development. The peti- 
tion points out that the lot, which is 
33,255 square feet, is a ‘tiny plot of 
land for the six dwellings.” 

Furthermore, the petition notes 
that the planned housing is ‘‘so close 
to the surrounding residences that it 
would obliterate the privacy of those 
neighbors.” 

The petition stated, ‘‘We feel this 
development would have an overall 
negative impact on our neighborhood 
and would set a dangerous precedent 
of allowing the continued destruction 
of the integrity of our neighborhoods 
in Newton Centre.” 

Mofenson said the proposed 
development would also have ‘‘an 
adverse impact on traffic, congestion 
and parking in the area,” 

In addition, abutters of the site, 
which has been used as a nine-bed 
nursing home since 1965, argued that 
the development would be an eye-sore 
and change the character of the 
neighborhood. 

Mofenson charged that the housing 


units would be too close to property 
lines. He declared, ‘‘The way these 
developments are wedged in is quite 
shocking!” Furthermore, Mofenson 
emphasized that the elevation of the 
units would have a negative impact on 
the area. 

When Land Use Committee Chair- 
man Terry Morris pointed out that the 
Committee has approved several 
special permits for plans similar to 
the Antaramian proposal, Mofenson 
said that the Parker Street develop- 
ment has ‘“‘unique negative factors.” 

Noting the neighborhood is suffer- 
ing as a result of the closing of the 
Weeks Junior High School and the 
possible closing of the Bowen School, 
Mofenson explained, ‘I don’t believe 
there is another neighborhood going 
through the instability and influx of 
this neighborhood.”” 

In response to an inquiry by Mofen- 
son on the sale of the nursing home, 
Jack Antaramian, owner of the realty 
company, assired that he plans to 
purchase the property even if the 
Land Use Committee does not ap- 
prove the project. 
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Aldermen move to 
override Prop. 2'2

NEWTON — Should 16 of Newton's 
aldermen be allowed to vote to over- 
ride Proposition 2'2's levy limit? 

That proposal now before the 
aldermen would, if passed, petition 
the state legislature for enabling 
legislation which would allow a two- 
thirds vote of the full board to 
establish a different levy limit than 
that established by Proposition 22. 

On Monday night, the Finance Com- 
mittee on a 5-2 vote approved the pro- 
posal originally introduced by Alder- 
man Lisle Baker in December. The 
committee debated the merits of the 
proposal which proponents say re- 
tains “‘home-rule” autonomy for local 
municipalities without otherwise af- 
fecting the intent of Proposition 2%. 

The two committee aldermen who 
voted against the plan, Tennant and 
Bauckman, believe the idea is 
premature and defeats the whole pur- 
pose of Prop.22. 

State Representative Susan Schur, 
also a Newton alderman, told the 
committee members not to expect the 
state legislature to act on any correc- 
tions to Prop. 2% until May, after the 
budget-setting process is normally 
completed. 

The latest incarnation of Ald. 
Baker’s proposal comes in two parts. 
The first allowing two-thirds of the 
aldermen to raise a different amount 
of tax revenue from that dictated by 
Prop. 2'4. The second section calls for 
a yearly voter referendum to approve 
the new levy limits requested by the 
board.

In presenting the proposal to the 
Finance Committee, Ald. Baker said 
that even under the most favorable in- 
terpretation of ‘‘full and fair cash 
value" from the state, the city would 
probably lose $11 million in revenue. 
This would mean cutbacks in service 
and a noticeable decline in the quality 
of life in the city. 

Baker said some of the losses could 
be made up through strict budgeting 
and income from user fees, projected 
to be about $4 million at best. But the 
big question in Barker's mind is 
“Does Newton have the capacity to 
control its own destiny?" 

The local control on budget matters 
restored by the petition is a major 
selling point for Finance Committee 
chairman and co-sponsor Edward 
Richmond. Joining Richmond in sup- 
port was Ald. Rodney Barker who 
said, ‘‘We should not be ashamed in 
reasserting the validity of local 
government.” 

Yet others are concerned the pro- 
posal will allow the aldermen to 
undermine the will of the people on 
Prop. 2'2, which was defeated in 
Newton by just under 400 votes last 
November. Ald. Mark White said he 
opposed Prop. 242 but does not like the 
Baker petition. 

“Thave a very serious problem with 
16 politicians overriding 20,000 
voters,”’ said White. One of his fears is 
that before an override vote in the 
Board of Aldermen, considerable lob- 
bying pressure would be brought to 
bear on the politicians by the city’s 
unions and other special interest 
groups. Instead, White supports hav- 


ing a city-wide referendum to let the 
voters make the choice between ser- 
vices and additional taxes. 

Ald. Baker responded to White's 
and other similar concerns by saying 
if the aldermen are found to have 
been negligent with the public trust in 
overrriding the levy limit, then the 
electorate can respond by voting 
them out of office in November. 

Baker cited a similar situation in 
1975 when dissatisfied voters purged 
most of Newton's School Committee 
from office. He said the bill ‘‘gives 
Newton final control over its own 
destiny,"’ adding that the public may 
not have been fully aware of the con- 
sequences of Prop. 2'2 when they cast 
their votes for it. 


There are two ways the override op- 
tion could be applied by the aldermen 
according to Baker. The first is that 
when the mayor presents his budget 
to the aldermen for approval, he could 
ask the board to grant additional tax 
money via the override to finance the 
entire budget submission. 

The second alternative is when the 
mayor presents his budget, which is 
expected to conform to the financial 
constraints of Prop. 242, the aldermen 
can decide the service cuts 
necessitated by the budget are too 
harsh on the city and they will ap- 
propriate more money to be added to 
the budget. 

The mayor would then have the op- 
tion to increase the size of the 
municipal budget or leave it as is. 

The proposal goes before the full 
board for debate next Monday night.

Each elementary school has anti-closing arguments

NEWTON — With a decision on 
elementary school closings due in two 
weeks, the Newton Schoo! Committee 
has heard more opposition from 
parents, but gained little ground 
toward adopting a consolidation plan. 

About 350 parents and teachers at- 
tended the Monday night meeting to 
demonstrate their concern over the 
effect of the closings upon their 
children. For two hours members of 
the committee listened as parents 
from Claflin, Cabot, Bowen, Oak Hill 
and Zervas Schools cited reasons why 
their neighborhood schools should re- 
main open. 

For many parents who braved the 
nine-degree weather, the meeting at 
Newton South High auditorium was 
the fourth round of discussions held on 
the 175-page school consolidation 
report prepared by the Department of 


Research and Planning. The report 
maintains it is feasible to close one 
school from the cluster of Claflin, 
Cabot and Zervas, and either Bowen 
or Oak Hill. 


Bowen and Claflin would be most 
easily closed, according to the report. 


Marcie Lifson, president of the 
Claflin PTA, cited the advantages of 
housing day care programs in Claflin 
if it were a receiver school, while 
other representatives noted the diver- 
sity of the student body and the 
English as a Second Language Pro- 
gram presently housed there. 

Parents from Oak Hill broadcast 
their sympathies by wearing red 
signs saying, “We're high on Oak 
Hill.” Dr. Marilyn Pomerance, a 
parent and a teacher of special needs 
students, warned against the closing 
of Oak Hill which would displace 
some special needs students for the 
third or fourth time. 


Pomerance stated that previous 
consolidation decisions by the com- 
mittee treated special needs students 
as “second class citizens” and that 
displacement was a more difficult ad- 
justment for these students. 


A parent of a child at Zervas School, 
Alan Goodman, asked the committee 
to consider growth projections for 
young school children within the next 


fifteen years, projections which are 
outlined in a report by Vincent 
Silluzio, director of research and 
planning for the Newton School 
Department. If Zervas were closed, 
Goodman stated, Angiers and Hyde 
would be the receiver schools ac- 
cording to the consolidation report. 


“Zervas has 238 students now and 
projections show both Hyde and 
Angiers close to capacity in 1996 and 
Pig growing in enrollment,” he 
noted. 


“The question is where would these 
students go,"’ Goodman sadi. He add- 
ed that Zervas is “reasonably central- 
ly located” for special needs and that 
the school is only 25 years old, he con- 
cluded that, ‘‘It just doesn’t make 
sense (to close Zervas) under these 
circumstances.” 


Lynn Sullivan, co-president with 
her husband of the Bowen PTA, called 
attention to the potential development 
of that neighborhood which would 
mean more children. Larry Linder 
countered her argument saying most 
projects, such as the Sydney Hill 
Gevelopipent, were for adult housing 
only. 


A Cabot PTA representative stated 
the concerns of many Cabot parents 
over the safety of crossing Walnut 
Street, fears later addressed by 
Lieutenant Charles Feeley of the 
Newton Police Department in 


discussing the two-mile busing limits 
which became effective Monday. 

Feeley expressed confidence in the 
ability of the crossing guards and the 
police department to insure the safety 
of children walking to school 
regardless of which consolidation 
plan is adopted. 


On the first day of the busing limits 
for junior and high school students, 
Roy Cornelius, director of support 
services for the department, reported 
few problems ‘‘considering the 
magnitude of the changes.” 


However, 432 appeals have been 
made so far over the extension of the 
one and one-half mile busing limit to 
two miles. Cornelius stated that the 
number of appeals represents one out 
of every two students affected. 

So far his office has reviewed 272 
appeals, at least on a preliminary 
basis, and found 75 of those students 
eligible for a variety of reasons, in- 


cluding safety. Of those appealing, 125 
were found ‘‘clearly ineligible”, while 
the remaining 72 are being held for 
further review. 

Minor problems occurred on the 
first day of the new busing limits for 
junior and senior high school students 
according to Cornelius. Overcrowding 
on two buses resulted in a back-up bus 
being sent out and four or five 
children were left behind because 
they were not at the right bus stop. 
Additional problems with over- 
crowding occured on afternoon buses, 

Before going into executive session 
shortly before midnight, School Com- 
mittee members agreed that another 
meeting, this time without public 
discussion, was needed before the 
public hearing scheduled for Jan. 22. 
A special meeting will be held on Mon- 
day, Jan. 19 at 7:30 p.m. at Newton 
South High to allow members to pre- 
sent their views on which schools 
should-be closed. 
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Newton gets $100,000 to save fuel 


NEWTON — A $100,000 grant 
from the state will help Newton make 
energy-conservation improvements 
in City Hall and seven fire stations 

The Massachusetts Office of 
Energy Resources gave the money to 
Newton after the city completed 
preliminary and technical energy 
audits of public buildings. These 
audits identified areas where retrofit 
programs could save energy. The 
grants must be used for the actual 
construction and implementation of 
energy-conservation projects. 

Old and inefficient oil burners in 
three of the fire stations will be 


replaced. The fire stations also will 
receive insulation for their overhead 
bay doors and attics as well as boiler 
turbulators which improve efficiency. 

Newton City Hall will have its old oil 
burner replaced with a burner which 
can be used for burning natural gas as 
well as oil. Fans will be placed in 
high-ceilinged rooms to push the 
warm air back down, saving fuel. The 
building’s attic will be insulated and 
more efficient lighting will be install- 
ed. 


Mayor Theodore Mann said the 
retrofit savings will total $31,000 dur-

Newton Rider seeks students

NEWTON — Some students 
stranded by the School Committee's 
decision to limit busing starting next 
week could take advantage of the 
Newton Rider bus system, if officials 
can get the details worked out on 
time. 

The advisory committee for the 
Newton Rider met Wednesday night 
to discuss changes in the system 
which would accommodate those 
secondary-school children who find 
themselves ineligible for bus 
transportation under the new, strict 
two-mile limit set by the School Com- 
mittee. 

Roz Bernheimer, a president of the 
Meadowbrook Junior High PTSA, 
said “the timing is right for the 
Newton Rider.”’ 

Advisory Committee Chairman 
Leonard Saxe said a two-step effort 
must be made so that students from 
the Weeks, Meadowbrook, Warren 
and Newton South schools can use the 
bus to get to and from school while at 
the same time helping to keep the 
beleaguered system from going 
broke. 

The first priority will be to establish 
modifications of Newton Rider routes 
which will best serve those students 
who need the system while maintain- 
ing the same levels of service along 
the rest of the system. 

To that end, Saxe has arranged a 
meeting at Newton City Hall on Satur- 
day afternoon at 3 p.m. to discuss 
possible changes with representatives 
of Parent-Teacher-Student Associa- 
tions, the bus companies who run the

system and city officials. 

The second step is for Newton Rider 
passes to be printed and sold at a dis- 
counted price to students by the in- 
dividual PTSA's and other local com- 
munity organizations. The passes will 
cost $4 and will be good for one week 
ata time. 

Saxe said additional buses could be 
added if there is enough favorable 
response from parents who want their 
children to take advantage of the 
Newton Rider's supplemental ser- 
vice. Bernheimer suggested that 
other PTSA's may help subsidize the 
system for the additional service. 

The Newton Rider's Route One cir- 
cuit will be detoured to either the 
Meadowbrook Junior High School or 
Newton South High School during its 
first three trips each weekday morn- 
ing. Saxe assures regular riders of the 
bus that they will not be affected by 
the diversion since time is being cut 
from the period the buses wait in 
Newton Centre te pick up passengers. 

The Route Two circuit which ser- 
vices Beacon Street and Com- 
monwealth Avenue may also be 
diverted to bring students to the 
Weeks Junior High School. 

The pressure is on the Newton 
Rider officials to make decisions on 
exactly how they will modify service 
to help out at least some of the 
estimated 1,000 students left without 
transportation by the School Commit- 
tee's decision. 

Once the details are worked out, it 
will be up to the city to get the passes 
printed and sold in short order. Get- 
ting the word on the Newton Rider's 
schedule and routes to those students

Real Property is a term used to describe land. Usually included in the 
definition are all improvements to the land, such as buildings, driveways, 
landscaping, or any other things that are attached to the land or a 
building. 

Such attachments include paneling, built-in kitchen cabinets, sinks, 
dishwashers, etc., a furnace or hot water heater, combination screens 
and storm windows and many other articles that are intended to be per- 
manently attached. 

In determining the value of real property the appraiser must take these 
factors into consideration. 

There are three methods of appraising real property that are used by 
experts when called to court to testify as to their opinion of the value of a 
certain piece of property. The experts’ opinion of value may be different 
depending upon which method is used. 

The three accepted methods are: 

— Market value 

— Replacement cost 

— Income or capitalization value 

Market value is generally used for determining the value of single 
family or owner occupied multiple family dwellings. This method re- 
quires a study of the sale price of comparable homes in similar locations 
and then adjustments are made for differences in the homes (such as an 
extra bath, no garage, extra bedroom, modern kitchen, etc.) The 
underlying economic principle that governs this method is that within on- 
ly one community there are a number of similar properties for sale at any 
given time and a buyer will not pay more for one than another unless 
there is an extra value received. People have a tendency to undervalue 
their homes until they decide to sell and do their own study of sales prices 
of similar homes. 

A second method is the replacement cost value. In our inflationary 
economy the replacement cost of residential property often exceed the 
market value. With commercial property this is not necessarily so. 

In determining replacement cost the appraiser must first determine 
the type. quality, age, square footage of the original unit, cost and 
depreciation. 

More and more uppraisers take the position that the replacement cost 
method does not require that the original workmanship be replaced but 
that it be replaced with materials of a similar quality. 

The differences between a home constructed in 1980 and one built in 
1930 are so great that it is extremely difficult to fairly use this method. 
For example, today's houses are designed for more efficient use of space, 
the quality and capacity of the electric service is incomparable, methods 
of insulation used today were not available then and the use of certain 
materials has changed dramatically, horsehair plaster and hardwood 
floors have been replaced by sheetrock and wall to wall carpet. 

The income or capitalization method is generally used to determine the 
value of commercial property. The formula is stri straight forward. Total 
income minus maintenance expenses, taxes and betterments equal the 
net income. 

The maintenance expenses may include utilities, insurance, heat, 
repairs, janitorial service or other. 

Interest paid on your mortgage (also called debt service) is not taken 
into consideration). 

The net income is then divided by the cost or capital investment to 
determine the rate of return. 

The value of the property will vary from city to city depending upon 
location, age, condition of the property and economic life in the communi- 
ty.

The 
Route Two line, operated by Andre 
Coach Lines, is in more serious need 
of a cash infusion to keep it alive. 

The Newton Rider system is at a 
critical turning point in its brief 
history. Faced with the day-to-day 
necessities of finding money to keep 
going while trying to increase rider- 
ship, the city's latest alternative- 
public-transportation system is 
already exploring ways it can expand 
its service and improve its ‘fledging” 
image. As a start, new Newton Rider 
mini-buses are being adorned with the 
system's logo-to replace the con- 
verted school buses currently in use.

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Nosediving mercury spurs rash of fuel aid requests

NEWTON-— The severe cold spell 
has caused a rash of calls to the 
Department of Human Services by ci- 
ty residents who have run out of home 
heating oil. 

Howard Lipton, director of the 
department, said that over the last 
several weeks the department has 
received nearly 30 emergency calls 
for fuel assistance. 

Lipton pointed out that oil con- 
sumption in the area is up about 25 
percent because of the consistently 
frigid temperatures. 

“We have had more people than last 
winter contact us about emergency 
fuel assistance,’ he said. ‘‘People are 
Tunning out of oil and don’t have the 
money to pay for it.”” 

Last winter, the department had on- 
ly received a “few” calls at this time 
for emergency fuel assistance, Lipton 
said. 

‘ The cold weather has also 
presented problems for other city 


departments. Michael Kukilinski, 
energy specialist for the city, has 
estimated that the city is using 15 per- 
cent more heating fuel than last 
winter. 

The School Department has also 
felt the impact of the harsh weather. 
The Oak Hill Elementary School did 
not hold classes for the second time 
this school year Friday because of 
frozen pipes. During the Christmas 
vacation, the Burr School also suf- 
fered a pipe freeze up. 


Roy Cornelius, director of support 
services for the School Department, 
said that if the cold weather does not 
let up it could also present the depart- 
ment with a budget dilemma. 


Although the price of oil is 13 per- 
cent lower than the department an- 
ticipated in this year’s budget, Cor- 
nelius estimated that energy con- 
sumption in city schools is up 20 per- 
cent. 

“If the price of oil continues to go 


up it could become a problem,” said 
Cornelius. 


Sidewalks vs. social services 


Newton block grant: a question of priorities

NEWTON —Sidewalks vs. ser- 
vices to people — that was the issue at 
Thursday night's hearing on Com- 
Munity Development Block Grant 
(CDBG, or simply CD) spending. 

Cuts recommended by the Planning 
and Development Board in CD fun- 
ding of Newton’s social services pro- 
mpted questions over the board's 
priorities. 

Of the $2.4 million in CD money an- 
ticipated from the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) for FY 82, only $101,500 is pro- 
posed for human services support, a 
38-percent cut from last year’s alloca- 
tion of $163,428. 

Joann Williams, a member of the 
board of the West Surburban Council 
for Children, voiced concern over pro- 
posed cuts in day care programs, ask- 
ing members of the Planning and 
Development Board whether im- 
provements to a house or a yard were 
more important than children. 

At the public hearing last night at 
F.A. Day Junior High School in 
Newtonville, Board member Dr. 
Ernest Siciliano asked Williams what 
her priorities were when it came to 
subsidized housing versus day care, 
while confessing that her plea had 
“‘won him over.” 


Dale Silin of the Planning and 
Development Department stated that 
although human services programs 
had been cut under the proposals for 
FY 82, there was actually a four- 
tenths-of-one-percent increase in the 
percentage of available federal funds 
going to social services. Since less 
money is being carried over from last 
year, Silin explained, less is available 
for CD projects. 

Although $1.3 million was carried 
over last year, the Planning Depart- 
ment's director, Barry Canner, said 
design schedules have been reworked 
to fall in line with expenditures 
because of concerns of the federal 
government that money was not being 
spent fast enough. 

Board member David Lurensky 
reminded the audience of approx- 
imately 30 citizens that the targets of 
CD funds are primarily physical im- 
provements and revitalization. All 
projects must meet at least one of 
three HUD stipulations: 1) benefit low 
to moderate income persons; 2) pre- 
vent slums and blight; and 3) meet an 
urgent community need. 

Community Development Director 
Diane Schorr noted that human ser- 
vices qualify under the first category, 
but not under the third. According to 
Schorr, urgent needs are defined as 
threats to health and safety which oc- 


The price of fuel has increased 
steadily in the last year and is ex- 
pected to go higher before the winter 
is over. 

However, Cornelius pointed out that 
the price of oil is still $5-$6 per barrel 
below the sum budgeted by the 
department. 

In fiscal 1980, the School Depart- 
ment spent $917,000 for fuel oil. This 
year, $1,396,000 has been ap- 
»propriated for fuel vil in schools. 

Lipton said, ‘‘We have had a steady 
number of people calling for informa- 
tion on fuel assistance.”” 

Lipton said there are a number of 
avenues open for low-income 
residents who need fuel assistance. 
Residents can fill out applications for 
fuel assistance provided by Action for 
Boston Community Development 
(ABCD) by scheduling an appoint- 
ment at the Human Services Office at 
City Hall. 


Although applications for fuel 
assistance were up markedly last 
year from 243 to 573, Lipton said the 


curred within the previous six mon- 
ths. Usually problems due to hur- 
ricanes, floods or a serious 
snowstorm qualify. 

Larry Hasenfus, youth coordinator 
for Newton Community Service 
Center’s Youth Center Program, said, 
“I’m wondering if we won’t qualify 
under urgent needs in light of Proposi- 
tion 2%.” 

According to Hasenfus, funding for 
youth programs — the Job Bank, 
juvenile court restitution and six 
drop-in centers — comes mainly from 
the Recreation Commission and com- 
munity development. Recreation 
Commission support will be seriously 
threatened by 2'4, Hasenfus said. 

The CD allocation for Community 
Service Center's teen programs cuts 
their funding from $27,000 to $20,000. 

Proposed funding of six 
neighborhood-strategy areas met 
with general approval from members 
of neighborhood advisory commit- 
tees. 

Newton Corner is slated to receive 
the largest block-grant portion, at 
$214,105, for street improvements and 
work on the Charlesbank area, which 
prompted Jackson Homestead Direc- 
tor Duscha Scott to register 
“displeasure” over the neglect of the 
Jackson Homestead in the revitaliza- 
tion plans. 


Skating areas to open after all

NEWTON — There will be 
skating on Crystal Lake and 
Bullough’s Pond after all. 

Alderman Rodney Barker announc- 
ed at the Newton School Committee 
meeting Thursday night that an ar- 
rangement has been worked out to 
allow skating on the two ponds this 
winter subject to a user fee and 
weather conditions. Skating should 
start on Monday at 2p.m. 

Free supervised skating which is 
not subject to a user-fee is still 
available at Ware’s Cove in Auburn- 
dale. 

The Newton Recreation Commis- 
sion will be meeting in a special ses- 
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sion on Saturday to discuss the exact 
amount that will be charged those 
who wish to skate at the two locations. 

Earlier, it had been feared that the 
Recreation Department would have 
to eliminate Crystal Lake and 
Bullough’s Pond supervised skating 
in order to save an estimated $6,000 to 
$10,000 this fiscal year. 

A group of Bullough’s Pond 
neighbors submitted a petition pro- 
testing the cuts to Mayor Theodore 
Mann.

Lipton explained, ‘‘Both trust funds 
have been very helpful to us in dealing 
with emergency assistance.” 

The Department has also received 
calls from citizens who can afford oil, 
but are looking for local companies 
that can make quick deliveries. 

Lipton advised residents to 
regularly check their heating oil supp- 
ly to assure they will not run out, 
noting the cold weather results in a 
sharp increase in consumption of fuel. 

Furthermore, he said residents 
should also consider home im- 
provements, such as weatherstripp- 
ing, to assure that their homes are 
“energy efficient.”

“It does not seem reasonable to be 
revitalizing Newton Corner while

A red flag for 
real tax reform 


It might not be a bad idea for cities and 
towns to adopt a dual budget approach in 
this year of Proposition 2 2. Meat-axe 
chopping already has begun in advance of 
fiscal 1982, which begins July 1, in some of 
them; others are moving more slowly on a 
tentative path evidently in anticipation of 
legislative relief. 


Even through there is a provision for 15 
percent phasing in over several years 
while full values are established, the meat- 
axers act as though everything has to be 
wrapped up by the end of June 1981. 


Economies already made to offset loss of 
auto excise tax revenue in the current 
budgets were necessary. Preparing for the 
worst in the next year, which would come 
from legislative inaction, has to be a pru- 
dent administrative course, as well. 


School closings, layoffs of teachers, 
janitors and other support personnel are 
being charted. So are extensive cutbacks 
in the protective departments, police and 
fire. All OK so far. Proponents were asking 
local officials to trim the fat, particularly 
in education affected by declining enroll- 
ment, and such things as overtime 
elsewhere. But the state was the ultimate 
target, both in putting its own fiscal house 
in order and reshuffling the tax system to 
take the monkey off the backs of local pro- 
perty taxpayers. ‘ 


What we’re suggesting are perhaps one, 
two or three different spending blueprints 
to be drafted by department heads, in con- 
junction with municipal executive and 
legislative bodies. 


One would be the doomsday or meat-axe 
budget, predicated on a loss of revenue 
and no relief beyond what is expected from 
adjusted valuations, if possible. 


Another would be to take the same 
figures and allow for a gradual phase-in, 
thereby limiting the impact. 


Still another would be to set minimum 
levels of adequacy in city-town services, 
then go to the state and say you must come 
up with a revision of the distribution for- 
mula in order that we can function in a 
basic way. 


No doubt about it, Proposition 2 % has 
rocked the Legislature to give it No. 1 
priority. Senate Majority Leader George 
Keverian says it will affect every fiscal 
decision on the Hill. But he also said 
something that can be ominous: 
“implementation...may result in doing 
nothing at all.” 


That ought to red flag the Citizens for 
Limited Taxation, chief advocate 
organization for 2 42, to keep the pressure 
on. 
For those of us at on the home front, it is 
meat-axing versus minimum adequacy of 
service. Two-pronged budget analysis will 
be useful.

WASHINGTON — House Speaker 
Thomas P. O'Neill of Massachusetts and 
the new chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, Rep. Dan 
Rostenkowski of Illinois, played their 
version of the good cop-bad cop routine 
in rejecting Republican demands for 
more seats on the committee. 

Rostenkowski has privately told 
Republicans he could not budge O’Neill, 
who insisted that the Democrats keep a 
2-to-1 margin on ways and means even 
though their edge in the House is only 56 
percent. But O'Neill’s associates claim 
that the speaker is taking that position at 
Rostenkowski's request to protect him 
from his Republican colleagues on the 
committee. 

Junior Republican congressmen want 
to disrupt the business of the House in 
reprisal, but party leaders do not want to 
risk sabotaging the Reagan tax program 
in the Ways and Means Committee. On 
the contrary, the committee’s 
Republicans have written Rostenkowski 
asking for quick consideration of 
President-elect Reagan's tax proposals. 


Reagan’s new headhunter 


Members of Ronald Reagan's kitchen 
cabinet faced down chief headhunter E. 
Pendleton James at a heated meeting in 
Washington Dec. 31 to protest the 
absence of political tests for Reagan ad- 
ministration officials and to correct this 
by putting one of their own in charge. 

Kitchen cabineteer William Wilson, a 
millionare Los Angeles real estate 
developer, was put in overall charge of 
selecting subcabinet and other top of- 
ficials. Wilson, a longtime friend of 
Reagan, will scrutinize future recom- 
mendations from James’ headhunting 
team to make sure friends, not enemies, 
of the president-elect are selected. 

Actually, political fitness reports on 
job seekers have been made regularly 
by Keith Bulen, a former Indiana state 
Republican chairman who has been a 


key Reagan campaign operative, But 
James, who heads a Los Angeles-based 








executive search company, has ignored 
Bulen’s recommendations, Wilson is on 
hand to make sure that comes toa stop. 


America’s new voice 


Los Angeles millionaire Charles Wick, 
an intimate friend of President-elect 
Reagan and a member of his kitchen 
cabinet, is poised to embark on his first 
government service at age 6] as director 
of the International Communications 
Agency (ICA). 

“If Wick wants it, the job is his,” one 
well-placed transition official tuld us. 
Friends say Wick definitely wants it. A 
semi-retired entrepreneur (nursing 
homes and motion pictures, among other 
pursuits), Wick does not fit the pattern of 


staff, and in statements to reporters, 
that I made no such rule and knew of 
none. 

Which, however, does not mean 
there were not those in all three Ad- 
ministrations who assumed there was 
such a rule, who practiced, without be- 
ing told, a policy of rewarding political 
friends.

presses purchase 
of golf course

NEWTON — A group of aldermen is 
urging that the purchase of the 
Chestnut Hill golf course by the city, 
which has been held up by a law suit, 
be considered a top priority by Mayor 
Theodore Mann. 


The request by 22 aldermen was in 
response to an Executive Department 
letter outlining priority choices for 
the next fiscal year's capital outlay. 


City plans to acquire more than 71 
acres of the Chestnut Hill Country 
Club remaining after the construction 
of 42 townhouses on Algonquin Road 
and Kenrick Street have been stalled 
by a law suit initiated in July. 


In the letter to Mann, aldermen ex- 
plained, “We understand that there is 
approximately $1,000,000 in revenue 
from the sale of surplus buildings 
which may be used for this purpose, if 
high borrowing costs or an uncertain 
bond market will delay swift acquisi- 
tion." 


Mayor Mann assured that the city 
will continue to press for a completion 
of the sale. Mann noted that the sale of 
the golf course will generate a suffi- 
cient income over a “period of years 
to pay for the purchase and “afford 
the city the opportunity of leasing the 
golf course to a private operator who 
would make it available for public 
use." 


In June, Aldermen approved the ac- 
quisition of the golf course from the 
Newton Commonwealth Improve- 
ment Corporation, a group of 
neighbors who bought the club at an 
auction last April. 


However, Fred Dorr, a former 
member of the Commonwealth group 
and one of the largest abutters of the 
site, filed a suit in Middlesex District 
Court to prevent the sale. 

Although city officials have tagged 
the suit a stalling tactic, Dorr has 


charged that a betterment assess- 
ment on direct abutters of the proper- 
ty is illegal. Furthermore, Dorr has 
cited the the threat of increased traf- 
fic on Kenrick Street, which will pro- 
vide an entrance to the golf course. 


Thomas McKenna, Dorr'’s attorney, 
said he expects a trial date to be set 
within the next two months. 


McKenna argued that the impact of 
the golf course on the neighborhood 
hasnot been considered by the city. 
He also emphasized that the across 
the board betterment assessments 
were “not in compliance with the 
law." 


McKenna asserted, ‘‘The city has 
spent no time deciding what effect the 
golf course would have on the Kenrick 
Street area.” 


Dorr has also protested the con- 
struction of townhouses on the site in 
an area originally zoned for single 
family housing. 


The Commonwealth Corporation 
plans to sell 10 acres of the land to 
Barkan properties for the 
townhouses. As a result of the law 
suit, the neighborhood owners have 
been carrying the cost of holding the 
land in terms of paying taxes and in- 
terest. 


McKenna claims that Kenrick 
Street can not handle the increase in 
traffic which would result from the 
development. 

City attorney Michael Peirce, who 
is handling the Dorr case, stressed 
that the city has done traffic studies 
on the area. 


He explained, *'All parties have had 
an opportunity to be heard on the sale 
which is one of the longest standing 
special permits in the last three 
years.” 


Mayor Mann said the sale of the 
land will culminate in the continued 
operation of the property ‘without 
burdening the property taxpayers of 
Newton.”

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Black belt an artist, not a bully 


Expert claims karate made him peaceful

NEW YORK (UPI) — As a 
holder of a fourth degree black 
belt, the coach of the United 
States karate team sees himself 
and his art form as agents of 
peace and good sportsmanship. 

“Karate should be viewed on 
two levels,’’ says Alex Sternberg, 
who won 75 championships during 
an eight-year competitive career 
and was recently named the 
chairman of the karate team for 
the 11th Maccabiah Games. “‘It is 
a form of self defense and it also is 
a sport. 

“T'd say 80 percent of people 
think of karate in terms of self 
defense,” he says. ‘‘The other 20 
percent see it as a sport or both. 
There isn’t a large city in the 
world that doesn’t have at least 
one karate school. When people 
think of karate, they think of 
violence. But they are wrong. 
Karate is an humbling ex- 
perience. 

“The holder of a black belt in 
karate (which means, incidental- 
ly, empty hand) is capable of a 
one-blow kill. But the holder of a 
black belt is not a bully. It would 
be so easy for him to beat up an 
ordinary person on the street that 
it wouldn’t be worth the effort. I 
have been associated with karate 
for 18 years. I have seen fewer in- 
juries in those 18 years than I 
would see in one year as a high 
school football coach.” 

What can an average woman — 
say 30 years old, 5 feet, 4 inches 
and 110 pounds — expect to 
achieve after a six-month course 
in karate? 

“The ability to prevent anyone 
from mugging her,’’ says Stern- 
berg. “At that point she would 
know enough to stop anyone. It

wouldn’t make any difference 
how big the mugger was. If she hit 
him right, he would go down.” 

As karate chairman for the 
Maccabiah Organizing Commit- 
tee, Sternberg will organize the 
U.S. team to the Games, July 6-16, 
1981, which are expected to at- 
tract 3,000 competitors in 23 
sports. He believes Olympic of- 
ficials should copy a novel wrinkle 
of the ‘‘Maccabiah Village” if 
they really are interested in 
fostering good will among nations 
through sports competition. 

“At the Maccabiah Games, we 
house people by sports rather 
than by countries,”’ he explains. 
“That way, they truly share a 
common experience through 
sports. We don’t emphasize na- 
tionalities. We emphasize good 
relations through a common ex- 
perience in sports.”’ 

Sternberg compares the sport of 
karate to fencing. 

“The black belt karate com- 
petitor has been trained to control 
his muscles,’ says Sternberg. 
“He knows how to hit the body 
with the maximum power. But he 
doesn’t follow through — just as in 
fencing. The fencer doesn’t run 
his opponent through with his foil. 
The object is to show skill, to in- 
itiate strategy, to score a point

and move away. He doesn’t want 
to hurt anybody. Injuries are ac- 
cidental. 

“Learning karate is a humbling 
experience. From the standpoint 
of self defense, anyone at any age 
can learn in about six months. 
From the standpoint of sport, the 
person should start at between 12 
and 14 years of age. Like any 
athlete, the person should have 
some skills. An awkward person 
probably would not have a good 
future in karate. There has to be 
something there for the instructor 
to bring out. 


“Training for karate is similar 
to training for boxing. In fact, the 
difference between karate and 
boxing is not great. If you 
eliminate a man’s legs as a 
weapon, karate is very similar to 
boxing.’” ——— 

Karate proficiency is judged in 
most schools by belts at four 
levels — white, green, brown and 
black. 

“The white belt is the begin- 
ner,” says Sternberg. ‘‘The green 
belt’s reflexes are pretty good. 
The green belt knows how to kick 
and how to use the hands for

blocking. 

“The brown belt knows a Jot. He 
has more precision. He can 
deliver a greater amount of force. 
He has muscle control. He can br- 
ing much more force to bear ona 
given target. The black belt has 
been trained for a one-blow kill. 


He knows when to hit and he has 
the timing. To a potential mugger, 
a brown belt is actually more 
dangerous than black belt. The 
brown belt might unleash more 
power than is needed. The black 
belt wouldn’t unload. To be a 
black belt, takes five or six years. 


It is one thing to achieve a level of 
self defense and another to be a 
black belt competitor.” 

“In street fighting, or self 
defense, the premium points of at- 
tack are the rib cage, the shins, 
the chin and the face, in general,”’ 
says Sternberg. ‘In competition, 
however, it is strictly forbidden to 
make any blow above the neck. 


“The competition takes place in 
a ring which is 24 feet square. 
There is a non-scoring referee and 
four judges. 





“The sport is growing. We had 
800 competitors at a tournament 
in Great Gorge, N.J., and we have 
had a two-day tournament in Los 
Angeles involving more than 2,000 
competitors. Karate is bigger 
than it has ever been in my 18 
years association with it.” 


Sternberg, who stands 5-foot-9 
and weighs 160 pounds, was born 
in Hungary on Oct. 30, 1950. His 
family moved to the United States 
when he was 10 years old and he 
studied at Torah Vodaath High 
School in Brooklyn and 
Kingborough and Brooklyn Col- 
leges before being ordained a rab- 
bi at the Talmudical Academy in 
Brooklyn. He is married to the 
former Rochelle Cohen, has a 
four-year old son, Dov, and 
resides in Forest Hills, N.Y. 


His current position on the Mac- 
cabiah Organizing Committee is 
under the auspices of the U.S. 
Committee Sports For Israel, 
whose president is basketball Hall 
of Famer Nat Holman, one of 
America's legendary sports 
heroes. 

“I was a troublesome kid,” 
Sternberg recalls. “‘The Yeshivas 
don’t emphasize physical educa- 
tion courses but a YMCA in the 
Williamsburg, Brooklyn, section 
had a karate course. I became in- 
terested and then deeper and 
deeper involved. 


“I began to learn,” he con- 
cludes. “I no longer had to prove 
anything. The bully mentallity 
disappeared. I learned to respect 
what I could do and what other 
people could do. 

“That's why I say karate train- 
ing makes people more 
peaceable.”

COLOGNE, West Germany (UPI) — Anyone 
who thinks European chefs are hard to please 
obviously hasn't had to deal with a small-ar- 
my of China's best cooks, transplanted from 
Peking for a culinary tour de force in the 
West. 

Figuring in advance the transition to Oc- 
cidental kitchens could prove traumatic, the 
13 chefs flew in more than a ton of equipment 
and special ingredients that included each 
one's personal six-inch-thick wooden chopping 
block and cleaver. 

“It’s not easy to make good Chinese food 
away from China,'’ said Guo Wenbin, a jelly, 
round-cheeked man whose figure indicates 
he's often sampled specialties like braised sea 


cucumber and gong bao chicken from his 
native Sichuan region. “I'm not used to 
sophisticated Western utensils, and I cannot 
cut properly without my own block.” 

There were other problems, such as finding 
three-year-old chickens, the only kind the 
chefs can use to produce greaseless, clear 
broth in hours of boiling, and ducks that still 
possessed their heads, feet and intestines. 

In the end the dishes of Fujian, Hunan, Pek- 
ing, Canton and Sichuan that were produced 
were magnificent, said guests who sampled 
them at the opening of a two-week demonstra- 
tion of China’s cooking art. It was the first 
such demonstration ever done overseas with 
cooperation of the Peking government. 

The chefs were all from the Hotel Peking, 
an establishment that is, not surprisingly, bet- 


ter known for cuisine than living accommoda- 
tions. It has 315 of China’s most accomplished 
chefs, roughly one for each three of its 900 
rooms. 

The group, none of whom had ever been out- 
side China before, was brought to Cologne by 
America’s Intercontinental Hotels, which has 
been negotiating with Peking for the past 
three years to build hostelries in several 
Chinese cities. 

The chefs finally settled for two-year-old 
hens from an egg farm to make their broth. 
But Peking duck, the golden, crispy-skinned 
dish for which China's capital is renowned, 
didn’t make the final menu because the chefs 
would accept nothing less than perfection. 

“There's a law in Germany that requires all 
ducks to be already cleaned when they arrive 


at the butchers, and the bodies are split 
open,” said group leader Cai Jingzhi. 

“We take the intestines out through two lit- 
tle holes under the wings and then pump air 
inside before basting with honey and drying 
the ducks for 24 hours. That way they arrive at 
the table whole.” 

Cai located a farm that provided complete 
ducks — the webbed feet make a separate, 
special dish after being carefully peeled, boil- 
ed in broth and daubed with oyster sauce. But 
no charcoal-fired ovens were available and it 
was found gas couldn’t produce the same 
results, even after three special burners were 
installed. So a recipe for crispy fried duck was 
substituted instead. 

The final menu included such cold 
specialties as duck in salt, Yunnan ham, dace 


(a variety of fish) with black beans, spring 
bamboo shoots with chili and spicy Sichuan 
sausage. Hot dishes included abalone with fish 
maw, deep fried Sichuan duck and sauteed 
pork in molded rice crusts. 


“It's completely different than Chinese food 
we've had before,’ said one German guest. 
“The Sichuan dishes are a bit tongue-burning 
in the beginning, but after the initial shock, 
they are really delicious.”” 

Some of the best dishes were family-style 
ones the chefs prepared for their own meals, 
giving the public a taste along with the more 
exotic items. They included fresh water fish in 
oil, and fish in a sour sauce made of chicken 
broth, sesame oil and a touch of soy sauce and 
vinegar.

For $4.95, a Colorado-based com- 
pany sent a 24-page booklet of 100 
ways to make $50,000 a year, in- 
cluding raising rabbits, babysitting 
other people's houseplants and typ- 
ing. A California entrepreneur sug- 
gested connecting buyers and sellers 
from classified ads as a six-hour ef- 
fort that will net you $10,000. His ad-

During the last 12 years, over a 
million couples have gone on a 
“weekend,’’ as it is called. It lasts 
from Friday through Sumday after- 
noon. A six-to-eight member husband 
and wife team that includes either a 


vice cost $2. ‘$20,000 cash or a home 
of your own’’ turned out to be a lot- 
tery, which was closed down by the 
Wisconsin attorney general.

Inauguration 
to cost plenty 


By Peter A. Brown 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Ronald Reagan's in- 
auguration is going to cost about $8 million — and 
that doesn’t count most of the massive Security. 

The inaugural committee — run by Washington 
public relations executive Robert Grey and Los 
Angeles businessman Charles Wick — is in charge 
of the countless events which culminate in the 
swearing-in of Reagan as 40th president Jan. 20 and 
the festive parade down Pennsylvania Avenue to 
the White House. 

There are many events — both very costly and 
free — in the three days before Reagan takes the 
oath at the Capitol. 

Virtually all the money for the activities comes 
from private sources — either from the sale of 
tickets and souvenirs, or from corporate contribu- 
tions. 

Included in the $8 million figure is about $2 
million to pay satellite costs for beaming the in- 
augural balls to 100 cities around the country, 
where local balls will be held. 

In addition to the committee, Congress has 
budgeted $463,000 for its share — mostly construc- 
tion of the platform for the swearing-in. 

Some inaugural events — such as the opening 
ceremonies at the Lincoln Memorial and a series of 
concerts — are free. Other's are quite expensive, 
especially the inaugural balls and some of the 
receptions, 

A spokesman said many firms doing the actual 
work at the events are willing to work on credit 
because much of the money to pay for the events 
comes from the ticket sales. 

“T don't know what we've raised so far,” he said. 
“We fear if we disclose how much we've taken in it 
hurts further efforts. It can often take three to six 
months after the inauguration until all the fund- 
rasing is completed.” 

He said he had no idea how much the extensive 
security to protect two presidents — Carter and 
Reagan — will cost. Secret Service spokesman 
Jack Warner said he did not know, either. 

Tickets for the gala at the Capitol Centre in Lan- 
dover, Md., which features Frank Sinatra, Dean 
Martin, Bob Hope and other show business names, 
go for $100-$150, Boxes seats for eight are $10,000. 
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Police mistakes hurt ‘Ripper ‘search 


LEEDS, England (UPI) — For five years, everyone 
thought the men and women hunting the Yorkshire 
Ripper were the best criminal investigators in Britain 
each a modern-day Sherlock Holmes. 

Two hundred full-time officers and another 300 part- 
timers conducted more than a quarter of a million in- 
terviews and took 30,000 statements in their search for 
the man who since 1975 had mimicked the gruesome 
killings of Jack the Ripper whose murders of pro- 
stitutes in and around London's sordid Whitechapel 
district in 1888 remain one of Britain’s greatest unsolv- 
ed mysteries, 

All the paraphernalia of modern detective work — 
computer banks, forensic studies and even a multi- 
million dollar advertising campaign — were thrown 
into what authorities called the most comprehensive 
manhunt in British history. 

Then, before dawn last Nov. 18, two policemen made 
a mistake glaring enough to embarrass even a young 
boy scout. But in the process they may have unwitting: 
ly brought brought new life to a mired investigation. 
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The officers responded to an emergency ‘999" 
telephone call from two Leeds University students 
who pointed out a bloodstained handbag lying on the 
ground. 


One of the students, a former Hong Kong police in- 
spector, said the officers picked up the cream-colored 
purse, took a few notes and prepared to leave. They 
first refused the students’ pleas to search the area, 
then relented and made a cursory, three-minute in- 
spection. 


Ten hours later, a mid-morning shopper spotted the 
mangled body of Jacqueline Hill in an open field 60 
yards from where her handbag was found. She had 
been the 13th vict pointed out a bloodstained handim of 
the Yorkshire Ripper just minutes before the students 
made their emergency call, and the casual attitude of 
police officers had let the trail to her killer grow 
cold. 


“Tam not making excuses for these officers,"’ said 
an embarrassed Ronald Gregory, chief constable for 





the West Yorkshire region of northern England. 

“They made a search and did not find the body. In 
hindsight they should have found the body. I will in- 
vestigate to sebut to find that a police officer has been 
negligent is not going to catch the man we are seek- 
ing.” 

While he made a point of defending his junior of- 
ficers in public, Gregory was angry. In private, steps 
were taken to repair the prestige of the vaunted 
“Yorkshire Ripper Squad.” 


A week after Miss Hill's body was found, the 500- 
man investigating team was revamped. Four of Bri- 
tain's most senior investigators and a top forensic ex- 
pert were called in to set up a “Ripper think tank.” 
Foot patrols were increased dramatically in the dingy 
industrial towns the Ripper liked to haunt. 

“The police were in pairs every 300 or 400 yards,”’ 
said a taxi driver who regularly visited Chapeltown, 
the red light district of Leeds where four of the Rip- 





per's 13 victims were killed and another was maimed. 
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basketball and hockey teams, holds 19,000 spec- 
tators. 

Tickets for the inaugural balls are $100 per person 
or $2,000 for a box of eight seats. About 40,000 are 
expected to attend the balls. 

There are also 25,000 parade seats available at 
$15 to $100, depending on how close the seat is to 
Reagan. 

“We haven't worked it out exactly, but for a 
three-day trip including transportion and hotel its 
going to work out to about $1,000 per couple,” the 
spokesman said, —"if you don’t hit the most expen- 
sive places in town.” 


Taxi operators 
look into diesel 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The high cost of gasoline has 
the country’s taxicab operators looking into diesel 
engines — but there are a lot of obstacles. 

A diesel engine consumes roughly half as much 
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so easy to find mechanics who understand them. 

In a boat or a stationary application where the 
engine never idles, a diesel usually will last two to 
three times as long as a gasoline motor but in a 
passenger car, where the engine idles a lot, the gas 
engine may come close to matching the diesel’s 
longevity. 

Diesel engines captured the taxicab market 
years ago all over the world except in the American 
countries where gasoline was so cheap. The Ger- 
man Mercedes-Benz company tried and failed to 
break into the New York City taxicab field with its 
excellent small diesel car about 20 years ago. Now 
one American and two European builders are mak- 
ing some headway. ‘ 

The French Peugeot company, whose diesels 
power two-thirds of the 9,000 cabs in Paris, and the 
British Austin dompany, whose cabs dominate Lon- 
don's streets, are making a big pitch to American 
cab operators. f 

So is Checker Motors of Kalamazoo, Mich., 
builder of a large share of the country’s gasoline- 
powered cabs, Jerry Kaplow, sales manager for 
Checker in New York, said his company had sold 
200 cabs equipped with Oldsmobile diesel engines in 
New York and a substantial number elsewhere. _ 

Peugeot has sold 450 diesel cabs in the United 
States, 150 in New York City, but all to individual 
owners, The fleet operators are chary of the diesel 
cab because of the high first cost and are wary of 
foreign cars because they fear it may be tough to 
keep them serviced for the rough streets of many 
big cities, 4 

Checker's Kaplow said, though, that the biggest 
obstacle for the diese! cab is that no manufacturer 
is making a six-cylinder diesel in just the size the 
fleet owners want. The eight-cylinder Oldsmobile 
diesel looks too big to many of them. 

The American companies that could make such 
an engine have little incentive to do so at the mo- 
ment, he said, because they can sell all the engines 
they can produce at good prices in the truck and 
marine market, "You may have to wait months to 
get delivery on these engines,” he said. ‘ 

Because gasoline was so cheap in the Americas in 
the first three quarters of this century, the 
Manufacture of small diesel engines never 
dev ped in the United States as it did in Europe 
anc apan. Therefore, production can t be expand- 
ed pidly. Aieheys

“This reminder is based on our ex- 
periences to date and if citizens follow 
this suggestion, they may be able to 
avoid unnecessary delays in 
deliveries, confusion, and anxiety.” 
Over the next several months, the 
Department of Human Services will 
be coordinating several programs to 
assist Newton citizens.

Completing Action for Boston Com- 
munity Development (ABCD) heating 
assistance applications. This is not an 
emergency program since payment 
of $325-$750 is made within four-six 
weeks of applying. This stipend is 
available to a limited number of low- 
income citizens who meet the re- 
quirements of the program. In- 
terested individuals should contact 
the Department of Human Services 
for more information and to make an 
appointment to fill out an application. 
The Cousens Fund, the Perpetual 
Benevolent Fund, the Veterans Office 
and the Salvation Army will attempt 
to assist eligible residents who are in 
need to obtain one-time financial 
assistance.

NEWTON — During the week of 
Jan. 19, the enrichment program at 
Newton South High School will pre- 
sent two programs designed to ex- 
amine opposing aspects of a problem 
which is endemic in our culture — our 
obsession with food — and the serious 
physical and psychological problems 
that can result from eating too much 
or too little. 

On Jan. 21 at 11 a.m., Dr. Carl N. 
Brownsberger will talk about anorex- 
ia nervosa, a disease which strikes 
many teenagers who engage in pro- 
longed and severe dieting. 

Dr. Brownsberger is on the staff of 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital, where he 
served as Chief of the Department of 
Psychiatry from 1974-1980. He has 
held many academic appointments 


over the years, including the Univer- 
sity of Washington School of 
Medicine, Tufts Medical School and 
Harvard Medical School. Dr. 
Brownsberer will discuss the 
phenomenon of food addiction, the 
causes and treatment of anorexia and 
outline ways to prevent its occurence. 

On Friday, Jan. 23 at 10:05 a.m. a 
representative from Overeaters An- 
nonymous will talk about the causes 
and affects of overeating. The 
organization is devoted to helping 
people understand the reasons they 
eat too much and outlines methods 
they can use to change attitudes and 
behaviors about food. 

Both programs will be held in Room 
6202 and members of the community 
are invited to attend.

Lexington’s revolutionary ‘vane to be auctioned 


Is this rooster worth almost a 
quarter of a millinon dollars? We'll 
soon find out when it is put up for auc- 
tion on March 28 at the Phillips Auc- 
tion Gallery on Madison AVenue, 
N.Y., at 2 p.m. Until then, it can be 
seen at a Boston preview showing at 
Faneuil Hall before it is sent off to 
New York for its final destination. 

Why is it considered to be so 
valuable? It is called ‘‘Lexington’s 
gilded weathercock,” immortalized 
in Cambridge poet Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow’s poem, ‘The Midnight 
Ride of Paul Revere.’’ MOst 
schoolchildren were obliged to learn 
the poem word for word, stanza by 
stanza. 


It is said that the gilded cockerel 
formerly graced the steeple of the 
Meeting House on Lexington Green 
during the first battle of the American 
Revolution in 1775. (‘Twas the 19th of 
April, '75, and hardly a man is now 
alive,” wrote poet Longfellow of the 
opening battle on Lexington’s Village 
Green). And perhaps this very rooster 
served as a guidepost to Paul Revere 
during his famous ride. 


In all likelihood, it is the original 
Steeplecock weathervane, as experts 
have guessed that a large hole in its 
middle could very well have been 
caused by a British musket fired at 
close range. 

Collectors and curators from all 
over New England are expected to be 
drawn to view the weathercock. 

It has been hinted that the Lex- 
ington weathervane may possibly 
have been a creation of Shem 
Drowne, who also made the famous 
Faneuil Hall grasshopper. The gilded 
copper weathercock is expected to 
fetch between $100,000 and $150,000 
when it is sold at auction by Phillips. 
The New York headquarters of the 
famous auction house was the former 
Rhinelander mansion at Madison 
Ave, and 72nd St., in the heart of New 
York’s museums, art galleries and 
auction house area. 

Viewers may visit the rare bird 
beginning on Jan. 14 at the Grand 
Rotunda of Faneuil Hall before it 
wings its way to a more permanent 
perch, perhaps to grace a museum or 
private collection.

Spotlight on 
Rev. Theodore 
M. Hesburgh 


By KENT McDILL 


SOUTH BEND, Ind. (UPI) — Few people are 
willing to accept the weight of concern for all the 


world's problems. 


The Rev. Theodore M. Hesburgh, president of 
Notre Dame University, picks up that weight, 
throws it over his shoulder and carries it with him 


around the globe. 


Hesburgh is in his 29th year as president at Notre 
Dame — the dean of college presidents. In a poll of 
influential Americans, he finished second in the 


field of education. 


His full-time Notre Dame post is only the tip of 
the Hesburgh iceberg. He held six different ap- 
pointed chairmanships in 1980, including the 
Overseas Development Council and the Rockefeller 


Foundation. 


The 63-year-old priest says there was a time 
recently when he actually was in a position to relax 
a bit, but a phone call asking him to chair the Select 
Commission on Refugee and Immigration Policy 


put an end to that. 


“I just finished another assignment, the Commis- 
sion on the Holocaust, and I said, ‘for the first time 
in years I'm free of the U.S. Government and now I 
can relax and get my homework done’,”’ Hesburgh 


said in an interview. 


“Fritz (Vice President Walter) Mondale calls the 
next day and he said, ‘We've got to get a chairman 
for this, We can’t put anybody in because the 
secretary of state, attorney general, secretary of 
labor, and secretary of health and human resources 
are on it.’ He says it’s a pretty high powered com- 


mission."”” 


Hesburgh accepted the chairmanship and the 


concern over illegal aliens. 


Besides his chairmanships, Hesburgh said, he 
holds 10 or 15 other jobs on councils and committees 
and advisory boards. He is well-traveled, to say the 


least. 


“T was down in South America last week, with the 
Chase board, which I’m also getting off this year,”” 


Hesburgh said. 


“To show you how fast the track is, I get out of 
Rio at 10:30 at night and by 1 the next afternoon I 
was in a meeting in Chicago, and then I drove back 
here and worked until 3 the next morning, I figured 
when I went to bed I hadn’t had my shoes off for two 


days. 


“I went east yesterday, did three jobs in New 
York, was out of there at 6:30 in the morning, and 
back here on the job,” he said. ‘‘A lot of people 
wouldn't rush that much, they'd go see a show. I 
haven't seen a play in New York, or even a movie, 


in years. 


“] think you can get a lot done, but you've got to 
keep at it. You can’t play around, and I haven’t had 
much chance to play around.” 

All the work Hesburgh performs for refugees, 
nuclear energy, human rights and science are 
secondary to his life’s main work, education. 
Despite his huge itinerary of travel, his home and 
his office are in South Bend. 

“T spend better than 50 percent of my time here,” 
he said. ‘‘When I'm here I work double shifts so 
they get better than 50 percent of my time. But if 
you were just on this kind of job for as long as I've 
been on it, you’d get pretty stale. It’s the outside 
thing that gives you new ideas you can bring in 


here. 


“I teach about seven or eight classes a year in one 
shot. Last year I taught a class on population in the 
freshman biology class, on the whole question of 


world population.

NEW YORK (NEA) 
— “Hi, what’s happen- 
ing? How’re you doing? 
Nice to see you. Gotta 
Tun.” 
They’re ‘‘conversa- 
tion openers’’ and 
“closers,” and some 
people don’t think twice 
about them. Shy people 
often do nothing but, 
and still come up empty 
conversationally. 

But making conversa- 
tion can be learned, 
says Joe Molnar, 
M.S.W., New York 
psychotherapist and 
member of the Continu- 
ing Education Faculty 
at New York University 
and the Hunter College 
Center for Lifelong 
Learning. 

Before you start talk- 
ing, though, make sure 
you have something to 
say. If you don’t, get it. 
“Develop your interests 
and hobbies. If you're 
not interested in things, 
how will you be in- 
teresting to others?” 

But even if you have 
played catch with the 
natives in New Guinea,’ 
you don’t just walk ue to 
a stranger and blurt 
that out. You can start, 
for one thing, by asking 
for information, he 
says. “Where do I find 
such and such, or how 
dol get, etc.?” 

Conversely, if you've 
got the facts, share 
them. You're in the 
Unen department; the 
woman next to you is 
eyeing a designer 
tablecloth at $75 and you 
know where she can get 
it for $50. Say so. 

Or simply go the heart 

the matter. Says 


Molnar, ‘Share a feel- 
ing. In a museum, talk 
about the painting 
you're looking at with 
the person nearby. 
Whatever the environ- 
ment, there’s something 
you can comment on. 
The bus is late or prices 
have gone up, or, at a 
party, the food is ter- 
rific, isn’t it?” 

Then, after you ex- 
change names (another 
simple gambit — “Hi, 
my name is —"’), ‘‘you 
can simply admit you're 
nervous, You'd be sur- 

rised how many people 

ides yourself are shy 
and this may provide a 
common ground."” 

It's always possible, 
of course, that someone 
will approach you first. 
But not likely if you're 
huddling in the corner 
studying the woodwork. 
So smile, make eye con- 
tact, be receptive. 

And once the talk is 
going, don’t panic if it 
evaporates into a pro- 
longed silence. “That 
can happen with shy 
people because they 
focus 99 per cent of their 
attention on 
themselves,” he says. 
“How do I look? Am I 
acting okay?” 

You may therfore ap- 
pear bored or ill at ease, 
neither of which makes 
for lasting relation- 
ships. So, to keep the 
coversation going, focus 
on your partner and use 
“open-ended” questions 
as opposed to ‘‘closed- 
ended” ones which 
merit short replies, 
often yes or no. 

“An open-ended ques- 
tion ususally starts with 
‘what,’ ‘how’ or ‘why,’ "’ 
he says. “But I would 











not recommend ‘why’ 
for the shy person begin- 
ning to practice conver- 
sation skills because 
‘why’ questions 
sometimes sound 
judgmental. When a 
mother says, why did 
you break that vase, it 
means, I don’t like what 
you did. So when people 
ask too many ‘why’s 
they sound like pro- 
secutors and we become 
defensive.” 


So try, how did you 
become a trapeze ar- 
tist? Or, what didn’t you 
like about Wood Allen's 
new movie? 


Still, yours is not to 
query only. Even Bar- 
bara Walters does her 
share of talking so, 
while you're listening, 
look for an opening to in- 
dulge in some ‘“‘self- 
disclosure.’’ That's 
when “‘you use the other 
person’s answer to in- 
ject something about 
yourself." In other

Chief Reilly warns 
about wood stoves 


NEWTON — Chief Edward B. Reil- 
ly, Jr., of the Newton Fire Depart- 
ment wishes to alert residents of the 
City of the dangers and hazards of 
wood burning stoves and other forms 
of supplementary heating during the 
winter months. 

Before a wood burning stove is in- 
stalled you must obtain a permit from 
the Building Department, and the in- 
stallation must be approved before it 
is used. 

You only have to read and listen to 
the news media to realize the number 
of fires, several of them fatal, that are 
directly connected to improper in- 
stalled wood burners. If you have 
such a unit make sure that the 
manufacture's directions for installa- 
tion and use are followed to the letter. 

Do not overload the unit with wood 
to get a hotter fire or keep it burning 


longer. Never go to bed with the stove 
burning. When you remove the ashes 
place them in a metal container and 
remove to the outside immediately — 
do not place on the porch or on the 
basement floor. Do not use it as an in- 
cinerator to dispose of paper or other 
rubbish as this type material 
generates a large amount of heat very 
quickly. 

Electric space heaters must be 
located where they will not come in 
contact with combustible materials. 


If there is any doubt of the amount of 
electricity in your home to supply a 
heater have your electrician check 
the service. Never use an electric 
heater in the bathroom as you could 
create a very severe shock hazard, 
Fireplaces are to be treated the 
same as wood burning stoves as to the

NEWTON — In what may be a 
dress rehearsal of next week's 
elementary-school closing vote, 
Newton School Committee members 
Monday showed strong sentiment for 
closing Claflin School next fall. 

Publicly expressing their views for 
the first time, five committee 
members told 250 parents and 
teachers at a comment-gathering 
forum that maintaining the Cabot and 
Zervas schools while closing Claflin 
was the safest, most efficient, most 
flexible and least disruptive of the 
proposed consolidation plans. 

The public hearing on school clos- 
ings will be held tonight (Thursday) 
in the auditorium of Newton South 
High School at 7:30 p.m. 

The School Committee is scheduled 
to vote on the closings Monday, Jan. 
26. 

The majority opinion comes after 
four public meetings and hours of 
discussions held on the 175-page 
school consolidation report that main- 
tained it is feasible to close two 
elementary schools.The report, 
issued last November by the Depart- 
ment of Research and Planning, said 
that Claflin and Bowen of the Oak 
Hill-Bowen cluster would be most 
easily closed. 

The committee, however, failed to 
reach a consensus over a closing in 
the second cluster, arguing not only 
over which school should be shut 
down but over when the consolidation 
should occur. 

Committee members Nancy Mann, 
Robert Ricles, Howard Spergel, 
Susan Silbey and Ann Berwick all 
agreed that closing Claflin would re- 
quire the fewest receiver schools, 
disrupt the least number of students 
and require less busing while allowing 
shorter and safer walking routes. 
Several members added that leaving 
Cabot open would provide the district 
with the greatest amount of space and 
greatest flexibility in terms of 
building and classroom usage. 

Chairwoman Berwick said that 
while a closing of Claflin would re- 


quire the relocation of day care, 
special needs and English as a Second 
Language programs, Cabot could ab- 
sorb the classes. Claflin, however, 
could not accept displaced Cabot pro- 
grams, she argued. 

While conceding that Claflin closing 
could lead to overcrowding in the 
reciever schools, she said that this 
problem would not occur until the 
future and could be dealt with through 
redistricting. 

“There are no persuasive reasons 
to close Cabot, except for building 
reuse and the amount of money sav- 
ings. The other issues in favor of clos- 
ing Claflin are more persuasive,” 
said Berwick. 

The amount of financial savings to 
be gained in the closing of elementary 
schools became a topic of dispute, as 
Claflin PTA members submitted a 
report challenging the findings of Vin- 
cent Silluzio, director of research and 
planning for the Newton School 
Department and author of the con- 
solidation study. 

Using different assumptions over 
the number of teachers that would be 
saved in a Cabot closing, the PTA 
report maintains that the school 
department would save from $58,000 
to $83,000 more by closing Cabot 
rather than Claflin. 

Silluzio, however, countered that 
the difference between his and the 
PTA’s figures arose when the PTA 
assumed a greater reduction in the 
number of teachers during a Cabot 
consolidation. 

He added that his earlier estimates 
of savings, which ranged from 
$275,000 to $325,000 a year under 
various Cabot closing scenarios and 
from $245,000 to $270,000 under the 
Claflin scenarios, are not intended to 
mean a substantial difference in ex- 
pected savings. He said that any 
school closing could be expected to 
save roughly $250,000. 

Committee member Sandra 
Fleischman summed up the views of 
the three undecided members.

Veterans waited for end of hostage drama

NEWTON— John Cetrone,5], a 
Navy veteran who saw action in 
World War II, spent Monday after- 
noon in the American Legion Post 440 
in Nonantum and like many citizens 
across the country waited hopefully 
for the word that the hostages had 
been released. 


As a settlement appeared only 
hours away, Cetrone and other Legion 
members spoke out on the interna- 
tional ordeal which has faced the 
country for the past 14-months. 

He explained, “I think it took too 
goddamun long...Jf Truman was in of- 


fice they (the hostages) would have 
been out two days after they were 
taken. You felt safe with Truman in 
office because you knew your country 
and government was behind you” 


Cetrone, who served on the U.S.S. 
Birmingham ship which was hit by a 
kamikaze on the Easter Sunday mor- 
ning of 1945, was one of many legion 
members who criticized Carter's 
handling of the crisis. 


“T think Carter was one of the worst 
presidents we ever had," he explain- 
ed. “It really frustrated me that the 
hostages were held captive so long.” 

In the Legion Hall where veterans 
gathered, an American flag stood by 
the side of a memorial to local 


residents who had given their life in 
war. 

William Walsh, a West Newton resi- 
dent, was cautious as the hostage 
drama appeared to come to a close. 

Walsh,74, said, ‘‘It looks good, but I 
want to see them home before | 
believe it.” 

Jack MacDonald, who served two 
years in the Army, also took aim at 
the Carter diplomacy. 

MacDonald asserted, ‘‘We should 
have went right in there and took 
them (the hostages) out. That is what 
Reagan would have done...They 
should have been out a year ago.”” 

MacDonald's brother, Abe, viewed 
the situation differently. He said, ‘I 
don't think they should have been 


there this long, but I also think Carter 
handled the situation very well. The 
Iranians may have been bluffing, but 
he couldn't take the chance.”” 

Phillip Milman of Randolph, who 
also served two years in the Ar- 
my, said, “I think its long overdue and 
I don’t think Harry Truman would 
have taken this garbage!”” 

“Carter did not have the diplomatic 
acumen to get the hostages out of 
there," Milman explained. ‘As 
Theodore Roosevelt said - ‘walk softly 
but carry a big stick.” 

Local officials offered a different 
perspective on the possible release of 
the hostages. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron 
Fink, who knew Waltham born 


educator William Keough, one of the 
52 hostages in Iran, explained, “My 
prayers have been with them all 
along. I am just absolutely 
delighted.” 

Fink knew Keough as superinten- 
dent of the Bedford School District. 

James Hickey, a spokesman for 
Mayor Theodore Mann who was in 
Washington for a meeting of the 
United States Conference of Mayors, 
said, “If and when they are actually 
released, it will be a cause for great 
relief and celebration.” 


He continued, ‘We owe a tremen- 
dous amount to the hostages and their 
families for their tremendous courage 
aid fortitude throughout this very dif- 


ficult struggle.” 

Board of Aldermen President Mat- 
thew Jefferson explained, “I am 
elated. President Carter was ab- 
solutely correct in the way he handled 
the situation. I don’t think the country 
has lost an ounce of prestige because 
it has showed we can bargain and 
compromise.” 


Newton State Rep. Susan Schur 
said, “I will be extremely relieved 
when it is over.” Noting the difficulty 
of the negotiations, Schur said, 
“From what I have read it was a lot 
more difficult than trading jelly- 
beans. The details in the last few days 
tell us the scale of what was involved 
in the negotiations,” 
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Trustees told new main library 
‘out of the question’ in Newton

NEWTONVILLE The fiscal 
climate for building a new main 
library building is ‘‘out of the ques- 
tion” the Board of Library Trustees 
was told at their meeting Wednesday 
night. 

Ward 6 Alderman Rodney Barker 
and Ward 4 Alderman Carol Ann Shea 
voiced their support for a new main 
library site, but asked the trustees to 
pursue the re-use of a school building. 
At the meeting at the Newtonville 
Branch Library, Barker and Shea 
stressed the need for communication 
between the trustees and the School 
Committee as decisions for the clos- 
ing of elementary schools are made 
by Jan. 26. Barker also advised 
discussions on re-use potential of 
various sites with the Planning 
Department. 

The re-use study by the Planning 
Department ‘makes it very clear that 
some schools are suitable for re-use 
and others are not,’’ Barker said. 

He hopes the School Committee and 
trustees will cooperate in making the 
decision on school closings. 

Trustee President Dorothy 
Reichard assured Barker and Shea 
that the trustees ad-hoc committee on 
library consolidation is ‘seriously 
considering recycling” a school 


building for a new main library. 

“T'm in full agreement that we've 
got to cooperate and work together,” 
Reichard said. ‘There are going to be 
school closings, we want a new main 
library and there isno money.” 

Reichard said she has begun talks 
with Vincent Silluzio, director of 
research and planning for the School 
Department, to “‘see what the situa- 
tion might be’’. 


Barker also suggested that trustees 
meet with the the local community 
before deciding to close a branch to 
see if any possibility exists for keep- 
ing it open while reducing the burden 
on the city. 

The committee on library con- 
solidation will meet each Monday 
night to develop criteria for closings 
and will present its recommendations 
at the March 2 meeting. 

So'far the committee has been col- 
lecting data and hypothesizing the ef- 
fect of closings on library service. The 
big consideration is the location of the 
new main library, Reichard said. 

Unfortunately, the committee's 
analysis will be too late for Library 
Director Virginia Tashjian as she sub- 
mits her final budget to the mayor’s 
office on Jan. 30. 

Within a week, Tashjian will be 
given a figure for the FY82 budget 


which she expects will force the clos- 
ing of branches. Since Tashjian would 
need to make the decisions on closings 
herself to comply with the Jan. 30 
deadline, she has asked for a reprieve 
“because of this most unusual situa- 
tion”. 

Tashjian hopes to be given an initial 
budget figure which she could comply 
with by Jan, 30 with the understan-

Cohen proposes legislation 
to strengthen energy council 


BOSTON — State Rep. David B. 
Cohen (D-Newton) has announced the 
submission of legislation to avert 
future shortages in natural gas. 


The legislation would vest the — 


Energy Siting Council with the 
authority and capability to make in- 
dependent determination of demand 
and supply requirements. 

Presently, the council must rely on 
information furnished to it by the gas 
companies. 

The bill also gives the, council the 
means to spot potential gas shortages 
before they occur and to prescribe 
remedial measures before the shor- 
tage of supplies reach crisis propor- 
tions. 

“There are three underlying causes 
of the present crisis, ‘‘ Cohen said. 
“First, the gas companies failed to 
plan adequately for a winter of this

NEWTON — Proposition 22 has 
taken fiscal autonomy over school 
budgets away from the Newton School 
Committee and given it to the Board 
of Aldermen. As a result, members of 
both governmental bodies will have to 
work together to determine where the 
cuts should be made. 

The shift in authority mandated by 
Proposition 242 could cause some pro- 
blems as the two governmental bodies 
get used to the change in roles. 

Committeeman Howard Spergel 
acknowledges, ‘‘One of the problems 
is the Board of Aldermen and the 
School Committee don’t have a long 
history of working together.” 

The Human Services Committee 
chaired by Ald. Carol Ann Shea will 
be meeting next week with the 
Newton School Committee to discuss 
mutual concerns in advance of the 
budget setting process. The aldermen 
on the committee have been charged 
with doing the initial review of the 


severity. The transmission pipelines 
into Massachusetts cannot carry 
enough gas to satisfy the regional 
needs. 

“As a result, the companies must 
rely on deliverable fuels such as LNG 
and liquid propane. As we now know, 
the reliability of these sources of sup- 
ply is all too uncertain, and we are 
paying the price of the industry’s in- 
tentional decisions not to provide ad- 
ditional pipeline capacity," Cohen 
said. 

“Second, the state simply does not 
have the means to verify the accuracy 
of the data which the gas companies 
can provide. Asa result, it was not un- 
til the company itself announced it 
that we learned that Boston Gas was 
critically short of fuel. 

“Third, the gas companies con- 
tinued to encourage conversions, 


knowing full well that supply might be 
inadequate to meet demand,” Cohen 
said. 

“The crisis points out a disturbing 
lack of concern on the part of the gas 
companies for the well-being of the 
public, Cohen charged. ‘Rather than 
inform the state of the potential shor- 
tage when the possibility first arose, 
they chose to hide their shortage in 
the vain hope that additional supplies 
would be procured. 

“Had the shortfall been brought to 
light earlier, conservation measures 
could have been instituted earlier and 
the possibility of industrial shortages 
and widescale economic disruptions 
averted. The legislation which I am 
proposing is designed to discover 
potential shortages at the earliest 
possible moment,” Cohen said.

_, NEWTON — User fees could pro- 
vide up to $4 million a year in revenue 
for Newton, according to chief budget 
officer David Wilkinson. 

Since the passage of Proposition 
2%, the city has explored ways of 
making up the expected $11 million 
shortfall in property and excise tax 
revenues, The application of user fees 


Street. Neighborhood officials stress- 
ed that the motion was put forward 
“in order to assist the Newton Corner 
Neighborhood Association in taking a 
final position on the matter in the 
future.”” 

Furthermore, neighborhood of- 
ficials said the motion was made so 
that the ‘necessary discussions with 
the city, elected officials and the 
developer can proceed.’’ 


The measures passed by the the 
Task Force, along with the 
neighborhood, which still must be 
resolved include a motion to limit the 
construction of housing to no more 
than 300 units. The neighborhood also 


approved a motion to minimize the 
impact of traffic on the neighboring 
residential streets. 

Ronald Druker, president of a 
Boston development firm, has been 
working closely with community 
leaders and city officials on the pro- 
ject for the last six months. 


The proposal, which involves the 
area east of the Paramount Theater 
on Washington Street around to Pearl 
and Jefferson Streets to the post of- 
fice, should come before the Board of 
Aldermen in mid-February, ac- 
cording to the Druker. 


The Druker plan includes 340 units 
of elderly, family, middle-income and 


market-rate housing; 110,000-120,000 
square feet of office space; and 30,000 
Square feet of retail space. 


In addition, the plan calls for the 
construction of a 140-car and a 500-car 
parking garage. Druker has warned 
that the revitalization will not take 
place unless the city helps finance a 
parking garage which could cost $2 
million, 

Although there are still differences 
with the neighborhood, Druker said 
he is optimistic about working with 
the neighborhood and the city. 

The Druker plan sparked criticism 
from some local residents at a recent 
neighborhood meeting. Many 


neighborhood residents fear the in- 
creased traffic which may result from 
the development. 

Willaim Roache,a traffic consul- 
tant for Druker, however, has assured 
that the proposed traffic design will 
“minimize the traffic impact of the 
development and improve traffic flow 
on Centre Street.”’ 


The Task Force support of the pro- 
ject is also conditional on a measure 
to insure that Newton Corner 
residents have the first preference on 
the new apartments offered. Local 
residents would like to have at least 
one member from the Newton Corner 
Neighborhood Association and the 


Newton Housing Services on the 
tenant-selection committee. 

Furthermore, the Task Force has 
called on Druker to work with the city 
to assure that business merchants 
from the Gorin and Leeder building 
are provided an opportunity to 
relocate in Newton Corner. 

The neighborhood is also awaiting 
an Environmental Impact Study on 
the development which has not yet 
been completed. 


The ambitous revitalization project 
is expected to generate $450,000- 
$500,000 a year in taxes for the city, 
The present property returns $66,000 a 
year to the city coffers. 


fees for sewerage, trash collection possible 


to some city services would help 
make up some of the gap created by 
the tax-cutting law. 

A major user fee would be a 
“sewer-use’’ charge based on water 
consumption. Public Works Commis- 
sioner Charles Thomas estimates the 
sewer charge may be as much as 75 
percent of the water bill. Already, 
new water bill forms have a space 
designated for sewer-use charges. 

The other major source of potential 


user fee revenue is a charge for refuse 
collection. A consultant study re- 
quested by Commissioner Thomas 
would assess the possibility of im- 
plementing sucha plan. 

There are many other kinds of fees 
and charges being looked at by 
Newton officials. David Wilkinson is 
careful to point out that some user 
fees could be ‘‘administrative 
nightmares” to collect. He said the ci- 
ty is avoiding such ‘‘nuisance”’ fees. 


Another factor is the fairness of cer- 
tain user fees. ‘‘We don't want to in- 
stitute fees of charges which would 
exclude some people for their inabili- 
ty to pay,” stated Wilkinson. 

Any new or increased user fee must 
be approved by the Board of 
Aldermen. When the mayor presents 
his budget for FY82 to the aldermen, 
the user fee proposals will be in- 
corporated into the package.

Cong. Frank to fight aid to El Salvador 


NEWTON — Congressman Barney 
Frank says he will oppose the official 
U.S. government policy of giving aid 
to the government of El Salvador. 

The U.S. government stopped aid 
for a time after three American nuns 
and a lay missionary were killed. It 
was reported that troops of the ruling 
junta were responsible. A U.S. in- 
vestigation discounted that report and 
aid was resumed. 

Frank said he agrees with the 
Boston Catholic Peace and Justice 
Commission which says El Salvador 
has “forfeited” the right to military 
aid because of its ‘failure to protect 
basic human rights.” 

Catholics in E] Salvador report that 
more than 8,000 persons were killed 
last year, including an archbishop 
and the three American nuns, as the 
leftists and the rightists fought for 
control of the country. 

There are conflicting reports about 
the factual situation. The U.S. State 
Department says the Palestine 


Liberation Organization and Cuban 
Communists are training leftist guer- 
rillas while Catholics and others say 
goverment troops and rightist para- 
military organizations have death 
squads of their own. 

In Washington, Archbishop John R. 
Roach, president of the National Con- 
ference of Catholic Bishops, sharply 
criticized the U.S. government for its 
decision to renew military aid to El 
Salvador. 

“The restoration of military 
assistance in our view enhances the 
possibility of more violence from the 
security forces and associates the 
United States with acts of oppression 
which can only alienate the majority 
of the people of El Salvador,” he said. 


Congressman Frank sent a state- 
ment of his position after recieving a 
copy of the resolution of the Boston 
Catholic Justice and Peace Commis- 
sion from Rev. Michael F. Groden. 

Congressman Frank told Rev. 


Groden, ‘‘I will do all that I can as a 
member of Congress to oppose 
American military aid or intervention 
on behalf of the junta. Please continue 
to keep me informed of the position of 
the Church on this important mat- 
ter,” 

Archbishop Roach said the U.S. 
bishops fear that provision of the kind 
of military aid being proposed by the 
government ‘‘will increase the 
possibility of further direct American 
involvement in the conflict in El 
Salvador in the months ahead.” 

For more than a year, the leader- 
ship of the U.S. Catholic’ Church has 
echoed the pleas of the hierarchy in 
San Salvador, including murdered Ar- 
chbishop Oscar Romero, for an end to 
U.S. military aid to that country. 

Last month, Roach endorsed Presi- 
dent Carter's suspension of both U.S. 
military and economic assistance 
pending the investigation into the 
death of four U.S. Catholic mis- 
sionaries. :

More recently, two other high 
Catholic officials, Archbishop James 
A. Hickey of Washington, D.C., and 
Bishop Thomas Kelly, general 
secretary of the U.S. Catholic Con- 
ference, in meetings with Carter and 
Secretary of State Edmund S. Muskie, 
urged a continuation of the ban on 
military aid. 

“Providing military aid conveys an 
image of the United States which con- 
tradicts the best aspects of our human 
rights policy,’ Roach said in a state- 
ment. ‘It contributes to a view that 
we are prepared to support policies 
abroad we would never sanction at 
home.” 


Roach said ‘‘a principal form” of 
the oppression in El Salvador involv- 
ed “persecution of the church in that 
country.” 

“For all these reasons," he said, 
“we find the provision of military aid 
a costly gamble which we cannot sup- 
port.” 


bulance has already been doubled by 
the Board of Aldermen, up to $90 from 
the previous $45 fare. This ircreased 
fee does not reflect the full cost of the 
service to the city, said to be around

The possibility of charging the full 
cost of a city service is being looked 
into as part of the user fee research. 
An example is the city’s Building 
Department wiil could charge the full 
expense of inspecting and issuing per- 
mits. 

The Recreation Department has 
already instituted a user fee system 
for skating at two of its areas. Com- 
missioner Russell Halloran is review- 
ing the fee structure of other ac- 
tivities, such as swimming at Newton 
North High School, to see if the 
receipts are in line with the costs in- 
volved. 

A wide-ranging legal opinion on 
user fees from City Solicitor Danie) 
Funk said the city can charge user 
fees for certain services provided at 
the discretion of each municipality. 
The opinion does warn the city cannot 
demand a fee that goes against a state 
law or exact a charge for a service 
which the city has ‘‘an absolute duty 
to provide.” 

According to Funk, there are two 
groups of services for which user fees 
may be charged. The first includes 
areas specifically designated by state 
law as being open for user fees. The 
second is a group which the city could 
charge for if it chose to apply its 
powers under the Home Rule Amend- 
ment to the state's Constitution. 


The Newton Community Schools is 
reviewing its tuition structure to 
determine whether it is getting 


enough income from its students. In 
this instance, Wilkinson again 
reminds that the additional revenues 
from user fees have to be balanced 
against the thought that some com- 
munity school students may not be 
able to afford much higher costs. 

The Newton Free Library does not 
necessarily have to be totally free of 
charge, according to city solicitor 
Funk. If the city were willing to give 
up certain state grant moneys, user 
fees could be charged. Funk warned 
of restrictions from trusts and be- 
quests to the library which could be 
violated by implementation of a user 
fee system. 

The Planning Department may also 
be able to charge a user fee for its 
reviews of sign permits, special per- 
mits, site plan approvals, zone 
changes and variances. F'unk cited 
complications in his opinion which 
would make collection of such user 
fees difficult to enforce. 

A state-wide fee schedule for the 
Massachusetts City Clerk’s Associa- 
tion is being investigated by Newton's 
City Clerk, Edward English. p 

Among the changes listed in the 
uniform-fee proposal are an increase 
in the license fees charged certified 
podiatrists, once $1 the new fee would 
be $10. A birth or death certificate 
would jump $1 to $3 and a junk 
dealer's license would cost $100 in- 
stead of $50. 

City Solicitor Funk's opinion also 
outlines areas where fees and charges 
could not be imposed. These include a 
fee on the services of a sealer of 
weights and measures, drain and 

sidewalk repair and maintenance, 
school bus transportation (outside of 
a two mile limit) and snow removal.

Questioning 
2 2 options 


Along with its own responsibility to come 
up with more local aid for Proposition 2 42 
relief, the Legislature will be considering a 
flock of bills with options aimed at easing 
the crunch of the property tax cap. 


Cambridge’s astute city manager, 
James L. Sullivan, has quarterbacked a 
number of them designed as alternative 
revenue sources. A 1 percent city sales 
tax, a 1 percent payroll tax and a 50 per- 
cent levy on college and university proper- 
ty were among the proposals. 


Like other municipalities, Cambridge 
wants a more prompt and simpler way to 
authorize spending over the limit than to 
wait for a general election ballot decision. 
This could generate Beacon Hill support, 
since it strengthens home rule while 
preserving intent to reduce the property 
tax. 


The trouble with such amending options 
is that they will be going into a large mix- 
ing bowl. It will take a long time for any of 
them to survive, if at all. and take effect’ 


Meanwhile, as pointed out here 
previously, local governments are pro- 
ceeding on the assumption full implemen- 
tation is mandated by the Nov. 4 vote. 
That’s not the way we read the information 
spelled out in language accompanying the 
referendum. 


Clearly stated in asking acceptance of 
the 2 42 measure passed earlier in the year 
by the Legislature was a provision that it 
take effect only when “full and fair market 
valuations” were placed on property. In 
addition, cities and towns were given op- 
portunity to make reductions at a rate of 15 
percent annually until the 2.5 objective had 
been attained. 


Few communities have full value 
records’ to offer. Many are proceeding 
toward an update, but don’t expect to have 
the task completed by July 1. In any case, 
the budget preparations are taking place 
and projections being made. 


. From the Department of Revenue have 
come what are termed uniform adjusted 
valuations for use in lieu of updated full 
value. Our reading of the figures makes it 
appear they are much too low , ignoring 
the fact that a considerable amount of pro- 
perty exists without revision for years. 


Now, then, can this comply with the 
mandate expressly set forth in the approv- 
edreferendum? 


It is reasonable enough to curtail spen- 
ding on the local level to offset immediate 
auto excise revenue loss in 1980 outlay. But 
the consequences of all-the-way im- 
plementation beginning July 1 before valid 
full and fair valuations are reached will 
dismantle the municipal structure. 


The answer to the first question, com- 
pliance with the mandate, has to be no. 


The answer to the second has to be an op- 
tion for a more gradual entry into 2 12 
while the state decides how to handle its 
end of the tax burden shift away from local 
property. 
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Hostage images will linger for years

The 52 American hostages are happily coming 
home to their families, loved ones and all America 
after 14 long months, but the images from the crisis 
will continue to haunt the country for years to 
come. 

The repercussions and side effects of the storm- 
ing of the U.S. Embassy on Nov. 4,1979, will stay 
with America and shape future American foriegn 
policy greatly. 

It will be hard to forget the ugly Iranian mobs 
converging on the embassy and lashing out at the 
United States in front of television cameras. The 
emotional hostility towards the United States was 
played out on signal from Ayatollah Khomeini. 


It will be hard to forget the shock, anger and 
helplessness which swept through America as in- 
ternational order hung in the balance. Many 
Americans criticized the Carter handling of the 
time bomb. However, it was a steady, yet strong 
Carter hand which prevented a full scale war. 

It will be hard to forget the suffering and pain 
that the hostages and their families endured. For 


them,the harsh images of the ordeal will remain 
forever. In the Bay State, our prayers and hopes 
went out especially to the family of Waltham-born 
educator William F. Keough Jr., one of the 
hostages. 

Keough,50, former superintendent of the Tehran 
American School, was staying at the U.S. Embassy 
in Iran when the Islamic revolutionaries struck. 
The decisive hours of the drama saw the Keough 
family waiting anxiously for the final word that 
they would be reunited. 

It will be hard to forget the shattered hopes.that 
the hostages would soon be released. The negotia- 
tions to free the captives were crippled repeatedly 
by conflicting reports from Iran,factional in- 
fighting and a seeming lack of authority, 

It will be hard to forget the sudden news that a 
rescue mission by the United States was aborted 
with casualties in the Iranaian desert before a shot 
was fired. The American flag draped over caskets 
in tribute to those who gave their lives in the mis- 
sion was a painful sight for all America. 

The aborted April 25 mission, which raised 
serious questions about America's technological 
and military superiority, resulted in the disdain of 


Americans and Secretary of State Cyrus Vance’s 
resignation. ; 

It will be hard to forget the frustration of Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter as the hostage crisis unfolded. 
Ultimately, it may have been the hostage crisis 
which led to a Carter defeat. 

As the hostages headed home as a result of Carter 
and Deputy Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher's deadline diplomacy, Carter stood at 
the inauguration of President Ronald Reagan. _ 

The resolution of the hostage crisis was the final 
chapter in the Carter presidency, which began with 
hope and ended in a stepped-up last minute effort to 
bring to a close the historical crisis which spanned 
nearly a third of his presidency. ; 

The Reagan inauguration, along with the releas- 
ing of the hostages and Carter's farewell, clearly 
signaled the ushering in of a new era in American 


politics. 


Hopefully, it will be an era of peace and prosperi- 
ty that we can all be proud of.

Why we ran out of gas

BOSTON — Disillusioned gas consumers pacing their 
homes wearing layers of sweaters, blankets and gloves 
are wondering what went wrong. 

Only a week ago a jubilant Gov. Edward J. King 
assured them “that we are truly making it in 
Massachusetts.”’ 

Not only had the administration tackled such perenial- 
ly sticky issues as unemployment and inflation, but King 
said the 1-day-old gas shortage in Lowell and Cape Cod 
was already well in hand. 

Twenty-four hours after the State of the State Address, 
King declared an energy emergency throughout 
Massachusetts. 

Aides said the governor was in a cheery mood upon ar- 
riving ‘at his Statehouse office Tuesday morning, 
bolstered by generally favorable reactions to his speech 
Monday night. The sunny spirits were short-lived, 
dispelled by a phone call from the Boston Gas Co. saying 
its supplies were dangerously low. 

“We had a meeting yesterday (with Boston Gas) and 
no mention was made (of a problem). And today there 
was,” King half-heartedly explained to a news con- 
ference. 

King said Boston Gas, the state’s largest gas 
distributor with 500,000 customers, had made a 
“mistake.” State Energy Secretary Joseph S. Fitz- 
patrick described the situation as a “miscalculation.” 

As a result of that “mistake” or “miscalculation,” 
King said it was imperative that residential gas 
customers reduce temperatures in their homes to no 
more than 63 degrees during the day and lower at night 
and that commercial users turn their thermostats down 
to5o. 

Boston Gas President John Logan said the immediate 
crisis would end when the company receives a shipment

of liquefield natural gas from Savannah, Ga., expected to 
arrive Friday. 

Boston Gas officials do not believe informing King and 
Fitzpatrick earlier would have made any difference. 
They place the blame on the weather, primarily the 
frigid spell that has gripped the state since Christmas, 
and on an unanticipated storm in Algeria that stopped 
the departure of a shipload of liquefied gas bound for 
Boston. 

Company spokesmen say they realized the situation 
was becoming serious the day before King’s speech. The 
temperatures had plunged down to zero that weekend, 
prompting an unusually high use of furnaces and boilers. 

Since the company hadn't uttered even the slightest in- 
dication that something was amiss, state officials re- 
quested extra gas to help out Lowell and Cape Cod. 

Bacon said no mention was made to King in the hope 
that the governor’s request Sunday for a lowering of ther- 
mostats to relieve the Lowell and Cape Cod shortage 
would ease the Boston problem too. 

It didn’t, and the only avenue left to the company was 
the statewide emergency announced by King. 

King and federal officials contend replacement gas 
supplies could have been arranged if.they had been 
notified when the company first noticed the gas supply 
was dwindling. 

“We are entering a critical period,’ King implored 


Tuesday, “where natural gas consumption must be 
reduced. 

“We don’t want to alarm, but we have to conserve and 
prepare for what may be a less than satisfactory situa- 
tion,” King said. . 

After repeated warnings from government and in- 
dustry that Boston would soon run out of natural gas 
without the drastic voluntary conservation, the over- 
whelming public reaction was critical, skeptical and 
disbelieving. : 

“Just how long are we going to be misled?” asked a 
retired mailman, typifying the reactions of many others. 
“Are they trying to panic us by changing their 
statements on the gas situation?” 

By late Thursday it was apparent to Boston gas of- 
ficials that customers had not been convinced by the 
pleas. Users had failed to cut consumption. 

King turned to stronger tactics. He ordered all gas- 
heated schools in the state closed Friday and ordered 
businesses to lower their thermostats to 55 degrees, war- 
ning they would be shut down if the situation did not im- 
prove.

Social Security: Public Enemy No. 1?

Is it possible to touch the untouchable? Under the 
rules of logic the answer is negative, even as one cannot 
posit the coexistence of the irresistible force and the im- 
movable body. The basis of formal thought is the princi- 
ple of contradiction: Nothing can both exist and not exist. 
But language is loosely used, and that is why the politi- 
cians and the commentators tell us that Social Security is 
“untouchable.” If Social Security is untouchable, you are 
not all that far away from the proposition that inflation is 
invincible, 

The general figures are fairly well known. A genera- 
tion ago, two people, working, furnished a surplus suffi- 
cient to pay out Social Security to one person not work- 
ing. The situation now requires six persons to supply one, 
and we are headed (toward the end of the century) 
toward a ratio of 9-to-1. 


For those who prefer figures, a more graphic way of 
putting it is this: A generation ago, 6 percent of a 
relatively small budget took care of Social Security 
needs. Today, Social Security takes 30 percent of the cur- 
rent huge budget. If Social Security is untouchable, then, 
taking Social Security as a symbol for all welfare pro- 
grams, which consume almost 50 percent of the 
budget—then nothing much can be done. Why? Because 
if these programs are indexed against inflation, social 
pressures to reduce inflation are minimized by a con- 
trolling segment of the voting population. Twenty per- 
cent of the American people over 18 are receiving Social 
Security. If they voted as a bloc against any single can- 
didate, whether for president, senator or congressman, 
that candidate would be defeated, unless he were so- 
meone like Scoop Jackson or Jack Kemp, who are as 
vulnerable to political defeat as George Meany was, or 
for that matter, Jupiter. 

But the meaning of this untouchability is mounting 
federal commitments, an increased overhead in 
economic activity, a greater wedge between the wages 
paid to an employee and the cost of that employee to an 
employer; stagnation, the anticipation of continued infla- 
tion, high interest rates, reduced activity—why should 
the man or woman on Social Security care, if the monthly 
check maintains his level of purchasing power? 

Let's permit ourselves to dream that that iron cloak 
protecting Social Security were in fact penetrable, so 
that Congress could reach through and do a little 
remodeling, ’ 

Suppose Congress were to repeal the indexing law, an- 
nouncing that Social Security payments would remain at 
their present level over the next four years; that the em- 
phasis would be placed on giving the Social Security 
beneficiary continued purchasing power not by giving 
him more dollars, but by giving him more goods for the 
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dollars he gets. In order to do such a thing there would 
have to be something on the order of bipartisanship in 
Congress. Not easy, but the leadership, which recognizes 
that the kind of thing that has happened to Social Securi- 


ty over the past generation, if continued over the next . 


generation, would result in national bankruptcy—would 
have to do the responsible thing, namely to bend. 


If such a law were passed, then the pressures from the 
elderly on Congress would be anti-inflationary. A dor- 
mant force, relatively unconcerned about inflation 
(relatively because the elderly do see the pain visited on 
their children by inflation), would become a tremendous 
lobby for anti-inflationary measures. Profligate spen- 
ding by Congress, in response to special interest groups, 
would become the subject of intense scrutiny, and the 
forces opposed to inflation would have allies, during elec- 
tion periods, without which as things now go, they are left 
relatively powerless. That is the reason why politicians, 
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when they run for office, tend to run against inflation, bu 
not against any of the constituents of inflation, excep 
such inanimate bodies as “waste.” There has never beet 
alobby that calls itself the Waste Lobby. 

In Chile, the highly competent economic engineers i' 
charge of reducing Mr. Allende’s 1,000 percent per yee 
inflation (it is down to 30 percent) took social security t 
the horns. A retired worker is now entitled to exact! 
what he and his employer put in, plus the interest ac 
cumulated during the period he worked. The program i 
hedged to permit compassionate exceptions, but they ar 
exceptions, not the rule. Social security in Chile wi 
return to what it was intended to be: the sustenance ¢ 
retired workers by access to forced savings, plus i! 
furance in the event their lifetime exceeds the predicte 

If Social Security (as it now stands) is untouchable, 
then one must speak the (unspeakable?) corollary; 
namely that democracy won't work.

When you rent 


By Peter F. Harrington 


When you rent property you acquire a special status which is recogniz- 
ed by the law. 

If you own the property, you are called the landlord. If you are to oc- 
cupy the property, you are called a tenant. 

The consideration given by the tenant to the landlord (usually money) 
is called rent 

The owner of property has a number of rights and some of these rights 
are transferred to the tenant. The rights the tenant acquires will vary 
depending upon the agreement between the landlord and the tenant. 

There are two generally accepted methods of renting property; the 
first is under a lease, which is a written agreement between a landlord 
anda tenant; and the second is an oral agreement called a tenancy at will 
and is governed by law. 

A lease is a written agreement which spells out all of the terms between 

the parties and provides certain protection to both the landlord and the te- 
nant. 
* The landlord is assured that his property will be rented throughout the 
term of the lease and the tenant is protected from being evicted because 
of a disagreement with the landlord or because the landlord can rent the 
apartment for a higher price. 

Under a lease the landlord transfers the right to possession and the 
right of quiet enjoyment to the tenant for a certain period of time for a fix- 
ed amount. 

In addition Lo paying rent the tenant may also assume other obligations 
such as payment of utilities or heat, a portion of any real estate tax in- 
crease, fire or liability insurance. 

The landlord may also want the tenant to agree not to keep pets on the 
premises or not to sub-let (rent the premises to another) without permis- 
sion. Any time you enter into a written lease you should read it carefully 
and be sure that you understand it because in the event of a dispute with 
the landlord the written lease will determine the rights of the parties. 

College students and their parents if they co-sign a lease to guarantee 
that their child will live up to the terms, should be careful. 

If two or three students sign a lease together, the agreement usually re- 
quires that each student will be responsible for the whole amount of rent, 
and if one student skips out the others will have to pay the whole rent. 
There is no deduction for the missing roommate. 

A tenancy at will is one of the few oral agreements concerning real 
estate that is recognized by the courts. 

By law in Massachusetts a person who occupies property and pays rent 
based on an oral agreement with the landowner is a tenant at will. The on- 
ly protection given the parties is that the tenant continues in possession of 
the property as long as the rent is paid and until one party gives notice to 
the other that they are going to terminate the tenancy. The notice must be 
in writing and must be given at least 30 days in advance. The one 
technical point of law that people forget is that the notice must be given 
before the beginning of any pay period (usually a month) and the tenant 
cannot leave or be put out until the end of that pay period. 

For example, if you pay your rent on the first day of each month, you 
must give a 30-day notice before the first which states that you will be 
leaving at the end of the month. You cannot give notice on the 15th that 
you will leave on the 15th of the following month.

been troubled in recent weeks by 
rumors that attributed to her a recent 
effort to review the treasurer's office 
by the Board of Aldermen.

Outdoor Skating 


The Newton Recreation Commission will con- 
tinue to keep Bullough’s Pond and Crystal Lake 
open for skating on a user fee basis. The fee will be 
50 cents on weekdays and $1 on weekends. 

Ware's Cove in Auburndale will be open for 
skating free of charge. 

It is considered the best skating facility under the 
jurisdiction of the Recreation Department. Ware’s 
Cove traditionally is open for more skating days 
due to ice conditions and has the most modern 
lighting and greater parking facilities than either 
Bullough’s or Crystal Lake. 

The decision to concentrate skating at Ware’s 
Cove was a direct result of Proposition 2%. The 
decision to implement the trial user fees at 
Bullough’s and Crystal Lake was made in response 
to the requests of neighborhood groups that they re- 
main open for skating. 

If the fees match the expenses and the weather 
cooperates, these two areas will be available. If ex- 
penses of maintaining Bullough’s and Crystal Lake 
cannot be offset by fees, it is likely the experiment 
will be terminated.

Chimney fires 


onthe inc 


AMHERST — Chimney fires are on 
the increase as more and more 
Americans turn to wood stoves as a 
supplemental heating source during 
the cold winter months. 

According to Robert W. Martin, 
farm safety specialist for the 
Massachusetts Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service, keeping your chimney 
clean will prevent fires from occur- 
ing. “If creosote is allowed to build up 
on the inside of the chimney, it can ig- 
nite and cause a fire that could spread 
into your house,”’ he said. 

Martin recommends checking stove 
pipes and chimneys often for ex- 
cessive soot or creosote, especially 
during the first wood burning season. 
One method of checking stove pipes is 
to tap on the pipe with a metal object. 
The sound will change from a metallic 
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rease 


to a dull thud as the creosote builds up 
inside the pipe. 

Checking the chimney means in- 
specting the flue. For a stright flue, 
open the cleanout door and use a 
mioor to look inside. For flues with 
bends, carefully climb onto the roof 
and look down from the top. If the 
joints of the tile liner or prefabricated 
chimney are indistinguishable, then it 
is time to clean the chimney, Martin 
said. 


Having a hot fire 15 to 30 minutes 
every day will burn off the daily ac- 
cumulation of creosote. This process 
must be started with a clean chimney, 
Martin warns. “If you have any build- 
up when you start using this method, 
you probably will have a chimney 
fire.”

HOCKEY IS HER ONLY GOAL

Charlotte Joslin's voice has the innocence 
of a child and the assertiveness of a patrolman. 
She's modest, but confident, humble, but driven. 

She had one goal in life and was determined to 
make it a victory. 

At 13, the eighth grade student at Dedham 
Country Day School has already scored her life's 
major goal. 

She is captain of a boys hockey team. “I 
always played with boys," she said recently. ‘I 
like being a girl, but I was brought up like a 
boy.” 

While some 4-year-old girls were wrapping 
dollies in flowered flannel blankets, Charlotte 
was in the basement of her Dedham house dress- 
ed in hockey pads, while her older brother Scott 
used her as a goalie. 

“We still have hockey games in the base- 
ment,” she said, ‘but ] beat him now.”’ 

The young athlete, who has been skating for 10 
years and playing organized hockey for six, is a 
defenseman who plays hard. "'I try all the time,” 
she said. “You skate your hardest. You have to 
in order for the team to work well." 

“Charlotte is an intelligent hockey player,” 
said Tim Jackson, who has been the team coach 
for three years. “She has the best fundamental 
skills and excellent anticipation. She is the best 
player on the team. 

“I don't think it's uncommon for a girl to be 
captain,” he continued. ‘She has had the op- 
portunity to play, she likes to play and she's 
good." 

Her teammates agree. “‘There’s nothing 
discriminating about having a gir] as captain,” 
said 13-year-old defenseman John Ferrante. 
“It's normal. 

“T voted her in as team captain at the end of 
last year,” he said. “She was the best player in 
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the seventh grade and she’s the best player on 
the team.” 

John added that he is ‘the second-best player” 
because ‘‘she’s bigger thanI am.” 

“Physically, she’s a strong girl,” Jackson 
said. ‘‘She can skate with anyone. She can check. 
She has excellent control of her body in terms of 
skating skill and balance.” 

“Boy,” said 12-year-old goalie Sam Pierce, 
“she really gets you going. She’s a big help if you 
need someone to get a practice really going.” 

Charlotte spends about seven hours a week on 
skates and wears size 7!2 CCM ‘Super Tacks”’ 
because ‘‘they are known to be the best skates 
around.” 

She says she doesn’t fall down much and is 
never afraid of getting hurt. ‘‘I‘‘ve always been 
big,” she said, ‘‘so I've never been scared. I’ve 
been hit, but I hit hard too."’ 

“I like her,’ Jackson said. ‘‘The other players 
respect her ability because she doesn’t use the 
fact that she's a girl.”” 

Charlotte also believes that she is respected 
for her ability and is treated as an equal by the 
boys on the team. But eighth grade liberation has 
its limits. 

When asked if she dresses for games with her 
teammates, she flashed an expression of fear 
and dread. ‘‘No,”’ she said, rolling the turtleneck 
of her jersey over her lip. “I change by myself. "" 

Her parents, Sally and Jim Joslin, neither en- 
couraged nor discouraged her to become a 
hockey player, she said. 

“I don't think they encouraged me. They just 
think it happened like this. They didn’t want me 
to play or not play,”’ she said. ‘They just wanted 
me to do what I wanted to do, so I did.” 

The Joslin’s gave their only daughter a hockey 
helmet for Christmas. “I loved it," she said. “I 
don't really go in for dresses. 

“I don’t mind getting done up in a dress once in 
a while,” she said, ‘‘but it’s getting done up all 
the time that bothers me.”

Although Charlotte has the support of her 
family, coach, and teammates, it wasn’t so easy 
for her to skate her way to the head of a boys 
hockey team. 

“Some people didn’t want me to play, " she 
said, ‘‘mostly teachers. They thought it wouldn’t 
be good for me. They thought some girls 
wouldn't like it, that I’d be playing with boys all 
the time.” ‘ 

But Charlotte was determined to win that bat- 
tle too. ‘‘My mother talked to them," she said. 
“We decided that I would try it for the day and 
when they saw that I could skate, they said 
okay.”” 

Charlotte is unsure where she will attend high 
school next year, but she is sure she will continue 
to play hockey. 

“I'll probably won't stop playing until I finish 
college,’”’ she said. ‘“‘But I don’t think I'll really 
want to play as much when I grow up. 

“T don’t want to think about being a pro hockey 
player,” she added. “I don’t think it’s right for a 
woman to go on playing. I might like to continue 
with athletics, but no necessarily hockey.”” 

In addition to ice hockey, Charlotte also plays 
field hockey, lacrosse, tennis, and soccer, and is 
an accomplished swimmer and sailor. 

Right now, Charlotte believes her work is to be 
a good team captain. ‘‘Her job is to lead the team 
in drillwork during practices,’ Jackson said. 
“She's the only one allowed to talk to officials 
during games and she is representative of the 
team.” 

“T have to keep the team spirit up,’’ she said. 
“If something goes wrong, I say ‘It'll be all right. 
Come on, you guys.’ You just have to be en- 
thusiastic yourself and reflect it.” 

She exudes spirit and determinism. She's a 
savvy sportsman who knows her strengths and 
has faith in her ability. 

“I know the game well,” she said. “I feel very 
confident. I know I'm not going to make a bad 
mistake, like score on the other net.”’

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Activist tells 
of experience 
in drunk tank 


By MATHIS CHAZANOV 
MOSCOW (UPI) — A Jewish activist recently 
released from 10 days in a Soviet drunk tank said 
it showed him a side of life most people never 
see. 

“There were 27 drunkards in my cell, talking 
about how it feels after you drink one glass of 
vodka, then two, three, four and five — a whole 
liter (quart). For me who can’t get one glass 
down it was a new world,” he said. 

His account fascinated friends who gathered to 
celebrate his release around a table piled with 
salads, cold cuts and bottles of wine. 

The activist, an unemployed scientist, was ar- 
rested on charges of hooliganism and locked up 
for 10 days after a police witness said he resisted 
arrest at a Zionist demonstration. 

He and four others were kept in a local jail, ap- 
parently to give them a taste of life behind bars 
and to stop their monthly protests against a 
clampdown on visas for Israel. 

The prisoners wear their own clothes and are 
spared the sheared-sheep haircut required in 
regular prisons. 

Although smoking is forbidden, the released 
prisoner said his cellmates managed to smuggle 
in cigarettes. 

He said 80 percent of the inmates were there 
because their wives, mothers or other family 
members could not stand their drinking and ask- 
ed the police to take them away. 

“But when they’re sober they’re quite nor- 
mal,”’ the Jewish activist said. “My story was in- 
teresting for them. Maybe they never met an in- 
tellectual before.” 

After a breakfast of kasha — buckwheat grits 
— the routine is for prisoners to be taken from 
the jail near the Sheremetevo airport west of 
Moscow to the city to clear streets or work in fac- 
tories. 

The five Jews were not allowed to go into town, 
apparently to keep them from telephoning 
friends. 

“For every man, the institution gets four 
rubles ($6) a day and the man himself gets 
nothing,” he said. ‘The rules also say the 
prisoners have to pay for their meals.” ' 

Dinner is ladled out in the afternoon. ‘Water 
with something in it,” he said, refusing to call it 
soup. 

“There is also some half-baked black bread 
but we had white bread a few times and it wasn’t 

He said his cellmates told him the food was 
better in the prison system. 

Authorities started supplying newspapers 
every day after the activists demanded them. 
There also was toilet paper, a commodity most 
Soviets not in jail have trouble finding. 

No bedding was supplied, but the cell was 
warm enough to be comfortable, The prisoners 
slept nine to a plank on a wooden bunk. 

After the activists insisted on fresh air they 
were allowed outside to clear snow and clean up 
the area around the jail. 


Turkey's regime 
governs amid 
torture charges

ISTANBUL (UPI) — Before the coup in Turkey 
last Sept. 12, newspapers published the daily ter- 
rorism death count. Today they publish the daily 
security report. 

Almost every day newspapers report the capture 
of yet another ‘‘infamous” terror gang, some of 
them rooted out of caves and forests. 

One recent account told how security forces sur- 
rounded a forest north of Tarsus in southern Turkey 
and arrested 11 terrorists. One other terrorist was 
killed and two escaped. They were said to be 
members of Dev-sol, an extreme leftist organiza- 
tion. 

Another account concerned the capture of 51 
members of a gang accused of murder and robbery 
all over Turkey from a cave near Ankara. The 
prisoners included an assistant professor at the 
Middle East Technical University who, according 
to newspaper reports, lived in the United States for 
five years as the recipient of a Ford Foundation 

rant. 

: The unnamed professor, allegedly a leader of the 
group, was code named “The American.” 

Another member, called ‘‘The Executioner,” was 
quoted by a mass-circulation daily as saying: 
“They tell me who to kill and pay me money.” 

According to Turkish security forces, more than 
32,000 terrorists have been captured. 

Authorities can hold a person for 90 days before 
making formal charges, powers so wide they can 
lead to errors. Said one middleclass Turk: ‘I have 
a friend who has two daughters. One is a leftist mili- 
tant, the other a good student, very quiet and un- 
political. 

“When I heard that my friend's daughter had 
been arrested, I assumed it was the militant one, 
but it was the other daughter. The security forces 
made a mistake, but she has to stay in Mamak 
prison for 90 duys. She was going to be married this 
week.” 

Stories along these lines have become com- 
monplace. Wearied and frightened by the rampant 
political terrorism, many Turks welcomed the 
military coup. ; ; 

Four months later, the military regime is still 
popular but even some of its supporters privately 
criticize what they regard as the excessive zeal of 
the security forces. , 

There have been reports of torture inflicted by 
police and the military. The government anounced 
it is investigating eight prison deaths to determine 
whether torture was used. 

Aside from the more spectacular cases, there are 
widespread rumors of fairly routine use of electric 
shock, for example, in interrogation procedures. 

A security officer, testifying in a trial involving 
the death of a prisoner, denied he could have con- 
tributed to the death. ‘I have been in this business 
eight years and I know how much electricity to app- 
ly,” he said, according to the newspaper Hurriyet. 

The Turkish government emphasizes that torture 
has no part in its policies, that it strongly disap- 
proves of the practice and investigates all charges! 
that it has been used.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Fearing the worst from a 
growth-oriented Reagan administration, environmen- 
talists now pin their hopes for resource conservation and 
a cleaner world on Congress. 

Ronald Reagan's selection for his interior secretary of 
James Watt — man who has made a career of fighting 
environmental causes — did nothing to inspire con- 
fidence among big conservation groups. 

They are equally apprehensive about who Reagan 
might name to head the Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy. 
But the first test of wills between environmentalists 
and industries chafing under regulatory restraints will 
come in Congress when debate begins soon after in- 
auguration over changes in the Clean Air Act. 

Richard Ayres of the Natural Resources Defense Coun- 
cil predicted ‘‘a real tough battle” over the landmark 
act, passed a decade ago when the first Earth Day 
celebration awakened the country’s environmental cons- 
cience. 
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Conservationists look to Congress 


The ailing steel industry along with coal and tility in- 
terests can be expected challenge rules to prevent 
deterioration of air quality as well as the scientific basis 
for some government regulations. 

Environmental groups have pledged to push for 
stricter air quality enforcement, a commitment to stan- 
dards for fine soot particles and programs to curb a 
legion of cancer-causing chemicals. 


They also will raise the emotion-charged issue of acid 
rain, blamed for killing fish in northeastern lakes. 

Industry's insistent pleas to ‘balance’ such aims 
against economic and energy realities may get a more 
sympathetic hearing because of energy problems and 
crises in the auto, rubber and steel industries. 

But Sen. Robert Stafford, the Vermont Republican who 
now chairs the Senate's environment panel, has said he 
wants to keep the Clean Air Act intact. 

As they size up the'new administration policies, en- 
vironmentalists remain confident the public is behind 
them. 

Opinion surveys continue to show strong support for 
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environmental protection. But they also reveal deep con- 
cern over scarce energy and a deteriorating economy, 
issues that often collide with environmental goals. 

What environmentalists particularly fear is a major 
bid to open western public lands to exploitation of timber, 
coal and energy resources — something at least hinted at 
in the Reagan's talk of “supply-side” economics. 


But two potentially destructive programs the en- 
vironmental movement was unable to stop — the mobile 
MX missile and the $88-billion synfuel subsidy program 
— were initiated by the Carter administration. 

Leaders of the major environmental groups en- 
thusiastically endorsed Carter, commending him for ac- 
tions to preserve virgin Alaskan lands and promote the 
superfund for Love Canal-type crises. 

But some environmentalists think Reagan’s energy 
and economic policies could actually be more in their in- 
terest.

Police said Snyder 
complained to Mrs. 
Morris that the televi- 
sion did not work. The 
two quarreled, and Mrs. 
Morris told Synder to 
take his $20 payment 
and leave. 

When she threatened 
to call police, 
authorities said Snyder 
chased her into a back 
bedroom and tied her 
hands to the headboard 
of a bed. Reed said the 
youth took a knife from 
the kitchen, cut off Mrs. 
Morris’ clothes, and 
stabbed her twice in the 
chest. 

The woman's nude

Newton Kiwanis coordinates 
hearing-ear dog program 


NEWTON — A person with normal 
hearing abilities cannot easily fathom 
the reality of living in a soundless 
world. Almost every daily routine is 
somehow affected by the ability or in- 
ability to hear sounds. 

As the designated ‘‘Year of the 
Disabled" begins, so does the ap- 
propriate 1981 theme for Kiwanis In- 
ternational: ‘‘Take Time to Care.” 

“We want to get involved,’ says 
Robert Alkon president Newton 
Kiwanis Club, whose organization is 
sponsoring a program throughout 
New England called ‘‘Communica- 
tions Disabilities.”” 

Hearing impairment is a_little- 
recognized but serious form of com- 
munication disability. To get people 
involved, a major focal point of the 
New England Kiwanis campaign is to 
acquaint the public with the Hearing 
Dog Program and to tell how you can 

elp. 

Like seeing-eye dogs for the blind, 
the hearing-ear dog is trained to 
assist his deaf master in many every- 
day situations that non-handicapped 
people take for granted. A relative 
newcomer on the scene, the hearing- 
ear dog now enjoys the same legal 
status in most states as the seeing-eye 
dog. 


The Hearing Ear Dog Program in 
Jefferson, was founded to help pro- 
vide a better way of life for the 
hearing-impaired. Inspired by a 
similar program run by the Humane 
Society in Denver, the training center 
was originally set up at Holliston 
Junior College under the direction of 
Donald P. MacMunn. 

Now headquartered near Holden on 


80 acres of scenic farmland that came 
as a donation, the program also has 
outreach stations to help with place- 
ment of dogs in other parts of the 
country. 

The dogs chosen for the program 
come from a variety of sources. Some 
are donated, others are rescued from 
pounds. 

Although the ‘‘students” come in 
many sizes and shapes, small to 
medium-sized ones are preferred 
because they are easier to care for. 

The most important criterion in 
selection of dogs is temperament. The 
candidate must possess a friendly, 
levelheaded disposition and show a 
natural sense of curiosity. He is put 
through a series of preliminary tests 
to determine intelligence and will- 
ingness to learn. 

He should pass the ‘“‘fetch test,” a 
sort of aptitude test for dogs. 

“A dog that does not like to fetch,” 
says training director Sheila O’Brien, 
“will usually be a poor hearing-ear 
student.” 

Once the canine candidate has been 
accepted into school, his training 
begins. If he is too young a puppy for 
formal obedience, he begins with the 
socialization phase which continues 
throughout his training. 

The trainee is exposed to all kinds of 
surroundings. Aggressive behavior is 
not acceptable; it is partly for this 
reason that all hearing-ear dogs are 
neutered. 


The first formal training routine is 
the conventional heel, sit, stay, down 
and come, complete with. hand 
signals. Once these are mastered and 
the dog is around a year old, it’s time 


to start auditory training. The student 
must learn to distinguish between at 
least three different sounds, such as a 
door knock or a doorbell, telephone, 
alarm clock, baby’s crying, oven- 
timer, toaster, fire/smoke-alarm, car 
honking, or even the owner’s name. 

The dog learns to “‘tell” his master 
about the sounds by running back and 
forth between him and the source of 
the sound, until the person is alerted 
and responds appropriately. 


Some sounds are exceptions to this 
particular tell technique. For obvious 
reasons, it would be somewhat less 
than practical for a dog to alert his 
owner to the sound of a car horn by 
this method. 


Here is where the dog’s individual 
traits come into play. A small dog 
might jump up on his master to get 
quick response, while another may 
step in front to block the deaf person; 
some are being taught to tug at the 
hand. 

it you think backseat driving is a 
habit restricted to humans, you may 
be in for a surprise. Some hearing-ear 
dogs are being taught to do just that! 

While riding with its master, such a 
dog alerts the deaf driver to the sound 
of a siren by placing a paw on his 
shoulder. These responses have to be 
suited to the do's personality, and a 
great deal of patiencr patience is 
necessary in the training process. In 
the words of Director MacMunn, 
“Love and understanding are key 
words in working with these dogs.” 

By the time a dog is ready for place- 
ment in a home, his trainers are well 
acquainted with his personality and

Texas politician shot to death 


LIBERTY, Texas (UPI) — Price 
Daniel Jr., a former Texas House 
speaker and the son of a former 
governor, was shot to death at his 
home, and police said they 
would question his wife, who may 
have witnessed the attack. 

Police said they believe the 40-year- 
old politician — a direct descendent of 
Sam Houston — was ‘‘shot more than 
once” Monday with a .22-caliber rifle, 
one of two guns they found at the 
scene. 

Mrs, Daniel, who summoned an am- 
bulance, was believed to have been at 
the house with the couple’s two 
children at the time of the shooting, 
police said. 

“She was pretty hysterical and they 
took her to the hospital, gave her a 
sedative and we haven't talked her 
yet,’ said Buck Echols, the Liberty 
County sheriff. ‘We expect to talk to 
Mrs. Daniel later today.” 

He said Daniel's body was taken to 
Ben Taub Hospital in Houston, where 
an autopsy was to be performed. 

Daniel was the son of Price Daniel, 
a former governor, U.S. senator and 
Texas Supreme Court justice. The 





younger Daniel won nomination as 
Texas House Speaker in 1973 on a 
reform platform to restore confidence 
in the state government. 

At the time, Texas politics was em- 
broiled in a banking scandal. 


Mrs. Daniel filed for divorce in 1977 
but withdrew the petition a month 
later. It was Daniel’s second mar- 
riage. An earlier marriage ended in 
divorced. 


The former speaker also presided 
over the Texas Constitutional Conven- 
tion in 1974, and ran unsuccessfully 
for the Democratic nomination for at- 
torney general in 1978, losing narrow- 
ly to Mark White. 


Daniel had built his campaign for 
the speakership first among the “‘Dir- 
ty 30” group that opposed Speaker 
Gus Mutscher during the 1971 
Legislature, then won the backing of 
labor and other new House members 
in 1973 as the Legislature underwent 
one of the biggest membership tur-

novers in history. ‘ 

He pledged during his campaign to 
serve only one term as speaker, and 
campaigned on a platform of nine so- 


called “reform” bills. Those pro- 
posals included the Open Meetings 
Act, Open Records Act, lobby control 
and registration, campaign finance 
reporting for speaker candidates and 
ethics. 


Daniel as a child lived in the 
speaker’s apartment while his father 
held that office, and later had a 
Washington paper route while his 
father was a U.S. senator. 


He worked his way through Baylor 
University and the Baylor law school 
by operating a rare book business and 
investing in and managing rental pro- 
perties. Daniel was justice of the 
peace in Liberty County in 1966-67, 
and was elected to the House of 
Representatives in 1969, serving a 
total of three terms.

WEST NEWTON A weekend 
camping program for 7-to 14-year 
olds, conducted by the Newton Com- 
munity Service Centers Inc., will be 
starting again soon at the 1100-acre 
Hale Camping Reservation in 
Westwood. 


The spring 10-week session of the 
Saturday Camp will begin in 
February and run through April. 


An outgrowth of summer day camp, 
the Saturday Camp is jointly spon- 
sored by the centers and the Boston 
College School of Education. The pro- 
gram is directed by John Dacey, 
chairman of the Educational 
Psychology Division of Boston Col- 
lege, and administered by G. Michael 
Gardner, branch director at the 
centers.

Warding off the cold 


BOSTON — “Prolonged exposure to 
the cold may result in injury or even 
death,” warns William Grady, Chair- 
man of Safety Services, Mass. Bay 
Red Cross chapters. 

“The extent of the injury will de- 
pend on factors including wind veloci- 
ty, temperature, humidity and length 
of exposure,” he continues. “The 
American Red Cross — which has 
been a leader in providing first aid 


Victims suffering from overex- 
posure may shiver, experience numb- 
ness, low body temperature, 
drowsiness and marked muscular 
weakness. The first aid procedure for 
overexposure includes: the removal 
of all wet or frozen clothing; if the vic- 
tim is conscious, provide a hot, non- 
alcoholic drink; and then apply the 
same treatment as applies for 
frostbite. 


several years ago to meet the needs of 
young people whose school and social 
skillscould benefit from close and sup- 
portive interaction with adults. 

Campers are encouraged to play an 
important role in the planning and 
selection of activities which are 
designed to be interesting and rewar- 
ding, with high likelihood of success. 

Among the major goals of the camp 
is the hope that each youngster will 
gain through the program an improv- 
ed self—concept, a deepened interest 
in discovering and improving his/her 
environment, an improved ability to 
interact with peers, and the sense that 
life can be a pleasant, happy, and fre- 
quently joyful experience. 

The camp day runs from approx- 
imately 9:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. Satur- 
days. Optional sleepovers are con- 
ducted on alternate weekends, begin- 
ning Fridays after 4 p.m. Youngsters 
bring their own lunches and are pro- 


vided a beverage. All meals are pro- 
vided to those attending the over- 
nights. 

Activities at the Saturday Camp in- 
clude: arts and crafts, sewing, cook- 
ing, carpentry, hikes, games, sled- 
ding, skating, hay rides, nature pro- 
jects, rock-climbing, ice-fishing, and 
drama productions. 

The camp is staffed by student 
teachers from Boston College who are 
trained and supervised by Dacey as 
well as other personnel from the col- 
lege. The camper-staff ratio is ap- 
proximately 2 to 1. 

The children enrolled in this pro- 
gram have traditionally been very en- 
thusiastic about it. The plaudits of 
their parents have been consistently 
lavish. One camper has suggested 
that “Saturday Camp is better than 
cartoons.”

habits. Prospective recipients must 
be screened carefully to determine 
their individual needs, Once a match 
is made, dog and new master spend at 
least two weeks together in a model 
apartment at theprogram center. As 
a pair, they work daily with the 
trainers to develop their ability to 
communicate with each other. 

Undoubtedly, many readers of this 
article have had pets at some time 
with whom they felt a special kind of 
bond. Try to imagine the mutual 
fulfillment between a deaf person and 
a fulltime canine companion who 
doubles as a sort of furry hearing aid. 

That closeness is difficult to put into 
words. Those who are matched with a 
hearing-ear dog find a whole new way 
of life open to them. 

“Many older people could be kept 
out of nursing homes if they had a 
hearing-eye dog,” according to Mac- 
Munn. “The therapeutic value of 
these dogs to all deaf people is in- 
credible.....some are severely 
depressed until they get a dog.”” 

The cost of the dog is $1000, 


although no one has ever been turned 
away for being unable to pay the fee. 
Recipients are expected to pay $150 
out of their pockets. They are asked to 
raise as much of the balance as possi- 
ble through fundraising efforts in 
their own communities. If they are 
unable to produce the funds in this 
way, the Hearing Ear Center will 
either help them to do so, or will 
ultimately raise funds for them. 

The biggest obstacle to the program 
is a lack of money. As a non-profit 
organization receiving no govern- 
ment aid, the center relies entirely on 
donations. 

There are other ways, however, 
that the public can help. Volunteer 
families can look after a puppy until it 
is ready for hearing-ear training, This 
involves regular walks and some 
basic obedience. After about eight 
months, the puppy returns to the 
training center. 

Some schools and youth organiza- 
tions sponsor events to raise funds, 
such as walkathons or cake sales. 
Anyone or any organization in-

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Probable 
cause in 
rape found 


NEWTON — Judge Monte Basbas 
found ‘‘probable cause” to issue rape 
complaints against two Waltham men 
after a 90-minute show-cause hearing 
in Newton District Court Friday. 

Brian Collett,24, of 135 Grove St. 
and James Reynolds,21, of 239 Grove 
St. were arrested for the alleged rape 
of a 28-year-old Newton woman on 
Jan. 10 and pleaded innocent in an ar- 
raignment on that day. 

In the show-cause hearing, the 
Newton woman testified that Collett 
raped her in a car while Reynolds was 
driving. As she stood before Judge 
Basbas, the woman spoke in a low 
voice and identified both Collett and 
Reynolds. 

When asked by the assistant district 


attorney if she was identifying Collet § 


as the man who raped her, the woman 
firmly responded, ‘‘Positively.”’ 

According to the woman, the alleg- 
ed incident occurred when the two 
men picked her up hitchhiking around 
1a.m. on California Street. 

The woman testified she was com- 
ing from a restaraunt in Boston’s 
Quincy Market where she had several 


drinks with her sisfer. After leaving | 


the restaurant, the woman said she 
went to meet her boyfriend, who was 
not at home. 


As the two defendants listened at- — 


tentively, the woman said she took a 
cab back to her apartment,which she 
shares with her sister and which was 
locked. 

She testified that she did not have 
the keys to the apartment or money to 
pay for the cab so the driver let her off 
on California Street where she was 
allegedly picked up hitchhiking by 
Collet and Reynolds. 

Under questioning from Asst. Dist. 
Atty. Richard Kelly, the woman 
testified that both Collet and Reynolds 
asked her to perform a sexual act 
which she denied. After being taken 
back to her apartment, which was 
still locked, the woman said she asked 
to be taken to the Howard Johnson's 
in Newton Corner 

The woman testified that after she 
got back into the car, they smoked a 
‘Soint” of marijuana. Then, she 
testified that Collet got into the back 
seat and raped her. 

The woman said, ‘‘After that I said

NEWTON CENTRE — _ Steven 
Pauler could not help but have the 
real estate business in his blood 
because he’s Maud and Walter 
Brodrick's grandson.

NEWTON — Claflin School was con- 


demned to closure and Oak Hill 
reprieved by the Newton School Com- 
mittee Monday night, 


As expected, the School Committee 


voted 8-1 to close the Claflin School by 
September, and to use the Cabot and 
Peirce schools as receivers for the 
projected 199 displaced students. 


In the second vote, Mayor Theodore 


Mann cast the deciding ballot against 
the consolidation of Oak Hill, causing 
thunderous applause from more than 
50 relieved Oak Hill supporters in a 
crowd that numbered more than 350. 


The votes at the Newton South High 


School culminated six previous 
meetings and hours of public debate 
on the 175-page school-consolidation 
report, which maintained it is feasible 
to close two schools by the start of the 
next academic year. 


The report, issued last November 


by the Department of Research and 
Planning, cited Claflin, rather than 
Zervas and Cabot, and Bowen, rather 
than Oak Hill, as most easily closed. 


With members describing the two- 


month debate as ‘‘very painful” and a 
“wrenching experience,’ the School 
Committee majority agreed that clos- 
ing Claflin rather than Cabot would 
disrupt 40 pecent fewer students,

NEWTON — Proposition 242 may 
take its toll on the Police and Public 
Works departments. 

Nearly $1 million in departmental 
budget cuts were ordered on Monday 
by Mayor Theodore D, Mann. 

Mann has directed Chief William 
Quinn to slash $300,000 from the 
Police Department’s proposed fiscal 
1982 budget. 

Public Works Commissioner 
Charles Thomas has been told to cut 
$650,000. 

According to the mayor, each 


\ 
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would require two rather than three 
receiver schools, and would require 
no additional busing. 

Several committee members added 
that the preservation of Cabot would 
save seven classrooms and provide 
the School Department with greater 
future flexibility. 


Most agreed that the problems of 
futufe reuse potential, projected 
average class size in receiver schools, 
possible day-care cutbacks and the 
relocation of special programs were 
roughly equivalent in either con- 
solidation and carried little weight in 
their decisions. 


“In the end, I will vote to close 
Claflin even though it offers less in 
dollar savings and is a finer school 
building,” said committee member 
Susan Silbey, adding that the addi- 
tional savings were not worth “‘tear(- 
ing) the social fabric” of the Cabot 
community. 

Committeeman Robert Ricles said 
that he discounted a projected future 
savings of an additional $80,000 in a 
Cabot closing over a Claflin closing, 
because he felt that the figure was 
subject to vagaries that prevented a 
“realistic” appraisal. ' 

He said that the numbers could 
change drastically with only minor 
changes in class-size policy, an issue 


department head is being given 
leeway. by the executive branch in 
determining which services to cut. 

But Mann has already set two 
priorities for the Police Department. 

One is keeping a full complement of 
uniformed police officers on the 
streets. The other is maintaining the 
ranks of the traffic supervisors.

Cuts menace teachers

NEWTON — The School Depart- 
ment will be submitting a proposed 
FY82 budget that calls for the 
elimination of between 175 and 180 
school personnel, including an un- 
disclosed number of classroom 
teachers. 

The staffing cuts come in response 
to School Committee budget 
guidelines that requested the trimm- 
ing of $3 million from the originally 
proposed $40,840,000 budget. 

According to School Superintendent 
Aaron Fink, the school administration 
will formally present the $37,840,000 
F Y82 budget to the school committee 
on January 31. The proposed figure 
represents a $200,000 cut from the cur- 
rent FY81 budget. 

The latest proposed personnel cut- 
back comes on the heels of an earlier 
estimate that only 165 positions would 
be lost, and recommended the lay-off 
of classroom teachers for the first 
time. Fink declined to disclose exact 
numbers pending the formal release 
of the budget. 

“We're not magicians, we can only 
do so much. We have tried to maintain 
the quality of education and a balance 
of services that will provide the 
energy to ge the school system 
moving forward,” Fink said. 

According to the superintendent, 
personnel reductions will occur 
“across the board” and include cut- 
backs in administration, supervisory 
personnel, coordinators, support staff 
and pupil service workers. 

The staffing cuts are expected to 
save the school department close to $3 
million this year. 

Fink added that there would be ‘‘a 
wide variety of cuts” in many school 
programs in response to the School 
Committee guidelines, which passed 
unanimously in December. 

Among those programs slated for 
reductions or elimination are 
athletics and after-school sports, out- 
door education, summer school, cur- 
riculum development, creative arts, 
supplies and materials, and repairs 


and maintenance of plant and equip- 
ment. 

The budget guidelines akso re- 
quested the school administration to 
consider a reduction in the number of 
course offerings on the secondary 
level and the possibility of increased 
fees in such areas as hot lunches. 

The first meeting on the proposed 
budget will be held on Monday, 
February 2, with further hearings be- 
ing scheduled for the six weeks follow- 
ing. 

PTA officials have already come 
out against the proposed budget cuts 
complaining that the ultimate effect 
will be a serious decline in the quality 
of education. They stressed that ma- 
jor cuts in support services and art, 
music and physical education pro- 
grams would compound the problems 
left by previous cutbacks. 

Fink expects that future meetings 
will bring fighting between special- 
interest groups intent on preserving 
certain programs, but hoped that this 
would not lead to unjustified cuts ir 
other areas. 

“I expect everyone fighting for 
their turf, but I there's no pointing the 
finger at someone else’” he said. 

Fink said that the school depart- 
ment is facing increasing expenses 


due to inflation, rising fixed charges 
such as unemployment and employee 
health insurance, and a 7-percent 
negotiated salary increase. 

Additionally, he said that the costs 
of state and federally mandated pro- 
grams continue to outpace inflation 
with no commensurate increase in 
state aid. 

Under the new requirements of Pro- 
position 24, the school budget will be 
reviewed by the School Committee 
until mid-March, a few weeks earlier 
than usual, to allow the Board of 
Aldermen to exercise their new right 
of review. 

While the Board of Aldermen will be 
permitted to challenge the bottom line 
on a School Department budget, the 
School Committee retains the right to 
judge how the money will be spent. 

Fink said he hoped that this new 
“shared responsibility would work 
well, but added that the school budget 
would now have to be viewed in light 
of the entire city budget. 

School officials fear that a 15- 
percent reduction of city property tax 
revenue apparently inane by 
Proposition 2% could force further 
school budget cuts. 

A ls-percent cut in the current 
budget could mean a loss of $5.7 
million.

Hamlet's melting pot

NEWTON — For Eloise 
Houghton, the Hamle, a mixed- 
income townhouse in Newton Centre, 
“expresses the American dream of 
equal opportunity.” 

Houghton is at the helm of the 
organization that developed the 
Hamlet, the first mixed-income fami- 
ly housing in the city. 

As President of the Newton Com- 
munity Development Foundation, she 
speaks with pride of the Hamlet and 
the non-profit foundation that was 
formed in 1968 by 24 local clergymen 
to provide mixed income housing in 
the city. 

The Hamlet, which opened in Oc- 
tober 1977, provides 20 low-income, 10 
moderate-income and 20 market-rate 
housing units in a rustic setting. 

“Most people come to America in 
search of the American dream of 
equal opportunity,” Houghton ex- 
plains. ‘‘The Hamlet is a practical ex- 


ample of the fulfillment of that 
dream.” 

Houghton is quick to point out that 
the Hamlet, which was financed by 
the Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency, is helping to satisfy the 
tremendous demand for housing in 
the Newton area. In addition, the 
development is providing much- 
needed quality housing and all the ad- 
vantages it brings to low income 
residents. 

Located on Hamlet Street, the 
development has suceeded in attrac- 
ting a broad spectrum of tenants. 
Houghton, who is also finance direc- 
tor of the American Friends Service 
Commitee, says that the biggest ad- 
vantage of living at the townhouse 
development is ‘‘people get to know 
one another as people.” 

She explains, ‘‘People living at the 
development have an opportunity to 
live with people of different cultures 
and backgrounds. That is what it is all 
about.” 


Cohen to fight for 
MBTA reforms 


NEWTON — In unveiling his 1981 
legislative package, Rep. David B. 
Cohen announced that he will con- 
tinue the fight for further reform of 
the M.B.T.A. to give commuters more 
input into decisions affecting the 
quality and levels of service. 

Also on his agenda is a proposal to 
give the Advisory Board greater con- 
trol over the “T’’ budget and to allow 
the Board to tie the level of funding to 
an adequate level of service. 

“The Advisory Board has been the 
only voice for sound fiscal practice 
and managerial accountability at the 
M.B.T.A. It has acted in a responsible 
fashion and its role should be 
strengthened,’ Cohen said. 

As a member of the Special Com- 
mission to Study the Civil Service, 
Cohen helped draft the bill reforming 
that cumbersome and archaic 
system. In calling for its passage, 
Cohen stated that, ‘‘the law would im- 
prove the efficiency with which the 
state delivers its services and in- 
crease the accountability of public 
employees by establishing a system 
of regularly scheduled performance 
evaluations, by providing that promo- 
tions and terminations be based upon 
the quality of past performance, and 

by creating an executive service 
corps for higher level employees. 
These measures are geared to im- 
prove worker productivity and that is 
a key element in the effort to control 
the cost of State Government. . 


Other cost saving measures which 
the Newton lawmaker has filed in- 
clude bills to abolish county govern- 
ment, to revamp the state’s personal 
system by placing more power in the 
hands of the Personnel Ad- 
ministrator, a trained professional, 
and less power in the hands of the 
state legislature, and to provide for 
the periodic review of existing pro- 
grams. 

“In a time of economic trouble,” 
Cohen stated, ‘‘it is essential that we 
get the most out of each tax dollar. It 
is also important that we not forget 
those persons and families who are in 
need of assistance. Family stress and 
crises are exacerbated by economic 
difficulties and only underscore the 
need to provide a wide range of social 
services. 

“T have filed legislation to provide 
help for children, spouses, and elderly 
persons who are victims of domestic 
abuse and neglect, to increase the 
availability of child day care ser- 
vices, and to provide people receiving 
public assistance with further incen- 
tives to obtain job training and job 
related skills.”” 

The 2-term legislator has also filed 
legislation calling for a conprehensive 
study of the acid rain problem. He isa 
co-sponsor of the ‘‘bottle bill” as well 
as the bill to restrict smoking in 
public places. 

Public hearings will begin in the 
first week of February.

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Located in an office overlooking the 
fully landscaped development, 
Houghton is flanked by the manager 
of the Hamlet, Carol Rabinowitz and 
Executive Director of the foundation 
Richard Bohn. 

Rabinowitz explains that the feed- 
back from residents in the develop- 
ment has been positive. “We have a 
real neighborhood here,”’ she says. 

Rabinowitz also stresses that there 
is no stigma attatched to low-income 
residents at the development because 
residents are unaware of the rent paid 
by their neighbors. 

One of the reasons the Hamlet has 

been so successful, Bohn says is 
because it was developed and run by a 
community-based organization. 
“This is our neighborhood,”’ he says. 
“Our members live right here in the 
community. They have a personal 
stake in making sure this place is well 
run.” 
Houghton, who is active in many 
community ventures, is quick to add 
that the Hamlet is not ‘‘a project.” 
She explains, ‘In the last 25 years, 
project has come to mean a place 
where people are forced to live. We 
are a development where people want 
to live.” 

The foundation is presently accep- 
ting applications for 43 units of H.U.D. 
assisted housing for low- and 
moderate-income senior citizens and 
the handicapped in Newton Centre, 
next to the Post Office. 

In addition, the foundation has sub- 
mitted a proposal for the re-use and 
reconstruction of the Weeks Junior 
High School in Newton Centre. The 
foundation has submitted a plan that 
would transform the public school 
building, scheduled for closing, into 75 
units of mixed-income housing. 

The proposal provides 34 units for 
low- and moderate-income senior

Shoveling rule unlikely

NEWTON — Despite favorable 
reaction from local citizens, the pro- 
posed ordinance to make sidewalk 
snow shoveling mandatory in Newton 
seems destined for defeat at the hands 
of the aldermanic Public Facilities 
Committee. 

Officially, the proposal has been 
held over for the next meeting of the 
committee pending the presentation 
of additional information. 

On Wednesday, Ald. Rodney Barker 
presented his proposal to the 
aldermen which would force 
homeowners to clear their sidewalks 
after each storm. 

A public hearing held at the outset 
of the meeting yielded unanimously 
positive opinions on the proposal from 
the six citizens present. Included in 
the testimony was an endorsement of 
the ordinance by the Newton League 
of Women Voters. 

After the committee questioned the 
enforceability of the proposal in con- 
versation with Ald. Barker and City 
Solicitor Dan Funk, a non-binding 
“straw poll’’ of its members revealed 
only Ald. Robert Katz favoring the 
idea. Aldermen indicating opposition 
were Paul Coletti, Domenic Taglienti, 
Joseph DePasquale, Matthew Jeffer- 
son and Richard McGrath. Absent 
were Ald. Elaine Gentile and Ald. 
Ernest Dietz. 


Chairman Richard McGrath summ- 
ed up the majority viewpoint when he 
said, ‘It’s almost impossible to create 
any ordinance connected with snow. 

Ald. McGrath pressed both Barker 
and Funk for proof the ordinance 
would be enforceable. “If we create 
an ordinance, we expect it to be 
obeyed totally not selectively,” com- 
mented McGrath. ‘‘A law is like a stop 
sign, just because it’s there doesn’t 
mean it’s going to stop the car. 

McGrath also told the committee 
that as a freshman alderman in 1971, 
he tried unsuccessfully to get a 
similar snow shoveling ordinance on 
the books. ; 

In proposing the ordinance, Ald. 
Barker stressed the main motive 
behind it was to eliminate safety 
hazards created by uncleared 
sidewalks. Additionally, he said the 
city could save money if citizens were 
required to keep sidewalks bare. 

The main thrust of the citizen 
testimony was the city should man- 
date keeping sidewalks clear so that 
children and elderly persons would 
not have to walk in the streets. 


Madeline Cornelli, a Newton 
citizen, backed the safety theme. She 
said, “The way the drivers in 
Massachusetts drive, no child should 
be allowed in the streets.” Another 
citizen, Ann Hartner stated to the 
committee, ‘Safety is definitely the 
issue here.” 


A prepared statement from the 
League of Women Voters delivered by 
Mary Adelstein said the ordinance 
would “serve as a reminder to 
citizens that they must now take some 
responsibility to compensate for 
diminished city resources.” 

Edward Lerner of Waban gave a 
different reason. He said, “The im. 
plication of uncleared sidewalks is en. 
couraging people to drive, so the 
message we're giving people is either 
you stay home or you drive a car.” 

The aldermen on the committee 
were mostly concerned about how 
such a mandate would be enforced, 
Ald. Barker proposed warnings and 
$25 fine would be adequate penalties 
for non-compliance. 

Concern was also voiced over the ef. 
fect of the ordinance on elderly and in. 
firm persons unable to clear their own 
walks. One possibility set forth by 
Human Services Director Howard 
Lipton is that the Newton Community 
Service Center's Job Bank could 
match up youths looking for shoveling 
jobs with those who need the work 
done for them. 

The variety of as yet unanswered 
legal questions prevented the com- 
mittee from making a final decision 
on the item. 

A frustrated and angry Rodney 
Barker has pledged to continue to pur- 
sue the issue saying he will be talking 
with local PTA’s to garner additional 
support for the measure, 





Backman protests life 
amendmentas threat towomen| | 


BOSTON — Senator Jack Backman 
has strongly criticized a proposed 
amendment to the U.S. Constitution 
which would bar all abortions and 
many forms of birth control. Sen. 
Backman issued the following state- 
ment at a news conference called by 
the National Organization of Women. 

“The ‘Human, Life Amendment’ 
poses a serious threat to the right of 
every woman to control her own 
reproductive life. Not only would this 
misguided proposal make abortion il- 
legal, but it would also ban several of 
the most effective methods of birth 
control. Obviously, one immediate ef- 
fect would be an increase in unwanted 
pregnancies with a resulting jump in 
malnourished and abused children as 
well as physically and emotionally 
damaged mothers, Sen Backman 
said. 

“It is equally obvious that many 
women would continue to seek access 
to abortions and birth controi even if 
they are outlawed. Once illegal, 
however, the quality of these services 
would decline while the cost would 
soar. The situation would be not 
unlike that of a decade ago when 
reproductive freedom was available 
only to those who could afford to pay 
black-market prices. This is a 
frightening prospect. 

“What is equally disturbing is the 
calculated use of semantics by 
thesponsors of the ‘Human Life 
Amendment’ in attempting to impose 
their system of morality on the entire 
population. By labeling their views as 
‘pro-life,’ they attempt to portray 

ose who hold opposing viewpoints as 
either ‘anti-life’ or ‘pro-death.’ This 
self-righteousness does little to clarify 
the issue, but merely serves to 
polarize us into opposite camps. 
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“Moralistic dictums do not change 
the underlying reality. A majority of 
Americans continue to support access 
to safe, inexpensive methods of birth 
control and abortion. No minority, no 
matter how well organized and

NEWTON-Since nearly 925 
students lost their rides under the new 
limited-school busing policy, an 
estimated 400 have resorted to using 
the Newton Rider daily and more than 
two dozen have fought sucessfully to 
regain their school bus privileges. 

Newton Rider officials, who have 
made minor service adjustments to 
accommodate some of the students 
who lost their buses last Monday, said 
that close to 200 weekly passes have 
been sold and estimated that an equal 
number of students are riding on a 
day-to-day basis. 

Over the past seven days, School 
Department officials have granted 
between 25 and 50 new bus ID's to 
students out of close to 100 who have 
appealed for continued service. Over 
the past month, the School Depart- 
ment has recieved 530 appeals, or 
more than one from every two 
students, and has granted between 100 


- and 125. 


The limited-busing policy was ap- 
proved unanimously by the School 
Committee in November and restricts 
service to those junior and senior high 
school students living more than two 
miles from school. Previously, those 
students living 142 to 2 miles away 
from a school were provided with 
buses. 

The cutback trimmed the number

According to city traffic engineer 
David Tannozzini, the 200, $4-a-week 
passes have been sold through in- 
dividual Parent-Teacher-Student 
organizations, and the proceeds have 
financed the addition of an extra bus 
to the system. He estimated that at 
least as many students are paying the 
standard fare of 50 cents a ride each 
day. 


Rider officials have assured 
regular Newton Rider patrons that 
the latest changes will have little ef- 
fect on current timetables and ser- 
vice, 

For those students who have suc- 
cessfully appealed, Cornelius said 
that most were granted for safety 
reasons, with only 10 percent due to 
errors in department maps or 
distance calculations. 

For example, he said, while many 
students who live along Dudley Road 
are within two miles of Newton South 
High School, they are being provided 
with bus service due to the lack of 
sidewalks along the route. 

Besides the flood of requests for ser- 
vice, Corenlius said that there have 
been “no major problems” since the 
changeover. While he said some 
minor rearranging of bus stops has 
been necessary to comply with the 
new requirement that buses only 
travel major arteries, overcrowding 
has been held to a minimum and has 
only required some additional bus 
coverage of existing stops. 


He added that while he expected 
few problems in the future, “‘some 
wet weather” might bring out more 
riders than came out during last 
week's cold snap. 


State law requires the busing of all 
public school students who live 
beyond a two-mile radius of their 
school.

DePasquale believes the right turn 
on red should be the “‘exception”’ 
rather than the “norm.” As a result, 
he has filed an amendment requiring 
the installation of no turn on red signs 
at every intersection in the city. 

“T have been opposed to the right 
turn on red law since it was im- 
plemented,’ DePasquale explained. 
“T think it's too bad that pedestrian 
safety is compromised to save a few 
gallons of gas.” 

The aldermanic Public Safety 
Committee has put the proposal on 
hold until they receive a report from 
the Traffic Commission. 

Under the right turn on red law, 
which began in January 1980, drivers 
are allowed to make a right turn at a 
red light after coming to a complete 
stop. 

Like many opponents to the law, 
DePasquale feels it has increased ac- 
cidents at intersections and en- 
dangered pedestrians. 

The cost of installing the 
signs,however, could be an expensive 
proposition. The city has the potential 
of installing up to 300 signs prohibiting 
turns at intersections, according to 
Traffic Planner David Tannozzini. 

DePasquale claims that only two 
gallons of gasoline a year for every 
car are saved as a result of the law. 
According to national statistics, ap- 
proximately 3,000 - 4,000 gallons of 
gasoline may be saved each year at 
every intersection where right turns 
on red are allowed, according to na- 
tional statistics. 


“The law is a matter of sacrificing 
safety for the convenience of 
drivers,” DePasquale continued. ‘I 
have seen cars not even stop at red 
lights.”’ 

State and Federal officials have 
forced compliance witi the new law in 
order to save gasoline. The Bay State, 
which was the last state to adopt the 
right on red law, was previously 
threatened with the loss of federal 
funding if the law was not im- 
plemented. 

However, DePasquale does not feel 
the loss of federal funding will be a 
problem if the amendment to 
eliminate right turns on red is im- 
plemented. 

“I think the danger of losing 
federal funding was settled when the 
state accepted the law,"’ DePasquale 
added. 

Tannozzini also said he sees little 
opposition from the state for a move 
to eliminate the right turn on red in 
the city. Tannozzini noted that a re- 
cent insurance report that claims ac- 
cidents have increased at intersec- 
tions as a result of the law. 


The Traffic Commission has con- 
tended that the key to the success of 
the law is through educating drivers 
and pedestrians. 

Tannozzini argued, ‘‘We need more 
education. Drivers must realize that 
right on red means stopping and 
yielding for pedestrians.” 


The amendment to install signs at 
every intersection recently received a 
boost from the Board of Aldermen 
who approved a score of no turn on 
red signs as a result of a protest from 
a group of parents from the Horace 
Mann Schoo! community.

America stood 
10 feet high 


Indelible were the impressions left by 
the week that gripped America. 

Intensity and emotion were the equal of 
great events of the century — Armistice 
Day in 1918, Pearl Harbor Day in 1941, V-J 
Day in 1945 and the November 22 that saw 
John Kennedy assassinated in Dallas. 

The flight to freedom of our 52 hostages 
was a drama unfolded against the 
backdrop of the pomp and splendor of a 
presidential inauguration. 

For the rest of a lifetime you will carry 
images not to be forgotten as television 
furnished the instantaneous impact and 
print media added the depth of documenta- 
tion. 

Eventual release, seemingly assured on 
Sunday, turned out to be a burning fuse 
that sputtered over two full days until the 
flashpoint when the captives arrived in 
Algiers. That first glimpse of them debark- 
ing could be the picture most will retain, 
but it is only one of many deeply etched. 

Later, the calmness and good spirits of 
the hostages during the first reception at 
Algiers as cameras panned back and forth. 
That they had come through the long 
ordeal so well had to be a pleasant sur- 
prise. This could have been a cross-section 
group of Americans just in from a sports 
event for a bit of relaxation. 

Cautious joy in the anxious hours of 
waiting by their families, then the 
unrestrained flow of tears when the big 
moment of actual freedom arrived. 

President Reagan’s upraised glass to 
toast the 52 airborne out of Iranian ter- 
ritory while his predecessor, a tired Jim- 
my Carter, accepted the news in his 
Plains, Georgia, home. 

Jimmy Carter’s many poignant 
messages, beginning with his farewell ad- 
dress to the nation. His remarks to 
welcoming friends in Plains and the 
forceful report after his hospital visit with 
the hostages, words of a man thoroughly in 

love with his country and convinced its 
dignity had been upheld by everyone who 
played a role in the drama. 

A visibly shaken ex-president charging 
“acts of barbarism” by Iran, the abuse of 
mental and physical torture more severe 
than heretofore reported. 

On Tuesday, the orderly transition of 
government taking place in measured 
steps of tradition while special reports ad- 
vised the nation of progress being made 
ever so slowly thousands of miles away. 
America stood tall, 10 feet high, to borrow 
the cliche; the 52 who were returned, their 
families, Jimmy Carter and Ronald 
Reagan, negotiator Warren Christopher 
and so many more. By its seizure and 
treatment of the hostages, Iran’s revolu- 
tionaries put the stain of dishonor on their 
country. This is a new week. Freedom for 
the 52 heroes means adjustment to go with 
the gratitude we feel. For Ronald Reagan, 
it is a week when he drops the magic wand 
of inspiration and comes to grips with 
reality. The world moves on.

Not pro-abortion, pro-quality

The event was ostensibly the eighth anniversary 
of the Supreme Court decision legalizing abortion. 
While the Pro-lifers marched from the White House 
to the Capitol chanting ‘We want life, how about 
you?’, abortion rights activists gathered to 
celebrate the 1973 Roe v. Wade decision. 

But the real event was the Human Life measure 
as filed in the Senate and House by Sen. Jesse 
Helms (R-N.C.) and Rep. Robert Dornan (R-Calif.) 
which would declare unborn children ‘‘persons” 
from the moment of conception. Another measure 
introduced by Sen. Jake Garn (R-Utah) would ban 
abortions except when the life of the mother was 
threatened. Also being considered is the outlawing 
of the birth control pill and the I.U.D. contraceptive 
device. 

Appearing briefly before the Pro-life 
demonstrators was Health and Human Services 
Secretary Richard S, Schweiker who, according to 
a report in the New York Times, pledged that his 
department would pursue an anti-abortion policy. 

My view on social evils that require attention is 
radically different. All that I share with those who 
marched for life in Washington is that I value 
human life; I value all life. 

Respect for life is an ethical principle that is, 


thank heaven, built into most of us, although history 
demonstrates it is a value which is subject to revi- 
sion. My own ethical system includes strong sup- 
port of the quality of life, quality which is achieved 
through individual rights, kindness and love. 

One thing you can count on in life is children. 
Other realities in life include unwanted children, 
poverty and the scarcity of resources, Because 
these are contrary to my definition of a quality life, 
I am opposed to the passage of such amendments of 
the Roe v. Wade decision. 

I'm not anti-life, I'm pro-quality and believe that 
the social benefits of abortion — at least in the early 
stages bf pregnancy — and of contraceptives are of 
great importance to the quality of life. By the 
nature of the decision, an aborted fetus is an un- 
wanted child. 

I also believe that the quality of a woman's life is 
diminished when she does not have the right to con- 
trol her own reproductive life, the right to limit the 
size of her family or to have no children. 

Although I support this view, I cannot proclaim it 
or feel confident that I am right. I am certain that 
there are no truths on this emotional issue. Presi- 
dent Reagan’s statement during the televised 
debate with former President Carter that massive 
scientific investigation should begin to determine 
when life begins is ridiculous. 


Just as there are gray areas when we try to deter- 
mine the point where life ends, so there is no clear 
answer to the question ‘When does life begin? 

There is no sharply defined point when human life 
begins — it is only a matter of degree from the time 
of conception when something becomes more and 
more like a person. My emotional feeling is that 
human life does not begin in the first trimester of 
pregnancy. The second trimester is hazy and by the 
time of the last trimester, my feeling is ‘It’s a 
baby.” 


On the issue of when human life begins, there is 
no right or wrong answer. I can find no evidence to 
show that the earliest formation of organs or shape 
constitutes human life. Unfortunately, the reality of 
unwanted children and poverty is all within walking 
distance. 


Everyone has a different idea of when a fetus 
becomes a human being, but when I balance my 
beliefs on this question with my strong feelings on 
the components of a quality life, the scales tip in 
support of abortion and contraceptives, especially 
the latter.

Sunday ‘T’ service a shell game

BOSTON (UPI) — Sunday riders of the Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority have fallen victim to a 
decision-making shell game. 

First, they were threatened by the MBTA Board of 
Directors with the complete loss of mass transit on Sun- 
days. 

They heard Gov. Edward J. King warn of the health 
hazards and economic dangers that would accompany 
the planned Feb. 1 cutoff of Sunday bus, subway and 
commuter rail service. But they also heard some of the 
directors insist that ‘Sunday is out’ and warn that by the 
end of the year, ‘‘we may be talking about halting service 
on Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday.”’ 

Then, only hours after those warnings, the Board of 
Directors changed its mind. 

During a closed-door meeting, the board decided Sun- 
day transit service would continue — but on a limited 
basis. Members also warned of yet-to-be-announced cut- 
backs in other areas to compensate for the costs of the 
limited Sunday operation. 

In the end, passengers may actually have been reliev- 
ed by the decision that will close subway stations, 
eliminate several dozen Sunday bus runs and shorten the 
hours of bus and subway operations. 

Compared with their threatened loss of all transit ser- 
vice on Sundays, the cutbacks aren’t that bad. 

However, compared with the current level of Sunday 
service, the cuts will be inconvenient at best. 

And it isn’t clear what additional service reductions 
are yet to come. 

The “T” has already closed two subway stations and

issued orders calling for the closing of a third. 

Several bus routes and commuter rail routes have been 
singled out for elimination. 

“T”" officials have suggested they may turn over other 
routes to private bus companies. 

And they have warned that layoffs of hundreds of 
employees are likely. 

Virtually all the service reduction plans proposed by 
the Board of Directors have been challenged by the 
MBTA Advisory Board. 

The two boards share the responsibility for running the 
“T,” with the directors handling day-to-day operations 
and the Advisory Board, which includes representatives 
of the 79 communities served by the transit line, in 
charge of setting MBTA spending levels. 

The two panels have clashed regularly, usually over 
money. 

The Advisory Board has insisted that the ‘‘T’’ operate 
within the budget limits it has defined, while the Board of 


Directors has in past years been prepared to overspend 
those limits to continue fulllevelsofservice. = 

This year, the directors say they will stay within the 
$337 million budget set by the Advisory Board and will 
cut service as much as necessary to do so. Those service 
cuts, they say, are likely to be drastic. 

But the Advisory Board says drastic measures are un- 
necessary. 

The “T” could save enough to meet its budget by im- 
plementing a new law strengthening the authority of ‘““T”” 
management to assign workers to specific tasks and by 
ordering a hiring freeze, the Advisory Board has said. 

But implementation of some money-saving provisions 
of the new law has been temporarily delayed on orders of 
Superior Court Judge William G. Young. 

And without those aids, even Advisory Board members 
have admitted it may be difficult for the transit system to 
adhere to its budget. 

The Board of Directors and ‘“‘T” Chairman Barry 
Locke are more adamant. 

They have insisted all along that they need more 
money — as much as $57 million more — to run the “‘T”’. 

Without that money, the directors say, either the Ad- 
visory Board's budget or the MBTA’s customary service 
levels are doomed. 

The warnings inherent in the Legislature's financial 
bailout of the “‘T’’ — shutdown for one day in December 
after it ran out of money — mean requests for a budget 
increase are unlikely to be the answer. 

Service cuts may well be the only alternative. 

And by advising “T’’ passengers to prepare for the 
worst, the Board of Directors may manage to make the 
less severe service cuts that will follow appear to be not 
so bad after all. 


Reagan, King share ideology

Gov. Edward King, Democrat, is likely to 
benefit from the accession to power of 
President Ronald Reagan, Republican. 

The thread between them, conscious or 
not, is their shared conservatism. 

King is a Democrat, but not of the 
liberal Kennedy-O’Neill-Tsongas-Bellotti- 
McGovern wing. Indeed Bay State 
Democratic leaders were aghast when 
King, having campaigned as a hard-line 
conservative, managed to grab the party's 
gubernatorial nomination from the popular 
incumbent, Gov. Michael Dukakis, a 
liberal. That was unexpected, and the 
Democratic brass rushed to King's side to 
caution him to tone down his provocative 
rhetoric if he wanted to win the election, 
Besides being convinced he was out of step 
with the party and populace, they feared a 
backlash on themselves. 

But King stuck to his guns, stood by his 
instincts, refused to compromise his 
message, went all out and won. 

He had captured the office by doggedly 
campaigning on the emotional issues of no- 
government-aided abortions, stricter 
crime controls, raising the drinking age, 
mandatory drug sentences, cutting red 
tape, giving business the green light, above 
all, capping local spending and curbing 
local taxes. Not exactly your basic liberal 
platform. 

After a rocky start, it must be admitted 
King has delivered on most of the promises, 
including a fragile cap on local taxes (now 
unravelling). And he has not hesitated to 
hire conservative Republicans to help him. 
Secretary of Communities and Develop- 
ment Byron Matthews is a Republican; Ed- 
ward F, King, erstwhile conservative GOP 
candidate for governor and architect of 
Proposition 242, was made head of the wat- 
chdog Boston Finance Commission and is 
sought out for counsel; rightwing 
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Democratic governor and this Republican 
president can find productive happiness on 
the basis of their common conservative 
views. 

The big unknown in Massachusetts, of 
course, compounding the answer to this 
question is whether Proposition 2% will tie 
King’s hands fatally, Prop. 24 is certainly 
a larger dose of conservatism than King 
bargained for when he took office. It is like- 
ly to throw his best-laid plans askew. 
Unlike California’s Prop. 13, there's no lux- 
ury in this state of a huge treasury surplus 
to cushion setbacks. Is it therefore 
workable ~ or overkill? 

No one in authority here - an executive 
or legislative - dares ameliorate the im- 
pact of 2's. The strategy seems to be to 
allow it to run its course for the time being, 
let discontent build up sufficiently to set the 
stage for adjustments or refinements in the 
future. It would be foolhardy, the reasoning 
Goes, to lance the boil and alleviate the pain 
prematurely. That would draw the wrath of 
the public on those perceived as defeating 
the public insistence on economizing. 

Coping with 2% is what this year in 
Massachusetts in all about. If the Reagan 
administration returns powers and 
resources to the states, if tax-cutting takes 
hold on a national scale, King’s conser- 
vative stance could well be vindicated as in 
step with the times despite his critics. 

The question is whether 24 can be im- 
plemented in its present form without in- 
citing rebellion in the provinces. 

Senate Ways and Means committee 
chairman Chet Atkins (one of the new 
breed of liberal Democrats trying to make 
government efficient? ) is the first responsi- 
ble official so far this year to offer in- 
novative proposals, At a day-long seminar 
Friday on "Work and Welfare”, he unveil- 
ed his blueprint for reining in government; 
starting with the most open-ended program 
of all, to see if welfare recipients can be 
made wage-earners — for a double saving; 
less going out in relief; more coming in in 
Tevenue. 


spokeman Avi Nelson was hired to polish 
his image. He taps conservative 
Republicans for financial support. 

In the bitter struggle last year between 
Ted Kennedy and Jimmy Carter, King was 
for Carter all the way. It wasn't that Carter 
was conservative; it was that the President 
had cultivated King - and House Speaker 


Tom McGee — responding to their needs, in- 
cluding them at White House functions. Ted 
Kennedy had not. All along, Ted was too 
late and too little wooing them. 

Now comes Pres. Ronald Reagan, 
elected in a landslide and sweeping into 
Washington with unabashed conservative 
views. His inaugural address talked of rein- 


ing in government, returning power to the 
states, cutting taxes, encouraging business 
~ all grist to King's mill. 

The day following Reagan's election, 
King held a press conference and made 
clear he could live with the new president, 
indeed shared many of his beliefs. 

It remains to be seen now if this 


Fellow Democrats may accuse Atkins 
of turning conservative; he may accuse 
them of turning chicken, 

President Reagan may have said it 
best in his inaugural speech: “In this pre- 
sent crisis, government is not the solution 


to our problems: government is the pro- 
blem.”

Bowen's necessity 


To the Editor: 

In view of a declining student 
population and budgetary restric- 
tions, the Newton School Committee 
has found it necessary to close five 
schools. 

Their decisions, difficult as they 
might have been, were supported by 
the fact that the schools closed had 
low enrollments and were 
economically unfeasible to maintain. 

The recent proposal to close Bowen 
School, however, takes a different 
turn: closing schools which are cost- 
effective and filled with children. 

Bowen is not a ‘‘dying”’ school. Cur- 
rently, with only a handful of out-of- 
district students, Bowen is operating 
at 86 percent capacity, a relatively 
high number in view of declining 
enrollment. 

Extra space within the school is 
well-used by after school day care and 
acooperative nursery school. 

“Although Bowen can stand on its 
own as a viable school, filled and used 
by the community, it is being con- 
sidered for closing simply because 
surrounding schools cannot raise a 
sufficient pupil census. 

Bowen's cluster school, Oak Hill, 
for example, is currently running, ex- 
clusive of out-of-district students, at 
43 percent capacity, half that of 
Bowen. 

Furthermore, not only is the cost 
per pupil at Bowen 18 percent less, but 
closing Bowen would require children 


to waik 60 percent further to receiver 
schools compared to Oak Hill. 

These points are not raised to argue 
for closing Oak Hill or any other 
school, but merely point out how il- 
logical, financially unfedsible and un- 
fair a Bowen closing would be. 

Finally, while it is true in light of 
Proposition 2 % that sacrifices will 
have.to be made, it is unfair to have 
one area of the city bear a heavier 
than average burden. 

The Bowen community has already 
suffered from the loss of Weeks 
Junior High. Closing Bowen would 
leave a large geographic area with no 
municipal buildings or schools for 
community centers. 

On the other hand, closing a school 
south of Rte. 9 would still leave three 
schools in that area for use as com- 
munity centers. 

Since it can maintain a reasonable 
census, a high level of ecducational 
quality and financial feasibility, 
Bowen is a necessary resource in its 
community. 

Closing schools which cannot be 
supperied and filled by the 
neighborhood is one thing; closing a 
school such as Bowen is quite another. 

If the School Committee should 
choose to take this unreasonable ac- 
tion, the residents of Newton should 
closely question their judgment, 
direction and politics.

(1/13/81) regarding the double “‘hit’’ on 
the home of Mrs. Ethel Kerrigan, age 88, 
of 578 Centre St.: 

As direct result of the shock of the 
accident — literally, a car plowing 
through her wrought-iron fence, onto her 
lawn, and into her porch steps a few 
short weeks after a strikingly similar ac- 
cident on her property — Mrs. Kerrigan 
was rushed by ambulance to Newton 
Wellesley Hospital last week. She was 
treated for pulmonary congestion, then 
released to recover at home because the 
hospital had 35 elderly patients 
devastated by flu in house at the time. 
Thankfully, Mrs. Kerrigan is doing will 
as of this writing. 

Mrs. Kerrigan has lived in her house 
for more than forty years and never 
before has one such accident — not to say 


two — occurred. I lived at 573 Centre for 
15 years. At 1:45 a.m. on 10/10/80 — for 
the first time in fifteen years — a car 
drove through my hedge, across my 
front lawn, and came to halt by an an- 
cient arborviiae. 

In the early 70’s Traffic Commis- 
sioner Edwin Weist personally visited 
our neighborhoos, assessed the traffic 
hazards, and was chiefly responsible for 
the installation of blinking, warning 
lights before the first of two dangerous 
curves. Perhaps it is time for Mr. Weist 
to again visit the neighborhood, assess 
present hazards, and suggest new, ap- 
propriate remedies. And perhaps the 
police department, which must respond 
at citizen expense to these dreadful ac- 
cidents, should be involved in the solu- 
tions too.

WEST POINT, N.Y, (UPI) — The 
freed Americans may find it easier to 
contemplate duty, honor and country 
at the U.S. Military Academy than 
they did under the guns of their Ira- 
nian captors. 


The Academy and the surrounding 
towns in the Hudson River Valley 
have given them a welcome fit for 
heroes. 


There have been press reports that 
several of the freed Americans had 
guilt feelings stemming from 
statements they made under extreme 
duress and which were exploited 
publicly by their captors. 

Press-dubbed experts say these 


returnees tend to withdraw from the 
others. The psychiatrists hint darkly 
that their guilt feelings may be 
worsened by the adoring welcome. 

In the bar at the Hotel Thayer there 
has been no evidence of guilt. 


“When they played the National An- 
them at the Super Bowl, two Marines 
in dress blues stood at attention in 
front of the television set,’ reported 
Vic Galu, manager of the bar. ‘Then 
everybody stood up.” 

On the snow-spotted grounds of the 
Academy nestled in the hills along the 
Hudson Valley there are reminders 
everywhere of duty, honor and coun- 
try. 


They are concepts that are drilled 
daily into the hearts of the cadets. 
“Their sense of duty was un- 
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Hostages: ‘Sense of duty was unsurpassed’ 


surpassed,’’ said Cadet Don Renner, 
20, of La Havre, Calif. “As for duty, 
they had a duty to themslves to surive 
and they did. Their sense of country 
was also a big factor in this. Now they 
realize how much the country has 
missed them." 


Renner, who as a sophomore is call- 
ed a “yearling,” looks and sounds for 
all the world like a straight arrow — a 
young man who has been taught there 
can be no compromise in such mat- 
ters as duty, honor, country. 


“The pressure they were under was 
a great test of honor," said Renner. 
“They obviously did not give out 
anything that would compromise 
their honor or integrity. I look up to 
them like I would to people who have 
been in combat. They’ve been there.””

NEW YORK (UPI) — The Police Department 
will begin using nets to capture mentally disturbed 
people, a police spokesman says. 

The nets, which will be used in conjunction with 
fire extinguishers that spray a bicarbonate of soda 
mixture designed to disorient the subject, will go in- 
to use this week on an experimental basis, the 
spokesman said, 

The Police Department responded to 21,000 com- 
plaints involving emotionally disturbed people in 
1980 and it is hoped the nets will provide a means of 
capturing deranged persons without injuring them 
or exposing police officers to needless danger. 
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It is a good bet that the ‘‘well over 
100” returnees and relatives who at- 
tended a worship service Monday at 
the Cadet Chapel heard some 
remarks from the Catholic chaplains 
that had something to do with duty, 
honor and country.

Mandatory 
newspaper 
recycling 


By Betsy Lewenberg 


Questions and Answers regarding the new mandatory newspaper 
separation recycling ordinance: 


Q. What does the new ordinance say? 

A, Ordinance No, R-105 states; Clean and uncontaminated newspaper 
shall be kept separate from and not mixed or included with refuse to be 
collected by the Department of Public Works. They shall be bundled or 


tied in packages not exceeding fifty (50) pounds and placed for collection 
separately. 


Q. Why was the newspaper ordinance passed? 

A. The primary reason is economic. Under the new ordinance, Newton 
can earn more than $40,000 by selling newspapers rather than hauling 
them to a landfill site. 

In addition, recycling saves energy, natural resources and conserves 
rapidly disappearing dump space. 

Newspaper recycling had been voluntary in Newton from 1972 up until 
the present, and although it has been successful from an ecological view- 
point, it has not been selfsustaining. In light of the enactment of Proposi- 
tion 2 ¥2, the success of similar mandatory programs in other com- 
munities and the simplicity of the recycling procedure, the Board of 
Aldermen felt that citizens can now be asked to contribute in a small but 
significant way to help save tax dollars and therefore passed this or- 
dinance. 

Q. What must I do to recycle my newspapers? 

A. Separate clean and uncontaminated newspapers from other refuse 
(newspapers that have been used to wrap garbage, train animals or have 
been soiled by other uses should not be recycled). 

Tie the newspapers in bundles no larger than 2 feet high or place in dou- 
ble brown grocery bags. 

Place newspapers at your curb 3-4 feet to either side of other refuse on 
your regular trash collection day. 

Q. Must I recycle my newspapers? 

A. You may save your newspapers for other uses, as burning in wood 
stoves or giving to charitable paper drives. You are not, however. permit- 
ted to throw newspapers away with other refuse. 

Q. What happens if I throw my aewspapers away with my trash? 

A. Tf clean and uncontaminated newspapers (papers that have not been 
soiled with food, paint, etc.) are thrown away trash, you will first be 
notified by the Department of Public Works of your violation of the 
recycling ordinance. Repeated offenses are subject to a $25 fine.

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Sewer rate policy 
remains unresloved 


NEWTON — The question of how 
high sewer and betterment assess- 
ment rates should go and how they 
are to be determined is puzzling the 
aldermanic Finance Committee. 

The committee decided Monday to* 
ask City Engineer Paul Giunta to 
come up with a new formula for deter- 
mining assessment rates before it 
took any action on the four related 
proposals now before it. 

The sewer and betterment 
assessments are charges to 
homeowners by the city for making 
improvements which add to the pro- 
perty value of the house. These 
charges are often spread out over a 
period of as much as 20 years. 

The city's previously held policy 
was to have the homeowner pay for 50 
percent of the cost of a betterment 
with the city paying the other half. 
The last time the rates were adjusted 
was in 1975, and homeowners are now 
paying what comes out to a rate much 
less than 50 percent because of the in- 
flation factor. 

One set of proposals would increase 
charges to bring them back up to the 
50-percent level. The other, docketed 
after Proposition 2%2's passage, would 
force homeowners to pay 100 percent 
of the assessment. 

Ald. Wendell Bauckman said he did 
not think it fair for the city to turn 
around and start charging for the im- 
provements when ‘everybody else in

this city has had half of their street 
built for them by the city.” 

DPW -Commissioner Charle 
Thomas said that with Proposition 
2%, any request for betterments 
under a 50-50 deal would have to be 
turned down because the city would 
not have any extra money with which 
to make the improvements. 


A non-binding vote to get a consen 
sus of the committee showed 
Aldermen Edward Richmond, Lisle 
Baker, Ernest Dietz, Donald Budge 
and Bruce Carmichael favoring 100- 
percent assessments of homeowners. 
Opposed were Robert Tennant, 
Wendell Bauckman and Paul Coletti. 

Richmond and Dietz have re- 
quested the city engineer to come up 
with a formula which would keep the 
rates at 100 percent regardless of 
changes in costs. 

A suggestion by Richmond to allow 
those homeowners already awaiting 
betterments to be assessed at a 50- 
percent rate rather than 100 percent 
was countered by Ald. Donald Budge. 
Budge said with the lack of matching 
money for the betterments coming 
from the city, only those committed 
for 100 percent of the cost would 
receive any action. 


In other action, the Finance Com- 
mittee approved a $24,292 appropria- 
tion from budget reserve for the pur- 
chase of three new police cruisers.

Oak Hill, Mayor Mann was joined in 
his opposition to the closing by 
Howard Spergel, Ricles, Jones and 
Silbey 

Mayor Mann, who lives in Ward 8 
where Oak Hill is located, said that he 
was in favor of obtaining further in- 
formation and simulations before 
making a decision. 


“In the long-range, best interest of ‘ 


the school system, it is best to hold off 
until the appropriate studies are 
made,” he said, referring to his re- 
quest for more information on 
transportation options and the possi- 
ble future closing of another junior 
high that could complicate any more 
closings. 

Kaplan pressed hardest for a se- 
cond closing this year, dismissing 
concern over the closing of three 
schools in one year in favor of further 
financial savings that could be ap- 
plied to programs currently threaten- 
ed by a $3 million budget cut. 

“It would be unconscionable for the 
School Committee not to close Oak 
Hill and save $325,000 a year,’’ she 
said, adding that to delay a year what 
she considered a sure decision to close 
the school would unfairly “hang over 
the heads”’ of the Oak Hill school and 
community. 

Fleischman agreed, adding that an 
Oak Hill closing would disrupt almost 
75 fewer students and that the two 
special-needs classes at the school 
eouid be transferred to Memorial- 
Spaulding with little effect. 

Berwick said that a second closing 
would not be an “optimal” but 
“preferable” in light of Proposition 
2'4-inspired budget slashing. 

Those committee members opposed 
to a closing of Oak Hill this year sug- 
gested that more thorough consolida- 
tion options, including the creation of 
new clusters, could be explored 
before rushing into a decision. They 
added that they agreed with School 
Superintendent Aaron Fink, who has 
said that the prospective cut of large 
numbers of administrative and sup- 
port personnel would make a smooth 
transition of three schools in one year 
difficult. 


Weeks Junior High School is 


scheduled to close this spring. . 

Fink said, “I have reservations 
about this school closing...I’m not 
sure I would recommend it next 
year.”

Fink has recommended a consolida- 
tion in the Bowen-Oak Hill cluster be 
held off until 1982. 

Spergel said that he wanted to hold 
off the closing in order to avoid 
precluding any other closing options 
within the city. He added that the cur- 
rrent confusion over the ultimate im- 
plications of Proposition 2 % should 
also be cleared before any decision is 
made. 

“The option to close Oak Hill is still 
there...1 am in favor of a delay to 
every extent possible before jumping 
into the frying pan when we don't 
know how much grease there is or 
how hot it will get,”’ he said.

Pauler says, because ‘‘we are more 
concerned with what will happen with 
Brodrick Brothers in the next 25-30 
years than the next 3-5 days.”

hearing. In his final arguments before 
Jusge Basbas, however, Kasper 
stressed that there should be no com- 
plaint sought against Reynolds, who 
was reportedly driving the car,

explained, ‘‘I personally do not see 
how any sexual act could be commit- 
ted in that position.””

Kasper said that the case will now 
go before a grand jury sometime in 
February. The grand jury must 
decide if there are grounds to warrant 
atrial on criminal charges.

Pauler finds he averages 50-60 
working Hours per week, although he 
takes a large part of his work home. 
Still, he says, the benefit is flexibility. 


“T cannot remember a single vaca- 
tion my father took that was not inter- 
rupted by business... and he loved it!” 
Pauler reminisces, 


It would seem that cold weather 
would slow the real estate market, but 
Pauler says “no weather condition 
can really slow business’. 


It may seem incredible, but during 
the blizzard two years ago people 
from his office were out delivering 
legal papers on cross-country skis. 


According to Pauler, Newton has 
over 22,000 homes, approximately 300 
of which were built by his grand- 
parents, if not singlehandedly by his 
grandmother, Maud Brodrick.

Although the nature of the business 
has “changed drastically” since 1923 
when Pauler’s grandparents opened 
their office (it is now unheard of for 
anyone to pay for their home in cash), 
Brodrick Brothers continues to focus 
on Newton property. 


“Newton is a very large, active 
town from a real estate point of view.

Pauler says.

The throwaway society 


By Marvin Snider 


Buy it, use it, throw it away! p 4 

That seems to be the shibboleth of the new American culture in which 
all of us have been living for some time. 

It started with cans, bottles and candy wrappers. To the litter problem 
created, it even imparted an arrogant value message: “Tt is my right to 
litter where I choose. I do not particularly care about the cost, inconve- 
nience, or the bother it causes somebody else.” 

Unfortunately, this attitude has spilled over into even more significant 
areag of human relationships: marriage, friendship, business, profes- 
sional matters. Once sensitive and even crucial compacts between people 
are now broken in record time with little apparent regard for conse- 
quences or damages. ‘Do it to them before they can do it to you is 
another frenzied battle-cry of our contemporaries. 

Little matter that principals in a marriage may have missed rich and 
lasting benefits because they were unwilling to endure the early trials 
and errors, the discomfort and even pain of working things out, not to 
mention the consequences to children, if they came along. 

It seems so much easier now just to “throw it away” like a hot potato 
and try another spouse, another lawyer, another partner, another doctor, 
another accountant, another friend. 

Attitudes of mistrust sharpen and relationships become more super- 
ficial and even poisonous with people increasingly isolated. 

Human beings still crave closeness yet have little faith that the system 
can work again. Self-esteem and self— confidence in the face of adversity 
and obstacles falters and traditional inner strengths disappear. 

If there is a priority ahead, it certainly involves finding the benign 


boomerang, just to recapture unexpendable throwaways and to regain 
human perspective. (Dr. Snider is Director of the Institute for Family 
and Life Learning in Newton Highlands. )

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French Library to 
honor new ballet 
director Verdy 


BOSTON — What could be more fit- 
ting than for the French Library to 
honor the new French director of the 
Boston Ballet, Violette Verdy? 
Former director of the Paris Opera 
Ballet, Mlle. Verdy is a talented addi- 
tion to the Boston cultural scene. 

On Thursday, February 5th — the 
Opening Night of the Boston Ballet's 
month-long ‘Balanchine Festival” — 
the French Library in Boston will host 
a gala program of events at its town- 
house headquarters, 53 Marlborough 
St. to welcome Verdy. 

The ‘Evening in Honor of Violette 
Verdy’’, under the patronage of the 
Consul-General of France, Roger 
Establie and his wife, will feature a 
pre-theater cocktail buffet at the 
Library at 6 p.m., the opening per- 
formance of the ‘‘Balanchine 
Festival” at the Metropolitan Center 
at 8 p.m. and a champagne reception 
and supper to honor Verdy at the 
Library at 10:30 p.m. 

Private buses will transport the 
guests from the Library to the 
Metropolitan Center and back again. 

The Boston Ballet's spectular pro- 
duction of the masterworks of George 
Balanchine, the world's greatest liv- 
ing choreographer, will include the 
“The Scotch Symphony’’, 
choreographed to Mendelssohn's 
composition of the same name and in- 
spired by the Edinburgh Festival of 
1952; ‘Four Temperaments”, an ex- 
pression in dance and music of the 
four humours of man, based on the 
ballet and score by Paul Hindemith; 
“Serenade’’, from Tchaikovshy’s 
“Serenade in C Major for String Or- 
chestra’’; and the classic ‘Allegro 
Brilliante’, choreographed from 
Tchaikovshy’s unfinished ‘Third 
Piano Concerto”. 

Violette Verdy made her profes- 
sional debut as a dancer at the age of 
12 with Roland Petit’s Ballets des 
Champs Elysees, thus launching in 
the native France an illustrious 30- 
year international career as a 
ballerina. She went on to dance with

such companies as the London 
Festival Ballet, the London Royal 
Ballet, the Paris Opera Ballet and the 
American Ballet Theater, where she 
created the title role in Birgit 
Cullberg's ‘‘Miss Julie’. In 1958 she 
joined the New York City Ballet. 

In 1977, suffering from foot injuries, 
she accepted the invitation of Rolf 
Liebermann, general director of the 
Paris Opera, to undertake the post of 
artistic director of the Paris Opera 
Ballet, thereby becoming the first 
woman ever to occupy that position. 


On Sept. 1, she assumed the newly 
created role of co-artistic director of 
the Boston Ballet, sharing the duties 
with E. Virginia Williams, the com- 
pany's founder. 

The Boston Ballet’s association 
with Verdy and Balanchine has been a 
long-standing and happy one. Found- 
ed in 1958, the Boston Ballet, then 
known as the New England Civic 
Ballet, started out as a semi— profes- 
sional regional company touring 
music festivals in the New England 
area. Performing at one of these 
festivals, the company caught the at- 
tention of George Balanchine, co- 
director of the New York City Ballet, 
who followed its progress with in- 
terest. 

In 1963, through the reconmenda- 
tions of Balanchine and W. McNeil 
Lowry, director of arts and 
humanities for the Ford Foundation, 
the Boston company received a Ford 
Foundation grant, which enabled it to 
become professional. Balanchine 
subsequently served for a time as ar- 
tistic advisor to the group. 

Verdy has appeared frequently 
over the years and as a guest artist 
with the Boston Ballet, becoming a 
fast friend and admirer of its founder, 
E. Virginia Williams.

Bland music to aid work 


By Ellie Grossman 


NEW YORK (NEA) — Actually, 
Old Blue Eyes didn’t do it his way at 
all. He did it the way he heard Tommy 
Dorsey do it on the trombone. 

Now, ironically, says Ron Baum, 42, 
director of programming for Muzak, 
“We'll make a trombone player listen 
to a Sinatra record to get the phrasing 
right.” 

Provided that record — one of 600 to 
1800 a year Muzak reinterprets — is a 
hit. Even if it’s by the Doobie 
Brothers, the trombone player or 
whoever gets to play the melody for 
Muzak has to listen to the record that 
made the charts to get the hooks 
right. ‘The hooks are the phrasing 
and other ingredients that make peo- 
ple remember a tune,"’ says Baum, in 
the pleasingly resonant tones of a 
former radio announcer and disc 
jockey, which he is. 

Before anything, though, he says, 
“TI get a license from the publisher to 
record the song. Then I send the 
record and the sheet music to one of 
the unsung heroes of the music 
business I use: the people who do the 
jingle work, film music, who opted for 
the security of the recording studio 
rather than the white tie and tails of 
the concert hall.”” 

Before Baum became director of 
programming two years ago, it was 
thought that those heroes all lived in 
New York. ‘Everything we recorded 
sounded the same," he says, “‘so I 
began recording elsewhere to get 
variety in our library.” In Nashville 
for country sounds, in Los Angeles for 
whatever sound they excel in out 
there. 

And in London because arranger- 
conductor Syd Dale lives there. And 
Dale, says Baum, ‘“‘is one of the few 
who can produce the specifics we 
want and still use imagination.”

Imagination? Baum can't mean the 
Muzak that's piped into 100,000 loca- 
tions in this country 24 hours a day 
(restaurants, office buildings, super- 
markets, etc.) via a geographic net- 
work of 200 to 225 franchises who 
receive the computer-programmed 
music either on eight-hour tapes ship- 
ped from Muzak's New York head- 
quarters, or by signal from Western 
Union's satellite, Westar I. (In both 
cases, the franchises then transmit 
that music to their clients by 
telephone line or piggy-back ona local 
FM radio station signal.) 


Scoff you may, but that music, 
chosen from Muzak's cassette library 
of 35,000 tunes dating back to 1934 
when the company was formed — and 
distributed as well to who knows how 
many locations in 23 foreign countries 
— requires imagination and variety. 

First, it’s not music for music's 
sake, says Baum, ‘Muzak is func- 
tional music intended to be non- 
distracting, which is why we don’t use 
vocalists. It's intended to provide an 
environment to improve work per- 
formance.” 


Studies performed by Muzak, ‘the 
Army and other have proven, he says, 
that 15-minute segments of music pro- 
grammed with a progressively ‘“up- 
ward” tempo make workers work bet- 
ter. Especially if they don't like what 
they're working at. 

So each quarter-hour segment, he 
says, “starts and ends at different 
tempo intensities on a range of one to 
seven. We're kind of down when peo- 
ple come in fresh in the morning and, 
as they wear down, Muzak comes up 
with a little push. But I never go to ex- 
tremes. The seven steps permit me to 
go from one to four or three to six, etc. 
I don’t want to start by lulling people 
off and, in 15 minutes, blasting them 


out of the room.” 

Besides, they're really not supposed 
to be actively listening, which is why, 
Baum says, “J tend to add the 
stimulants rhythmically. I might take 

standard and do it in an uptempo 

vatin rhythm but I let the melody 
sloat over the rhythm.” 

However he does it, the trick is “not 
to displease anyone too much. I've got 
to stay neutral and fairly bland,” he 
says, since no two people want to hear 
the same music at any given moment. 
“That’s why we react to what's hap- 
pening in the music business instead 
of leading. I make a kind of musical 
soup and use rhythm as seasoning.”’ 

A pinch of disco, a soupcon of coun- 
try, and a large bouquet garni of 
negatives: no straight waltzes or 
tangoes because they're passe; no ex- 
act repetition of any two tunes, and no 
use at all of “Amazing Grace.” 
“That’s played at funerals in the 
South, which I didn’t know,’ he says, 
“and when it hit North Carolina, the 
phone started going, so another pop 
tune hit the dust.” And no minor keys, 
unless they're brightly balanced with 
“tempo and texture.” 

It sounds a hopeless and deadening 
beat. To Baum, though, who loves 
music, it’s stimulating and challeng- 
ing. ‘In two years here, I've tried to 
move Muzak into the ‘70s preparatory 
to moving it into the ‘80s, he says 
wryly. “Why narrow music down to 
just 12-string orchestras?” Why not 
use synthesizers and trombone 
players who play with an edge? 

As long as the result still reduces 
stress, he’s home free. Reducing 
stress, incidentally, is the reason you 
hear Muzak in an elevator, if you ever 
wondered. “To keep your mind off the 
fact that it might crash to the 
ground," he says. 

Now that you know, try not to think 
about it on the way up.

Over the years the Bay State 
hockey league has had many great 
players.

only.‘‘We want to win that Bay State 
League title first. That’s number one. 
After that it will be gravy but the title 
is first. I have no personnal scoring 
ambitions, We are a team and that's 
the only way we can win,” said 
Costello. 

After high school Richie Costello 
will have to make a decision. 

Will he go to college or will he turn 
to professional hockey? 

He can pick any of some 50 colleges 
and get a scholarship to play hockey. 

Among the tops are Boston College, 
UNH, BU, Providence College, Min- 
nesota, Michigan and Notre Dame. 

Every time he skates on the ice 
there are a dozen college scouts eye- 
ing him, but there is more. 

National Hockey League supervisor 
of scouts, Jack Gardener, has been 
eying him and Costello could very 
well be a top draft choice this year. 

“I’m just going to wait and see what 
happens. I know I want my schooling 
but if the offer is a good one from the 
pros I can't see how I can refuse it. I 
can always get my schooling in the off 
season. I know one thing, I love the 
game of hockey and I just want to 
olay. But, as I said first the league ti- 
ule is number one and then I'll just 
wait and see what comes up,"’ he em- 
phasised. 

Family first and always 
Costello is similar to Ftorek and 
Hebner in many ways. Skate, shoot 
pass and above all he loves his family 
and they are number one with him 
and alwavs will be. 

He is the son of Bob and Lillian 
Costello of Natick. His dad is a 
lineman for the Edison company and 
his mother is a waitress at Marconi’s

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Exhibit on history of Boston’s Jews opens at museum 


LEXINGTON — The history of 
Boston's Jewish community since 
1649 is the aubect of an exhibition 
opening Feb, 1 through April 26 at the 
Museum of Our National Heritage. 

Developed by the American Jewish 
Historical Society, Waltham, ‘‘On 
Common Ground: The Boston Jewish 
Experience, 1649-1980” is the first ma- 
jor exhibit of its kind in the Boston 
area, designed to serve as a model for 
other groups and communities who 
wish to research and present their 


own communal histories. 

“On Common Ground” is a multi- 
faceted exhibition, with special ap- 
peal to those whose family members 
came from foreign shores and settled 
in Boston. Jews had arrived in 
America as early as the 17th century, 
but it was not until the 1840's that they 
came to this country in great 
numbers. From 1880 on, large 
numbers of Jews migrated from 
Eastern Europe and many settled in 
the South End, Chelsea, East Boston, 


the North End, and West End. 

Old photographs and prints in the 
exhibition show places now con- 
sidered landmarks of the Boston 
Jewish Experience — the 
synagogues, schools and settlement 
houses that played such an important 
part in the daily lives of the new im- 
migrants, These include ‘Temple 
Mishkan Tefila, Temple Lebawitz, the 
G & G Restaurant, the Hecht House, 
the first Elizabeth Peabody House, 
and the West End YMHA. 

The exhibit is divided into five 
units, each dealing with a different 
aspect of Jewish History in Boston. 
“The Colonial Experience” interprets 
the struggle of Early Jewish 
Americans to maintain their tradi- 
tions in a strongly Christian society 
without support of Jewish institutions 


out that while immigrants came 

to America with little actual bag- 
gage, they carried with them the 

deep-rooted ‘‘cultural baggage” of 
traditions, values and memories. 

“Acculturation,” another shared 
experience among all immigrants, 
reveals how Jews from different 
countries had to adjust to each 

other “On Common Ground” and 
with the complex problems of assimil 

ating in America, their new home, 
while retaining their cultural 

identity as Jews. 

The “What's in a Name”’ Computer 
Program offers visitors a chance to 
learn how names changed from Old 
World to New. A box of ordinary look- 
ing file cards turn out to be personal 
records of Jewish immigrants which

— You wouldn’t expect 
someone like Frank 
LeMaster to cop out or 
make any alibis for the 
beaten Philadelphia 
Eagles, and you would 
be absolutely right 
because he didn’t do 
that after the underdog 
Oakland Raiders pulled 
off a 27-10 upset over his 
team in Super Bowl XV. 


LeMaster has always 
given the best he had 
and has always been one 
of the bulwarks of the 
Eagles’ defense and was 
invariably ready to tell 
the Eagles’ supporters 
when he feels the team 
has either performed 
well or poorly. He did 
exactly that after the 
Raiders mauled the 
Eagles in the Super- 
dome Sunday. 


“T hated to see us go 
out this way,” said the 
Eagles’ seven-year 
veteran from Kentucky. 
“We had no momentum 
out there. I’d rather we 
were beaten by one 
point than the way we 
were." 

“Oakland is a very 
basic team,” he went 
on. “They didn’t do 
anything different, but 


what they did, they did 
well. I’m disappointed 
in the way we played to- 
day. We didn’t play 
well. What hurts most of 
all is that these same 45 
players will never be 
here again. Some guys 
will never get another 
chance again and that’s 
ashame.” 

LeMaster said he felt 
the Eagles were a better 
team than they showed 
against the Raiders, 
although he took pains 
to point out that 
Oakland played well 
and was fully deserving 
of its second Supper 
Bowl championship in 
five years. 

“T just feel we did not 
play up to our 
capabilities,” he said. 
“I really don’t know 
why. It’s something all 
of us will be spending 
the next few months 
wondering about." 

One of the reporters 
surrounding the locker 
in front of which 
LeMaster sat with only 
his football pants still on 
suggested to him that 
perhaps the Eagles 
were ‘“‘too emotional” 
and that took away from 
their general effec- 
tiveness.

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Arts Lottery grants 
available in Newton 


NEWTON Applications by in- 
dividuals and organizations for grants 
funded by the recently inaugurated 
Massachusetts Arts Lottery will be 
available in Newton, Feb. 2 through 
the Newton Recreation Department 
and at the Main Branch of the Newton 
Free Library according to Newton 
Arts Lottery Council Chairman Linda 
Plaut. 

Applications can be secured in per- 
son or will be mailed upon receipt of a 
self-addressed stamped envelope sent 
to The Newton Arts Lottery Council, 
Newton Recreation Department, 70 
Crescent St., Auburndale, Mass. 
02166. 

The Massachusetts Arts Lottery 
Bill, intended to provide a supplemen- 
tal source of public funds to be used 
for the support of the arts and 
humanities. in the commonwealth, 
came into existence in 1980 with the 
support of Governor Edward J. King 
and through the seven-year effort of 
Jacqueline O'Reilly, formerly of the 
Boston Ballet Board of Directors and 
Max Friedli of Public Action for the 
Arts. 

Since November, $5 tickets good for 
four weekly drawings with the last 
drawing worth $200,000, have been 
available in Newton where other lot- 
tery tickets are sold. For $5 per 
month, people interested in the arts 
and humanities can make their con- 
tributions while becoming eligible for 
cash prizes at the best odds available 
in any other lottery. 

After prizes and administrative ex- 
penses are deducted from the total 
sale of tickets, the remaining funds 
will be distributed through the 350 
newly formed local Arts Lottery 
Councils to qualified individuals and 
organizations involved in the study, 
pursuit, performance and exhibition 
of cultural activities, defined in the 
broadest sense. 

According to the Guidelines 
developed by the Massachusetts Arts 
Lottery Council, funds are intended to 
support activities which are available 
to, or benefit the general public and 
are not intended to substitute for, 
replace or relieve existing publicly 
funded programs. 

While Arts Lottery funding is in- 
tended to benefit the general public, 
funds can go toward activities which 
do not lend themselves to public view- 
ing, the philosophy being the advance- 

ment of an artist or a humanist in 





one's own field benefits society in- 
directly. 

Applicants should not look to the 
Arts Lottery as a sole source of fun- 
ding for a project of a continuing 
nature although one time projects of 
an experimental nature or a pilot pro- 
ject may be funded in its entirety. 
Funds can be used by an organization 
for operating expenses, to buy equip- 
ment, to fund a series of per- 
formances and toward the acquisi- 
tion, improvement and maintenance 
of facilities for the housing, support 
and presentation of cultural ac- 
tivities. 

Individual artists demonstrating 
other sources of support may have 
particular activities or projects fund- 
ed in their entirety or may have part 
of their operating expenses funded by 
the Arts Lottery. 

In deciding on the distribution of 
funds, the local Arts Lottery Council 
in each community will take into con- 
sideration factors of quality, dedica- 
tion, accomplishment, financial need, 
community involvement and benefit 
to the community. Recipients of funds 
must be organized or live in 
Massachusetts and have been engag- 
ed in the kind of activity for which 
funds are requested for at least two 
years. 

Organizations should generally be 
non-profit and tax exempt under sec- 
tion 501 (c) (3) of the Internal 
Revenue Code. Individual artists 
shold be able to demonstrate their 
committment by the previous sale or 
exhibit of their works. 

Grant reviews will take place two 
times yearly with the local Arts Lot- 
tery Council responsible for reporting 
their recommendations to the Mass. 
Arts Lottery Council May 1 and Nov. 
1. Therefore with applications 
available in Newton on Feb. 2, the 
deadline for filing applications with 
the Newton Arts Lottery Council, at 
the Newton Recreation Department is 
March 16, at 5 p.m. Decisions will be 
made public late May. 

It is hoped by the Newton Arts Lot- 
tery Council that individuals and 
organizations involved in the arts and 
humanities submit applications while 
the whole community increase the 
amount of money available for 
distribution by buying Arts Lottery 
tickets which are available in nearly. 
every Newton village and shopping 
area.

Apel's lan

NEWTON CORNER — “Land- 
scapes in Monotype and Pastel,’ an 
exhibit by Barbara Apel, artist and 
director of continuing education at the 
Art Institute of Boston, is the featured 
show at the Newton Free Library, 414 
Centre Street, Newton Corner, from 
Feb. 5 through March 1. 


“For me,” Apel says, ‘‘working on 
a monotype is a constant source of 
discovery, an expression of energy 
that translates my impressions of col- 
or, space and atmosphere.” 

Her colors are clear, bold and fresh. 
With pastels she is able to achieve a 
wonderful transparent quality. While 
the large works are quite abstract, 
Apel expalains that the ideas for the 
landscapes are drawn from specific 
places, from recollections and from 
photographs.

The technique 
involves painting an image on a 
smooth surface such as plexiglass or 
a copper plate. The image is then 
transferred to paper by using an et- 
ching press or hand pressure. 

Before it is printed, the image can 
be wiped, rubbed, drawn into, added 
to or subtracted from. In addition 
Apel usues the monotype as a base for 
pastels and other media. These 
techniques provide Apel with great 
flexibility as well as opportunities for 
spontaneity. 


Currently Apel, who lives in 
Brookline and has a studio in Boston, 
is preparing for a show at Impres- 
sions Gallery in Boston. A graduate of 
the Kansas City Art Institute with an 
MFA from the University of Illinois, 
Apel is included in ‘Who's Who in 
American Art” and is a member of 
BVAU and the Boston Printmakers.

and providing incentives for major 
conservation efforts. As a member of 
the Energy Committee, I look for- 
ward to supporting such efforts and to 
protecting consumer interests on 
questions of the availability and af- 
fordability of energy.”

tain the full number of uniformed of- 
ficers on the force. The chief cites 
delays in the civil service process for 
the department's current inability to 
bolster its staff. 

The $300,000 cut will not affect col- 
lective bargaining negotiations now 
underway between the city and the 
police union, according to chief ad- 
ministrative aide James Hickey. 

Mayor Mann pointed out that the 
department is being asked to absorb 
increased energy and inflation costs 
while leaving room for collective 
bargaining agreements. 

“We would want to maintain police 
visibility on the streets,"’ said Mann. 

The Department of Public Works 
current budget is $10.3 million. Its 
previously projected FY82 budget of 
$10.9 million must be reduced by 
$650,000, a net loss of $50,000 from cur- 
rent levels, ‘ 

DPW Commissioner Thomas said 
his $10.25 million budget must be 
designed to absorb a 10-percent hike 
in electricity costs and an anticipated 
7%-percent increase in wages.

“reduction in services” but added ‘‘a 
lot depends on retirements and things 
like that.'’ He said minor 
maintenance activities such as grass 
cutting and maintaining gravel 
sidewalks would be the first activities 
to be cut. 

Major public works services, such 
as street maintenance and lighting, 
would be the lower on the list of the 
DPW's services to be cut. 

The DPW has been affected by the 
city’s hiring freeze announced right 
after Proposition 2% was passed 
statewide in November. Commis- 
sioner Thomas reports there are 14 
vacancies in his department. 

In announcing the first round of 
budgets, Mayor Mann quickly stress- 
ed that the budgets were tentative and 
subject to change. He said, ‘I’m very 
reluctant that I’m giving out 
piecemeal information because this is 
the start of a long process.” 

Mann’s current forecast has 75-100 
positions cut from the city side of 
governments in addition to the 
estimated 175 positions lost from the 
School Department.

Scientist probes 


dystrophy 


WORCESTER — A Holy Cross Col- 
lege scientist is probing the 
mechanisms that cause an ac- 
celerated breakdown of protein in the 
muscle cells of humans and animals 
suffering from muscular dystrophy. 


Mary Lee Ledbetter, assistant pro- 
fessor of biology, recently received a 
$24,000, one-year grant from the 
Muscular Dystrophy Association 
(MDA) to continue studies she has 
been conducting for several years 
with support from MDA and the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health. 

The Newton Centre resident said 
that a major feature of muscular 
dystrophy is ‘‘an increased 
breakdown or degradation of protein 
in muscle cells. However, ‘the 
mechanism of protein breakdown and 
its regulation are poorly understood.” 

Prof. Ledbetter’s research is aimed 
at probing these chemical and 
physical interactions within cells that 
affect the protein degradation. A ma- 


cause 


jor aspect of her research is the 
chemical and physical manipulation 
of cells from patients with one of two 
types of hereditary muscular 
dystrophy and cells from mice who 
are genetically dystrophic. 


Although Prof. Ledbetter emphasiz- 
ed that her studies are basic rather 
than applied research, she said that 
results could ‘provide a tool poten- 
tially applicable te prenatal diagnosis 
of muscular dystrophy, using cells ob- 
tained from the mother by am- 
niocentesis” (the extraction of cells 
from the womb). 


A 1966 graduate of Pomona College, 
Claremont, Calif., Prof. Ledbetter 
received her Ph.D. from the 
Laboratory of Genetics at Rockefeller 
University in New York City. She held 
various teaching and research posts 
at Dartmouth College and its medical 
school prior to joining the Holy Cross 
faculty last September.

When a tenant 
does not pay 


By Peter F. Harrington 


When a tenant doesn’t pay the rent, what rights does a landlord have? 

We know that the landlord has a right to mallaet rent, but can he enter 
the property and put the tenant on the street? No. 

When a landlord has a problem with a non-paying tenant, it can become 
serious quickly. The bank will not let the landlord skip the mortgage 
payments and the real estate taxes have to be paid whether the rent is 


paid or not. 


Under Massachusetts law, a landlord must give a tenant written notice 
that the rent is not paid. The notice must be delivered and the landlord 


must have proof of delivery. 


Because tenants who are behind in their rent will not pick up certified 
mail at the post office, many landlords employ a constable to deliver the 


necessary notice. 


’ The law also requires that the landlord notify the tenant that if the rent 
is paid within 10 days of receipt of the notice, the tenant may continue to 
rent the property, provided that there was no other late payment notice 


within the previous 12 months. 


If the tenant doesn’t pay, the landlord must then go to the district court 
and sue the tenant for rent and request the court evict the tenant from the 
property. This process usually takes between 10 days and two weeks. 

The court then decides when the tenant must leave. 

It is against the criminal law for the landlord to enter on the property 


and remove the goods of the tenant. 


It is also against the criminal law for the landlord to change the locks on 
the doors without the permission of the tenant. ; 

The only method allowed in Massachusetts to remove a tenant who does 
not pay rent is by an evietion authorized by the court. 

If a landlord lets a month or two go by without giving the required 14- 
day notice, he has only himself to blame. 

Once the case gets to court, there is no guarantee that the non-paying 
tenant will be removed. A judge will decide each case on its merits. 
_ For example, the tenant may have a valid claim or defense for not pay- 
ing the rent such as no heat or water, or damaged premises. 

The judge may be moved by the plight of the tenant and allow him fur- 
ther time to stay or time to find another apartment.

Frank co-sponsors 
bills for the elderly 


WASHINGTON — Rep. Barney 
Frank, D-Mass., has co-sponsored 
two bills which would prohibit job 
discrimination against the elderly 
and block any attempts to tax Social 
Security benefits. 

The Fourth District congressman, 
at the invitation of Rep. Don Albosta, 
D-Mich., became a co-sponsor of H.R. 
65 which would prohibit taxation of 
Social Security benefits. Although 
currently tax-exempt, the Advisory 
Council on Social Security and the 
President’s Commission on Pension 
Policy recommended during the Ist 
session of Congress that a tax be 
levied against one-half of a person’s 
Social Security benefits. 

“Retired persons have too little 
money, not too much,"’ Frank said, 
“and we in Congress should do all we

can to see to it that the nation’s elder- 
ly hold on to as much money as possi- 
ble. 

The second elderly bill co- 
sponsored by Frank would extend 
protection from job discrimination to 
senior citizens, no matter what their 
age. At present, federal law bars job 
discrimination on the basis of age un- 
til age 70. When workers reach age 70 
they face possible mandatory retire- 
ment and ence forcibly retired they 
can be legally rejected for other 
employment merely because they are 
over 70. 

The bill, H.R. 70 is being filed by 
Rep. Paul Findley, R-Ill. Other co- 
sponsors include Reps. Claude Pep- 
per, D-Fla., and Augustus F. 
Hawkins, D-Calif.

After a five-year incubation period, Cowens is now taking the final 
steps in a million-dollar deal to create a health fitness and recreation 
club in Natick. 

In his typical all-or-nothing go for the top style, he expects his club to 
be better than those that operate now. 

“Tt will be a great benefit to society. We want our program to be an 
all-inclusive life-style training,” he explained expansively. 

“We want to help you focus in on changing your lifestyle to help you 
get better.” 

As part of his total lifestyle training, members will receive an exer- 
cise prescription from professional doctors, and undergo “lifestyle 
seminars” to learn photography, painting and mountain-climbing dur- 
ing their vacation time. 

The facility will include a nursery, gym, pool and restaurant, With 
the Cowens touch, buildings will have solar collectors to heat the 
water. The expense of the collectors is irrelevant to him. The money’s 
there, and he believes in conservation measures, 

“The club will have 4 unique setting, with a full staff of medical ad- 
visors. The program will be total,” 

When Cowens goes for something, he centers on it. His gual is to 
teach other people how to do the same thing. 

“Everybody needs some sort of motivation...We want to create 

sitive interests in people, develop lifetime sports, an all-inclusive 

ifestyle training.” 


Unless he runs into snags with government regulations, he expects 
the facility to be open within a year. 

At the same time, Cowens’ continuing battle with Codex Corporation 
over the acquisition of Prowse Farm in Canton is still unresolved. 


The energy he used against opponents on the basketball court is 
focused on Codex Corporation now. 

Tt has been since 1975. Cowens says he originally just wanted to buy 
the old horsefarm to make it into a showcase stable, but now he's com- 
itted to the priciple of winning. 

“T just can’t stand those that want to build on that land,” he said, 
screwing up his eyes. 

Cowens believes Codex Corporation is wrong, and that's enough to 
make them opponents, and worthy of a tenacious six-year battle, 

“Nothing comes easy around here. | never thought of myself as a 
politician,” he said. 

“But I think it's pretty clear. You just do what's right.” 

The last ten years of his life have taught Cowens that life results in 
wins and losses. There's a right and a wrong, according to the rules, 
and life can be as clear as a basketball game. 

“You can clearly win or loose in life, Sometimes | wish one of these 
projects were over, though, I wish I would either win or loose, and that 
would be it.”” 

Cowens has kept a low profile in Needham. Most people in town don’t 
know him personally. He’s been seen at Conservation Commission

“T live here in Needham because I wanted to live on some water, to 
give the land a different dimension,” he explained. “I did give some
